The anti-gun lawsuits that Boston has signed on to are 







anti-democratic — and could provoke a dangerous backlash 


Courting disaster 





even mildly useful gun-control legis- 
lation marks a new low for the Re- 


publican majority. Ever since the horrifying 


shootings in Littleton, Colorado, the public 
has demanded that action be taken to cut 
down on firearm-fueled violence. But the 
Republican House, joined by a substantial 
number of Democrats, said no, putting 
those oh-so-generous campaign contribu- 
tions from the National Rifle 
Association above the public in- 
terest. The final, watered-down 
bill lost by a margin of 280 to 
147. Even most gun-control ad- 
vocates voted against it rather 
than allow the Republicans to 
win a public-relations victory by 
ramming through a worthless 
piece of legislation — including 
the all-Democratic Massachusetts delega- 
tion, which unanimously opposed the bill. 
Given that and similar failures over the 
years, it is understandable that anti-gun ac- 
tivists have turned to the courts in an at- 


tempt to accomplish what Congress will not. 


Understandable, that is, but wrong, both as 
a matter of principle and of tactics. 

Earlier this month, Boston mayor Tom 
Menino announced that this city would be- 
come the 20th to sue gun manufacturers for 
creating a so-called public nuisance. It’s a 
feel-good solution born of honest frustra- 


tion, but that doesn’t make it right. We’re no 


friends of the gun manufacturers, but it’s 
Congress that is the real menace. City offi- 


cials, like those backing similar lawsuits else- 
where, talk about seemingly reasonable mea- 


sures such as demanding that child locks be 
installed on guns. But when, in their next 
breath, they reveal that they’re seeking 
$100 million in damages, they offer further

proof of the truism that when they say it’s 
not about the money, it’s about the money. 

Make no mistake: Congress should pass 
clear, simple, and strong gun-control laws. 
Automatic weapons should be outlawed; 
handgun ownership should be restricted; 
and gun dealers should be closely regulated 
on a national level. But these steps need to 
be accomplished through the legislative pro- 
cess, not through the courts. 

The principle at stake is 
merely our democratic form of 
government. Whether the prob- 
lem be NRA cash, ideologically 
warped interpretations of the 
Second Amendment, or Tom 
DeLay’s brainless non sequitur, 
“God, not guns,” Congress has 
made it clear it that will not deal 
with guns in any significant 
way. Gun-control activists should — and 
indeed do — fight back by supporting anti- 
gun candidates and by working for cam- 
paign-finance reform, which would reduce 
the NRA’s influence. But when activists at- 
tempt to use the courts to make an end run 
around the legislative process, they’re per- 
verting the judicial process just as surely as 
NRA cash pollutes politics. 

Tactically, even if such lawsuits succeed, 
they will undermine the long-term goals of 
anti-gun activists. By winning in the courts 
what they have been unable to win in 
Congress, gun-control advocates would in- 
cur the wrath of the vocal pro-gun forces. It 
is not difficult to imagine a backlash in the 
form of an NRA campaign to elect an even 
more pro-gun Congress that could undo 
any gains gun-control advocates are able to 
win in the courts. 

Conservative opponents of the gun suits 
like to sneer that if anti-gun activists suc- 


ceed, do-gooders will next target, say, red 
meat, or salty snacks. The truth is, though, 
that these critics may not be far off. The 
gun suits, after all, are based in large part 
on the legal strategy used to bring Big To- 
bacco to the negotiating table, resulting in a 
$206 billion national settlement. Many of 
the same law firms that sued the tobacco 
companies have signed on for the anti-gun 
crusade. Granted, cigarettes and guns are 
unpopular with some. But most of us enjoy 
an occasional drink. What’s to stop these 
same opportunistic lawyers from suing 
brewers and distillers over drunk-driving 
deaths? The legal principle is exactly the 
same, and that’s why it’s so pernicious. 

The good news is that gun control 
promises to be a prominent issue in the 
presidential campaign. Both Democratic 
candidates, Al Gore and Bill Bradley, sup- 
port tougher restrictions. On the Republi- 
can side, Elizabeth Dole has won plaudits 
for speaking in favor of gun control and 
thus standing up to the right wing of her 
party. George W. Bush, to his credit, re- 
cently signed legislation that would prohibit 
lawsuits against gun manufacturers in 
Texas; unfortunately, he also supports legis- 
lation that would allow Texans to carry con- 
cealed weapons, which suggests that it is 
highly unlikely he’ll support any reasonable 
restrictions. He should be held to account 
for his irresponsible stand. 

Politics, frustrating though it often may 
be, is how we resolve differences in this so- 
ciety. We must find the will and the imagi- 
nation to elect a president and a Congress 
that will pass tough gun-control laws — 
and let the courts enforce them. a

Kevin Eubanks 


he story goes that when Branford Marsalis was offered the job as 

music director of The Tonight Show with Jay Leno, he turned it 
down. That is, until he told the members of his band. They replied, 
“Are you crazy!? Call them back and tell them you changed your 
mind!” 

For jazz musicians, who tour endlessly for short money, a TV gig is 
like a pact with the devil: a fat, steady paycheck, but how do you get to 
play the music you love? 

Branford always declared his personal loyalty to Leno. But he also 
needed to be able to play as much Monk as he wanted on the show. 
And being a naturally garrulous, outspoken man (he is a Marsalis, 
after all), Branford always appeared slightly embarrassed to be on TV. 

Guitarist Kevin Eubanks was with Marsalis from the beginning of 


the show, in 1992; but back when Branford asked him to join, he 
experienced an ambivalence of a different sort. “I had to think about 
it,” Eubanks explains over the phone from the The Tonight Show 
studio in Burbank. “I had just bought a house in Allentown, 
Pennsylvania. I was traveling so much, on the road seven or eight 
months a year, and I just wanted to settle down a little bit, get some 
normality in my life. And I was just getting settled in the house — I’d 
been there two years — when Branford called. That was a big change 
— to move out to the West Coast. But me and Branford go back a 
long way, and he really wanted me to do it . . . And it was a good 
decision.” 

Eubanks took over the Tonight Show band after Marsalis left, in 
1995, and it’s been a remarkably good fit — for someone whose jazz 
cred is as heavy as anybody’s, having played with everyone from Art 
Blakey and Mike Gibbs to Sam Rivers and Dave Holland. In fact, you 
could argue that Eubanks — with his broad smile and easy laugh — is 
more a part of the show than any talk-show music director in TV 
history. The occasional verbal toss to the bandleader is at least as old 
as Johnny Carson and Skitch Henderson, but it seems Eubanks’s mike 
is always on, and during monologues Leno is in perpetual dialogue 
with him. (“Did you know that, Kevin?” “No, I didn’t know that.”) 

Asked to compare his situation with his predecessor’s, Eubanks 
says, “I do the music that best suits the show, and if there’s an 
opportunity to present some other things, then I do it. But my first 
priority is to do music that complements the show. And I have no 
problem with that whatsoever.” 

What’s more, the flow of Eubanks’s own work has been unabated. 
After a proto-smooth jazz stint at the GRP label in the ’80s (“It was 
called adult-contemporary back then”), he moved to Blue Note and 
settled into serious straight-ahead jazz, which for Eubanks can include 
light-toned octave strumming in the manner of Wes Montgomery or 
more biting McLaughlin-esque tones. In the meantime, he’s also 
scored a few TV-movies. 

Eubanks and Blue Note have parted ways, but he’s working on 
launching his own label sometime over the course of the next year. At 
this point, he has three albums in the can and is working on a fourth. 
“One’s a straight-ahead album of all originals with Buddy 
Montgomery [Wes’s keyboard-and-vibes playing brother] and Jimmy 
Cobb. Another is with Billy Higgins, Rufus Reid, James Williams, and 
Billy Pierce. And the last one is a kind of progressive instrumental rock 
album with Marvin “Smitty” Smith, Charnett Moffett, and my brother 
[trombonist] Robin.” 

When Eubanks comes to Scullers on June 29 and 30, he’ll hook up 
with Smith, Moffett, and Boston mainstay Pierce. “We'll be playing a 
mix of straight-ahead and edgier stuff — no standards. It’s going to 
have a little edge on it,” he adds with a laugh. The Philadelphia-born 
Eubanks’s Boston roots go back to his Berklee days in the ’70s, where 
he first hooked up with folks like Marsalis, Pierce, Williams, Victor 
Bailey, and Tommy Campbell. “A lot of things started in Boston.”

Just kidding. Different Bill 
Bradley. This one, it turns out, is a 
chef whose last couple of jobs have 
been in California’s wine country, 
which is impressive in itself. The 
region’s cooking has become so 
good that its little agricultural 
towns — Sonoma, Napa, 

St. Helena — have been reborn as 
food destinations. And the most 





influential chef in California works 
there: Thomas Keller, who came 
up with the idea of dividing dinner 
into about nine tiny courses, each 
with a different explosive flavor. 

Bradley has incorporated some of 
that concept into Bricco’s menu. 
The restaurant does serve tradition- 
al appetizers and entrées, but 
there’s also a whole new menu cat- 
egory: “tastings,” each of which 
amounts to an appetizer for one 
person, a few bites for two, or a 
taste for three. It’s the first time 
I’ve seen anything quite like it out- 
side of a Spanish restaurant. Even 
if not every one of the dozen or so 
tastings was perfect, they still make 
a restaurant that’s otherwise fairly 


lot more flexible and approachable. 
Much of the good food in the 
North End has been migrating to 
the side streets, leaving Hanover 
Street with the shticky tourist 
joints. But there’s no shtick at 
Bricco: here you walk under a deep 
maroon awning onto a striking

nights we visited — a Tuesday and 
a Monday — the place was quiet, 
with only a few tables occupied. 

If you take a table along the wall, 
you may end up sitting on Bricco’s 
very bouncy banquette, watching 
the chefs at work in the open 
kitchen while you nibble bread 
from one of those trendy spiral- 
wire breadbaskets. The bread is 
nice, though nothing mind-blow- 
ing: long, thin breadsticks (over- 
baked to a dark brown one night); 
rosemary focaccia cut into pretty 
lozenge shapes; slices of a grainy 
country white called porridge 
bread. The accompanying spread is 
more interesting: white-bean dip | 
deepened with artichoke. 

Dinner at Bricco begins when | 
you’re handed a big, nearly blank 
sheet of card stock with a single 
paragraph in the middle, a fluttery 
little encomium to Bricco itself. 
Turn the sheet over and — aha! — | 
it’s the menu, evenly divided into 
first courses, main courses, and 
tastings. The thing I really like

about this menu is its rangy ambi- 
tion. There are some original- 
sounding dishes, such as oyster- 
mushroom bruschetta and red- 
pepper soup with fennel. There are 
some standards, like mozzarella 
with basil. And then there’s stuff 
you've never seen before. Fried 
olives. Cold smelts. There is one 
entrée — the chef's specialty, the 
waitress told us — that consists of 
exactly five giant gnocchi. 

Over two nights, we ran through 
a good deal of the tasting menu, a 
bunch of appetizers, and two 
entrées. Considering the principle 
of the tastings, there’s probably 
room for a bit more precision, but 
the spirit is right. Take the spiedini 
($4.25), three skewers of pork

cubes alternating with red grapes. 
Grilled grapes are good, and of 
course grilled pork is terrific. Did 
it need to be charred on the edges? 
Probably not. There was also a 
slight tendency toward undersup- 
ply, even for what are supposed to 
be tiny dishes. Grilled calamari 
($4.25), tenderly cooked with a bit 
of chili and a squeeze of lemon, 
was a tiny cluster of purple tenta- 
cles and white rings. I’m no fan of 
excess, but if the dish is good — 
and this was — you find yourself 
simply wanting more. The fresh 
mozzarella plate ($3.75) was ele- 
gantly austere, with a drizzle of 
dense, sweet balsamic vinegar 
around the white cheese, but the 
basil and tomato were barely there. 
The largest tasting was also the 
weirdest: the “Venetian-style 
smelts” ($4), which were fishy little 
fillets, cold and soft, sweet with 
raisins, onions, and pine nuts. 
They offered a window onto 
another culinary world entirely, a 
real departure from the tight late-

Our two forays into the entrée | 

menu were interesting. The plate | 
of ricotta gnocchi ($17.50) cen- 
tered on a delicious ragout of oys- 
ter mushrooms and asparagus; the 
gnocchi were light, cheesy 
dumplings the size of large scal- 
lops, seared on top and bottom. 
Two grilled quails ($23) had nicely 
salty grilled skin but were fairly 
undercooked at the joints. They 
were laid on an unannounced 
crouton spread with foie gras 
(yay!), but the gravy on the plate 
had a slightly unpleasant mouth- 
coating quality that ran counter to 
the grilled sharpness of the dish. 

The wine list, befitting a restau- 
rant run by a Sonoma-trained chef, 
is extensive; we had a half-bottle of 
a round, focused Morgan sauvignon 
blanc, as well as a bottle of Regaleali 
rosé (trust me) for $22, which was 
crisp, summery, and just about the 
least expensive thing on the list. 

Desserts (all $6) were quirky: 
“The Pyramid” was a little Luxor 
Hotel of chocolate-shelled chocolate 
mousse, standing on a square of 
cocoa powder. “Neoclassic Panna 
Cotta” took the form of three disks 
of custard striped with caramel 
sauce and accented with a dollop of 
caramel mousse. “A Study in 
Cannoli” had a lovely caramelized 
shell and a mascarpone filling with 
the rich tang of buttermilk. 

Our first night at Bricco was 
encouragingly smooth; our server 
had a sense of humor and lavished 
attention on our water glasses. On 
the second night, however, it felt as 
if we were getting the B team; our 
server, though friendly enough, 
more or less ignored us in favor of 
the two tables of middle-aged 
patrons nearby. The word “bric- 
co,” apparently, refers to the lofti- 
est plateau in a Northern Italian 
vineyard, and if Bricco the restau- 
rant hasn’t quite reached that 
height yet, it’s already providing 
quite a view. 


RESTAURANT, 46 Beach St. (basement), 
Boston, 695-1646, 695-1651. $5-$24. Fish 
tanks in the basement entryway promise 
superb Hong Kong-style seafood. The 
kitchen delivers with fresh eel, whole roe 
scallops, lobster, crab, and fish in brilliant 
treatments. Authentic hot pots, Chinese 
broccoli in oyster sauce, and a comforting 
dessert of hot tapioca in coconut milk. 
Friendly place, too, and a cut cheaper. 
BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland St. (South 
Station), 695-0087, $4-$13.. Not quite a 
diner, not even very blue, this is still the 
best place to go. for a serious meal at 3 
a.m. The all-night hours, the barbecue 
menu, and the cool bar in back called the 
Art Zone draw everyone from cops to club- 
bers. 

BUDDHA'S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St. 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, 
strictly vegan (except for condensed milk 
in some drinks) imitations of your favorite 
shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. I've seen 
better visual work in this tradition, but it 
didn't taste as good as the best here: 
spring rolls, summer rolls, nam vang noo- 
die soup, hol-and-sour soup, moo shi, 
Lake Tung-ting “shrimp,” and anything 
spicy or with lemongrass. Good coffee. 
Weird desserts. 

CHAU CHOW CITY, 52 Beach, Boston, 
426-6266. $6-$16. A vast, somewhat glitzy 
room at the top of the solid pyramid of 
Chau Chow seafood restaurants. The new 
palace is a little more expensive, has a lit- 
lle better service, and opened up with a 
somewhat conservative dinner menu, 
though still featuring authentic Swatowese 
seafood dishes such as clams in black- 
bean sauce, lobster or crab with ginger 
and scallion, and spicy fried calamari. 
Daily dim sum is for the more adventurous. 
CHINA PEARL, 9 Tyler St, Boston, 426- 
4338. $6-$16. Actually the perfect three- 
generational night out, as this revived 
dinosaur of Chinatown scores with fried 
goodies for the kids, authentic Hong Kong 
and Cantonese-style seafood for the par- 
ents, and spirited Chinese-American clas- 
sics for the grandparent generation. 
Superb soups for ail. Lunch and late-night 
dim sum.

If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the old 
Trader Vic's, and has much more interest- 
ing food. The sharpest flavors are in the 
roti canai appetizer, as well as familiar 
morsels like the Penang popia and chicken 
satay. Lively enées are the yam pots (fea- 
turing delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special’ squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef rendang. 

PEOPLE'S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro 
St, Boston, 482-7328. $4-$11. Not a real 
cafeteria, but fewer frills and lower prices 
than most of the current wave in 
Chinatown.

have a right to expect a perfection that the 
flavors don't always deliver. And Aura’s 
hotel-lobby setup is clearly more oriented 
toward conventioneers than natives 
Esquire’s reviewer named Aura one of the 
country’s top new restaurants of 1998 
Maybe he was impressed by the desserts, 
which are gorgeous. Maybe he just doesn’t 
get to Boston much.

An empha- 
sis on native New England game and 
seafood, as well as wonderfully imagina- 
live desserts. Lively bar scene as the 
evening progresses. 
BRASSERIE JO, 120 Huntington Avenue 
(Colonnade Hotel), Boston, 425-3240. $9- 
$20. Traditional Parisian bistro flavors with 
some hearty Alsatian dishes. A clone of a 
second restaurant by Chicago's Alsatian 
chef Jean Joho, this is a remarkably useful 
restaurant for the Colonnade Hotel, :the 
Symphony-Prudential area, and anyone 
who happens by for breakfast lunch, din- 
ner, drinks, or a late graze. Unusually for 
the ‘90s, the big flavors are in the entrees, 
such as choucroute gami, cog au vin, and 
duckling a lorange, with important cab- 
bage and potato slatements on the side. 
BR Sat. and Sun., noon to 4 p.m. 
DIXIE KITCHEN, 182 Mass Ave, Boston, 
536-3068. $8-$10. Genuine Cajun flavor 
and tone, even if not every recipe is strict- 
ly authentic, with the good-time languor of 
the Big Easy. Mustn’t miss the gumbo ya- 
ya, jambalaya, fried crawfish, and the fine, 
fine list of pies. Some less specifically New 
Orleans items are only average. 
MARCHE MOVENPICK, 800 Boylston 
Street (Pru Mall), Boston, (617) 578-9700. 
$5-$18. Yikes! If Epcot Center were rein- 
carnated as a restaurant, it might resemble 
this giant outpost of Swiss megachain 
Movenpick. Certainly, we're not looking at 
a normal dinner out; you move among 
themed food stations with a cafeteria tray, 
then pick a themed room to eat in. This is 
more about entertainment (and waiting) 
than great cooking, so go for the simple 
things — fresh oysters, fruit smoothies — 
and the fun, hard-to-find dishes like Swiss 
sausage and résti potatoes.

THE GOOD LIFE, 28 Kingston St. 
(Downtown Crossing), Boston, 451-2622. 
$7-$20. A Runyonesque joint that com- 
bines a neighborhood fee! with downtown 
flavor. The food is basic — burgers, buffa- 
lo wings, steak — and the bar harks back 
to a day when men were men and martinis 
were all eight ounces. 

HIBERNIA, 25 Kingston Street (Downtown 
Crossing), Boston (617) 292-2333. $17- 
$28. The irish theme is so subtle you could 
miss it at this hip, narrow nightclub/restau- 
rant next to the venerable J.J. Foley's. The 
kitchen, when we visited, had a split per- 
sonality: the attempts at fusion felt 
hamhanded (i.e., “lobster potstickers” 
overwhelmed by ginger and soy), but mod- 
ified classics were graceful and tasty: 
beautiful purple-potato salad with smoked- 
trout paté, sweet-crusted grilled chicken, 
and a towering “berry surprise” for dessert. 
Music and dancing starts at 10 p.m. night- 


ly. 

OSKAR’S, 107 South St. (Leather 
District), Boston, 542-6756. $17-$26. 
Hovering between goth and industrial in 
decor, between Boston and New York in 
mood, Oskar’s epitomizes the new wave of 
downtown lounge-restaurants. Cigars are 
abundant. The kitchen serves lunch, din 
ner, cocktails, and late supper. 

IL PANINO’S BISTRO, 295 Franklin St, 
Boston, 338-1000. $12-$24. A bustling, 
very moderately priced alternative to the 
fancy dining room upstairs. The food is 
simple and low in fat, yet based on super- 
flavorful ingredients. Don't miss anything 
with arugula, fresh basil, or the other great 
Italian flavorings. 

SILVERTONE, 69 Bromfield St, Boston, 
(617) 338-7887. $6-$12. This sleek under- 
ground bar on funky old Bromfield Street 
gets kinda packed after work, but the menu 
is worth a look if you can score a table: 
cheap, good, no-nonsense takes on home- 
Style food like meatloaf and steak tips. Also 
a nice stop for lunch. The wine list is short 
and gratifyingly un-inflated. 

THE VAULT, 105 Liberty Square, Boston, 
292-9966. $20-$32. With its linen table- 
cloths, high ceilings, and grand bar, this 
wedge-shaped room has all the markings 
of a classic downtown restaurant. But the 
cooking hums with an adventurous spirit, 
and the extensive wine list is cleverly cho- 


sen. 
WEST STREET GRILLE, 15 West St. (off 
Tremont St., near Downtown Crossing), 
Boston, 423-0300. $15-$25 (lunch, $8-$9). 
Known primarily for its bar scene, this is a 
credible restaurant as well. The cooking is 
roughly New American; the building is tall, 
narrow, and multistoried; and the dining 
room, upstairs from the after-work bustle, 
is surprisingly calm. 

LES ZYGOMATES, 129 South St., 
Boston, 542-5108. $13-$24. This bistro 
with a genuinely French feel has a wine- 
bar angle (the list of 40-odd wines changes 
weekly), an artsy angle (galleries across 
the street), and a shamelessly Gallic angle 
(sweetbread vol-au-vent, venison in wine 
reduction sauce). The menu favors purism 
over culinary excitement, but the place has 
a buzz about it nonetheless.

Mass Ave, Boston, 266-8884. $7-$14 
(lunch, $5-$6). The fourth Thai restaurant 
within blocks of Symphony Hall, but the 
nearest to Berklee, with a fine list of vege- 
tarian items including fooled-me spring 
rolls and crunchy mee grob noodles 
Elegant, uncrowded, and the food is beau- 
tifully presented. Omnivores go for shrimp 
mermaid, garlic fish, and beef jungle. 
CENA, 14 Westland Ave., Boston, 262- 
1485. $13-$20. A standout among the 
many new bistros and grilles because the 
menu concentrates on vegetables with a 
little seafood and chicken — no red meat 
and little cheese — and because so many 
of the world-beat flavors work.

A 
tiny taqueria in the West Fenway channels 
the cheap-'n’-fun spirit of West Coast burri- 
to shops, but fuels it with the inventive 
energy of a chef who's worked in some of 
the city's high-end bistro kitchens. It's hard 
to go wrong here, and at $3 to $5 an item, 
you might as well try it all. Don't miss this. 
SOPHIA’S, 1270 Boylston St., Boston, 
(617) 351-7001. $15-$19. A big room with 
drinks and entertainment (this used to be 
the nightclub Quest) serving Spanish-style 
tapas from early evening. Since no one in 
urban Spain dines until almost midnight, 
we aren't too surprised that the place is 
pretty empty until about nine, and we aren't 
too proud to sneak in for Manchego flan, 
roasted stuffed peppers, baked avocado 
and shrimp in garlic sauce. You could be 
pretty happy with a full diner of Chilean sea 
bass or veal cutlets, too. 

SORENTO’S ITALIAN GOURMET, 86 
Peterborough St., Boston, 424-7070. $6- 
$19 A (somewhat yuppie) neighoorhood 








pizza parlor with food better than most 
“northern Italian” cafés. The secret: a short 
list of top ingredients worked into al dente 
pastas, delectable calzones and pizzas, 
and a couple of creamy sauces. BR Sat. 
and Sun., 10 a.m. -4 p.m. 

TIGER LILY, 8 Westland Ave (Symphony), 
Boston. (617) 267-8881. $11-$24. A big 
Malaysian restaurant full of Trader Vic 
decor and all kinds of semi-exotic food. 
Don't miss the elaborate satay tofu, or the 
“double ayam” which is a chicken done up 
like a Peking duck in three fluffy steamed 
buns. You can dress informally, if you 
ignore the people going on to the 
Symphony most nights. 

WOODY’S GRILL & TAP, 58 Hemenway 
St, Boston, 375-9663. $6-$14. A wood- 
burning oven turns out pretty tasty pizza in 
the middle of a college neighborhood. Try 
combos like clam and bacon, sausage and 
goat cheese, or "Greek" (feta, black olives, 
and arugula). It's all pretty cheap, too.

Staring blancly into the sun_ 


BY THOR IVERSON Heat and wine just aren’t a good 


combination. You already know that high temperatures can 


damage a wine in transit, at 


cellar. But come summer, even pristine bottles 
turn sullen when faced with 80-plus-degree 
evenings, causing the most dedicated wine 
lovers to seek refuge in water, iced tea, and 
beer 

The problem is the alcohol. When wine gets 
too warm, alcohol starts to dominate the fla- 
vor, and an otherwise well-balanced wine ends 
up tasting like country moonshine. In addi- 
tion, those flavors that do survive the.alcoholic 
bullying taste heavy and dull. Suddenly, those 
big succulent reds from California, Bordeaux, 
and the Rhone Valley taste like liquid lead next 
to the very same steak they worked so well 
with in April. 

It is possible to seek out lower-alcohol 
wines during the summer. Those interested in 
doing so should forget they’ve ever heard of 
California, Australia, and large parts of the 
Mediterranean, and concentrate instead on 
cold-weather wine areas. Why? Because in the 
latter regions, grapes tend to have lower sugar 
levels than those in warm climates that have 
long growing seasons. And since sugar is con- 
verted to alcohol during fermentation, less 
sugar means less alcohol. Concentrate on 
Germany, Austria, Alsace, Switzerland, and 
northeast Italy (Friuli, Alto Adige, and 
Trentino). 

On the other hand, most wines can be 
enjoyed in the summer with a little prepara- 
tion. It’s still a good idea to avoid big caber- 
nets, merlots, and chardonnays from anywhere 
(especially California and Australia), but some 
other high-alcohol wines, such as zinfandel, 
seem to do okay. The key is to chill everything 
before serving. Reds shouldn’t be cold, but 
they should have a refreshing coolness to 
them. Rosés and whites should be ice-cold 
when first served (they'll warm to the proper 
temperature in a very short time) and kept 
near a cooler, ice bucket, or fridge for easy re- 
chilling. Sparkling wine has to sit on ice full 
time. 

The heaviness factor is harder to combat. 
Basically, there’s really only one solution, and 
it’s one that will horrify many wine lovers: give 
up red wine. 

Before anyone rises up in righteous indigna- 
tion, think about summer food. Yes, there’s 
some meat on the grill. But there are a lot of 
salads, vegetables, cold cuts, and seafood: 
things that don’t have the dense, dark sauces 
or rich oven-baked savor that go so well with 
red wine. In fact, summer-foods are the very 
foods that go best with crisp, thirst-quenching 
whites or well-chilled rosés. Low alcohol is 
good, but bright and zippy acidity (which is 
tremendously refreshing in the summer) is 
essential. 

So the shopping list for vinous summer 
pleasures looks like this: sauvignon blanc from 
the Loire Valley (in the guise of sub-appella- 
tions Sancerre, Menetou-Salon, Pouilly-Fumé, 
Quincy, and Reuilly) and New Zealand. Pinot 
gris from Oregon and Alsace, pinot grigio 
from various Italian regions, or pinot blanc 
(pinot bianco) from Alsace or Italy. Riesling 
from Germany, Austria, or Alsace. Griiner 
veltliner from Austria, Moscato d’Asti from 











the wine shop, and in your 


Italy, white Burgundy from the Macon, Soave 
from the Veneto, Muscadet from France, and 
sparkling wines other than Champagne. 

Stick to these whites and crisp rosés from 
California, France, and Italy, and there’ll be no 
need for beer this summer . . . unless, of 
course, you feel like having one. 

Below, a few summer whites for hot nights. 

1997 Pierre Luneau-Papin Muscadet 
Sévre-et-Maine Sur Lie “Clos des Alées” 
Vieilles Vignes ($12). Thankfully, the wine 
lives up to the ridiculously long name. It’s got 
the lemon-lime citrus of the appellation 
(Muscadet Sévre-et-Maine), a fresh-baked- 
bread flavor from the way it’s aged (sur lie), 
and a creamy and structured intensity from 
the old vines (vieilles vignes). A tremendous 
wine, good now or in five years with whatever 
on the half-shell. 

1998 Anselmi Soave Classico Superiore 
“San Vincenzo” ($12). Tangy, citrusy, utterly 
refreshing, with bracing acidity. The 1998 
Soave Classico Superiore “Capitel Croce” 
($17) is richer, with a pine-nut and mineral 
structure and a nice balance. 

1998 Argiolas Vermentino ($12). Is it 
wine, or a fish fresh from the ocean? Well, it’s 
definitely a wine, but it goes really well with 
the fish. Tropical orange and lemon flavors, 
with a long finish. 

NV Prosecco di Conegliano Brut ($13). 
Sharp, bright, and clear, with remarkable 
intensity of flavor. Serve it with shellfish or by 
itself, well-chilled. 

1998 Brancott Vineyards Sauvignon 
Blanc Reserve Marlborough ($17). Light on 
the grass and chili pepper so common to New 
Zealand sauvignon blanc, and better than the 
’97 version of the same wine (which I liked). 
There’s a salt-and-pepper spiciness to the 
slightly “green” flavors, high but balanced 
acidity, and a pleasant mineral undertone. 
Tasty with asparagus on the grill. 

NV Mumm Cuvée Napa Blanc de Blancs 
($18). The fresh, apple/lemon-lime chardon- 
nay fruit delivers acidic zing in this very sum- 
mery sparkler, but there’s an intriguing sesame 
and anise character that keeps it interesting. 
The perfect opener to a New England lobster 
orgy. EJ

(Audubon Circle), Boston, 421-1910. $7- 
$12. The second baby from the team 
behind Cambridge's Miracle of Science is 
a sleek, no-nonsense wood-paneled room 
that produces some of the best grilled food 
you can get in a bar: moist chicken slices 
tossed over a salad, an amusing box of 
Chinese potstickers, seared rare tuna 
steak, a generous cheeseburger with the 
most flavorful home fries for miles. 
BOSTON BEER WORKS, 61 Brookline 
Ave., Boston, 536-2337. $7-$17 (lunch $5- 
$10) One of the city’s first brewpubs, this 
lofty, neo-industrial space across from 
Fenway Park offers a large and changing 
selection of beers, from cask-conditioned 
ales to fruit novelties.

Provocative yet homestyle, Café 
Japonaise has a few surprises for those 
who think they know all about Japanese 
food. Ever had a sauce of ground black 
sesame seeds on spinach? That would be 
the gomaae appetizer, which you might fol- 
low with some unusually cut sushi, or the 
remarkable “curry beef.” Good sake list, 
and uncrowded early and on weeknights. 

CHOE'S CAFE, 957 Comm Ave, Boston, 
783-8702. $10-$30 (lunch. $7-$8). Down 
the block from the Paradise nightclub, a lit- 
le paradise of sushi and savory Korean 
dishes. Don't miss the seafood scallion 
pancake, udong, bulgoki, Korean-style 
spicy squid, and “salmon-skin fried rice.” 
Sushi aside, the Japanese food is less 
great than the Korean food. 

ELEPHANT WALK, 900 Beacon St. 
(Audubon Circle), Boston, 247-1500. $6- 
$23. Just a great restaurant, doing every- 
thing well. The Cambodian food, like som- 
lah machou, banana-flower salad, and 
amok de fruits de mer, is a whole level up 
from any other Southeast Asian restaurant 
in the area.

ARTU, 6 Prince St, Boston, 742-4336. $7- 
$14. Stylish, inexpensive wattoria and 
roastery. See listing under Beacon Hill. 
MAMMA MARIA, 3 North Sq., Boston, 
523-0077. $18-$24. Multileveled, candlelit 
spot with pink tablecloths and fresh flowers 
on the tables. Seasonal menu, with an 
emphasis on the innovative. 
MARCUCCIO’S, 125 Salem St, Boston, 
723-1807. $9-$17. It's like a Newbury 
Street bistro with better food. Some of the 
fancy Italian dishes come with highly fla- 
vored colorless sauces as weirdly effective 
as transparent beer; some are just directly 
tasty. Be sure to have the antipasti (which 
lean on fresh grilled vegetables), the veal 
marsala, and seafood with “tomato-water” 
sauce. Try to get the chocolate paté with 
rosewaler, too. 

MAURIZIO’S, 364 Hanover St, Boston, 
367-1123. $15-$24. At street level, this is a 
Spare, crowded trattoria with off-white 
walls; downstairs, it's roomier and feels 
warmer, with exposed brick and a wine 
cellar. The menu is strong on bistro-ized 
version of Italian standards; more inventive 
dishes are hit-or-miss. 

IL NIDO, 257 North St, Boston, 742-4272. 
$15-$26. Not cheap, not pretty, not inno- 
vative, but Il Nido wins our hearts with a 
modern italian menu executed reliably, 
and some extras: reservations, brick-oven 
pizza, and a variety of desserts that is pos- 
itively un-ltalian. 

IL PANINO, 11 Parmenter St, Boston, 
720-1336. $7-$12. Traditional Italian 
seafood and pasta dishes, nicely prepared 
and served by a staff that oozes charm.

$15-$21. A treasure trove of fine food in a 
small, understated room.

Don’t 
expect the eponymous Afro-Franco- 
American music, but expect a variety of 
brews, spicy fried seafood, pretty fair bar- 
becued ribs, cornbread, and bread pud- 
ding. Yes, they do have gator nuggets, but 
we preferred the crawfish as "Zydeco pop- 
corn.” 


SOUTH END 

ADDIS RED SEA, 544 Tremont St., 
Boston, 426-8727. $6-$9. Perhaps 
Boston's most exotic dining experience, 





and certainly one of its most rewarding. 
Spicy Ethiopian stews arrive on huge sour- 
dough pancakes as patrons sit on stools 
around woven tables. Be sure to start with 
a warm dip and the cottage cheesé with 
red-pepper powder. Eating without silver- 
ware turns out to be easier than you think. 
ANCHOVIES, 433 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 266-5088. $5-$10. A lively neigh- 
borhood bar whipping up pizzas, calzones, 
and fresh pasta. Terrific value — when you 
can find a booth. 

AQUITAINE, 569 Tremont Street, Boston, 
(617) 424-8577. $16-$26. Seth and Shari 
Woods build on the success of their 
Metropolis Café with this new all-French 
bistro that reminds us how good foie gras 
and truffles can be. Hanger steak and fries 
are so deeply flavored with wuffle 
demiglace they seem almost cheap at $17; 
same for the duck-and-foie-gras ravioli. 
You'll barely recognize the old space of 
Botolph’s on Tremont, now sleek and dark 
and woody; the crowd is huge and so is the 
somewhat pricey wine list. 

BOB THE CHEF'S, 604 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 536-6204. $6-$13. The same mild- 
mannered soul food in a newly (and hand- 
somely) bistro-ized space makes this a 
meliow place for an evening out, often with 
live jazz. Especially recommended: the 
“glorifried chicken,” catfish fingers, crab 
cakes, and sweet-potato pie. BR Sun., 11 
a.m. to 3:30 p.m. with live jazz. 
CLAREMONT CAFE, 535 Columbus 


Ave., Boston, 247-9001. $14-$22 (lunch, 
$6-$10). A fresh café that suits the South 
End, with informal service and a touch of 
bohemia in the decor. The food is serious 
enough to suit anyone, with fine soups, 
unusual salads, deliciously garnished 
entrées, and knockout desserts. BR Sat, 8 
a.m. to 3 p.m., and Sun., 9 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
THE DELUX CAFE & LOUNGE, 100 
Chandler St, Boston, 338-5258. $5-$10 
The perfect, five-star, not-a-false-note 
postmodern café-bar for people in their 
20s. Deceptively simple great food and 
openhearted, sincere cool make this a 
great visit for anyone else. Wall art and 
music superbly evoke the '50s-'90s con- 
nection. 

FRANKLIN CAFE, 278 Shawmut Ave., 
Boston, 350-0010. $12-$14. A hidden 
location, a modest sign, and a consider- 
able repuiation for simple dishes with a 
twist of brilliance — and it all works, night- 
ly, for a variety of South Enders and know- 
ing drive-ins. No desserts, which means 
there’s no reason to avoid the “side starch” 
dishes like garlic mashed potatoes. BR 
Sundays10:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 

GRILLFISH, 162 Columbus Ave., Boston, 
357-1620. $8-$21. Not hard to guess what 
you want to order. Grilled fish of many 
species are excellent, with very compile- 
mentary sauces. Fried calamari are neither 
grilled nor fish, but they are great, too. 
Loud bar/dating atmosphere, but the infor- 
mality and friendly staff make everyone 
comfortable. 

HAMERSLEY’S BISTRO, 553 Tremont 
St, Boston, 423-2700. $23-$38. Casual 
French-inspired food with a distinctly 
American and decidedly upscale accent: 
guests wear ties while the chefs wear 
baseball caps. Famed for duck confit, wild 
mushroom and garlic sandwich, and roast 
chicken with garlic, lemon, and parsley — 
an olfactory and culinary triumph. One of 
Boston's best. 

ICARUS, 3 Appleton St, Boston, 426- 
1790. $21-$30. A longtime favorite that’s 
held its own. American ingredients with 
flair in a romantic, festive environment. Try 
the polenta with wild mushrooms, grilled 
shrimp with mango-jalapeflo sorbet, and 
venison with juniper, biack pepper, and 
cranberries. Great comfort food, elegantly 


prepared. 

LA BETTOLA, 480 Columbus Ave., 
Boston, 236-5252. $23-$34 (3 course prix 
fixe, $45) Opened by the team behind the 
successful Galleria Italiana, this bistro has 
garnered forkfuls of attention for its free- 
wheeling continental menu with light Asian 
inflections. It’s flavorful and fun, but the 
food sometimes loses focus. The prix fixe 
diner ($41) lets you roam the menu 
freely. 

LAUREL, 142 Berkeley St., Boston, (617) 
424-6711. $14-$20. Physically and culinar- 
ily, this is halfway between the innovative 
South End bistros and luxurious verities of 
the Ritz/Aujourdhui/Biba axis. Laurel is a 
handsome room pushing the $20-per- 
entrée price line with some fun dishes like 
smoked Chilean sea bass and a fresh-fruit 
martini glass dessert, and some solid clas- 
sics like grilled duck breast, Argentine sir- 
loin steak,: and cookies (with milk!) for 
dessert. BR Sun., 11 a.m.-3 p.m. 

LE GAMIN CAFE, 550 Tremont St., 
Boston, 654-8969. $7-$11. A cute little 
créperie decorated with French roadsigns 
and photographs of Paris. The sandwiches 





and crépes are cheap, consistent, and all 
accompanied by a pile of mesclun with a 
fine vinaigrette. Try the leek-and-goat- 
cheese crépe, smoked-salmon salad, and 
plain lemon-sugar crépe for dessert. Top it 
off with hot rum punch. 

MASS CAFE, 605 Mass Ave, Boston, 262- 
7704. $6-$8. Eritrean and American food; 
but clearly run by immigrants on their own 
terms, thus lacking the touristy feeling, 
along with some of the amenities. Not 
every dish on the menu will be there, but 
what there is, is choice. 

METROPOLIS CAFE, 584 Tremont St, 
Boston, 247-2931. $15-$20. Wow. In a 
space that was once an ice-cream parior, 
a jewel of a bistro serves consistently on- 
target dishes that take their inspiration 
from both the French and Italian traditions. 
When this piace is three times as big and 
twice as expensive, you can say’you ate 
here when. Try the elegant salmon pavé, 
the astonishingly rich risotto specials, and 
any of the desserts. BR Sat. and Sun., 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

SOUTH END GRILL, 439 Tremont Steet, 
Boston, (617) 338-8884. $8-$16. Live in 
the South End? Feeling hungry? Very hun- 
gry? The prices aren't bad here and the 
quantities are generous; the menu sounds 
kinda gourmet but is pretty much meat- 
and-veg for the ‘90s. We liked the huge 
plate of fresh potato chips, the huge grilled 
pork loin, the huge banana-coconut cream 
pie. As for vibe: well, at ground zero of gay 
Boston, this is a more middle-of-the-road 
scene than you might expect. 

THAI VILLAGE, 592 Tremont St., Boston, 
536-6548. $8-$14 (lunch, $5-$6). Small, 
high-quality Thai room contests South 
End's restaurant row with plenty of spice 
and some innovative dishes like fried 
sweet-potato sticks, mussel pancakes, 
and excellent seafood salad. Solid stan- 
dards (coconut chicken soup, hot-and-sour 
soup, pad thai), though the curries are a lot 
alike.

into every available inch of space the Charles 
River Esplanade has to offer for the annual 
Fourth of July shindig at the Hatch Shell.

% El Jaleo: Danse des Gitanes 
(1882). Sargent’s first big painting 
— it’s nearly 12 feet across — was 
a big success at the Paris Salon but 
occasioned some equally big criti- 
cal reservations: R.A.M. Stevenson 
(Robert Louis’s cousin) called it a 
“large sketch,” Henry James 
described it as an “enormous 
memorandum,” and London’s 
Magazine of Art was flummoxed 
by the hubbub (which is what 
“jaleo” means), the uproar, the 
seductive, intoxicating swirl. 
What’s going on here? The title 
notwithstanding, everyone sits 
passively, furtively, in the shadows; 
for all the expression you can see 
on their faces, they might as well 
be blindfolded. Our attention is 
focused on the dancer, who is 
nearing the right edge of the can- 
vas, her left arm extended in invi- 
tation, her head drawn back, her 
lower body angled forward, her 
right hand clutching her skirt, 
threatening to expose her legs. The 
painting converges on that white 
(for Sargent always the most sexu- 


It’s not any particular anniversary 
of John Singer Sargent’s birth 
(1856) or his death (1925) or 
even his first visit to Boston 
(1880); all the same, Greater 
Boston’s august art institutions 
have joined forces to give us a 
Sargent summer package. The 
centerpiece is the Museum of 
Fine Arts’ blockbuster (direct 
from London and 
Washington), with 140 
works, that will open this 
Sunday, plus the newly 
cleaned murals in the 

upper rotunda and over 

the great staircase. 

The Gardner 
Museum has a jewel- 
like show of 
Sargent’s late land- 
scapes (and El 
Jaleo will be 
spending the sum- 
mer in its usual 
place of honor 
there). The 
Boston __ Public 


Library has its show at Harvard’s Fogg Museum. 


Talking of Michelangelo. . . 
Michelangelo's greatest achievement was the Sistine Chapel, so perhaps it’s no sur- 
prise that Sargent saw the culmination of his career as the murals he executed for the 
rotunda and the grand staircase of the Museum of Fine Arts and an upper room of the 
Boston Public Library, rather than the society portraits that had made him famous. But 
unlike the Sistine Ceiling, Sargent’s murals have languished in anonymity: the BPL 
doesn’t exactly rival St. Peter's as a tourist attraction, and most visitors to the MFA are 
too busy looking at the walls to notice the ceiling. Besides, until recently, Sargent'’s MFA 
murals were so covered with dirt and grime and cigarette smoke and automobile 
exhaust that you could hardly see them even if you tried. Now the MFA has completed 
a year-long conservation of these works; there are no before-and-after photos, but a 
small uncleaned patch that's been left in The Winds says it all: dark brown instead of 
the original white. Over at the BPL, meanwhile, “dust to dust” remains the eulogy for 
Sargent’s Triumph of Religion, which is quite literally unviewable. Conservancy efforts 
are under way (in what's a much more complex and expensive process than the MFA 
faced), but it’s unfortunate, to say the least, that visi‘ors to this city’s “Sargent Summer” 
will find the triumph of Sargent entombed. 

Granted, Sargent’s critics have tended to see his murals (which also include the 
patriotic World War | pair in Harvard’s Widener Library) as an embarrassment rather 
than a triumph. Even today, we can read that they “reflect a kind of blindness on the 
part of an artist... who, at least in the later years of his career, seemed to lose touch 
with the modernist sensibility.” Yet Sargent was more interested in posterity than 
modernity, and his murals, like his portraits, challenge the mind rather than the eye.

Danaides, the 50 sisters who killed their 50 bri on their wedding night, end- 
lessly pouring water — this is mere decoration? Back in the rotunda, a round panel 
shows the Chimaera confronting the Sphinx. There’s no source for this meeting, as far 
as we know — or is Sargent himself the Sphinx, a riddle to all comers? The MFA hopes 
to have a publication out by the end of the summer; meanwhile, don’t miss the inter- 
active kiosk, which gives you invaluable close-ups as music by the late and 
much-missed Caleb Sampson. _ 

You can’t see much at the BPL, but Sargent Hall has the hallowed feel of art whose 
time hasn't quite come, so go anyway and pick up the detailed explanatory sheet. From 
the beginning, Sargent’s program was controversial: do these murals depict the tri- 
umph of Christianity over Judaism or the triumph of natural religion over the organized 
variety? As soon as the two panels over the staircase went up, in 1919 (the middle 
panel was to show a version of the Sermon on the Mount, but Sargent never complet- 
ed it), they were attacked as being anti-Semitic. The Synagogue is hoodwinked, fallen; 
The Church, a kind of pieta, with the dead Christ at her feet, is all-seeing, triumphant 
—— or does she see all and understand nothing? The Church is supremely Sargent, 
Sargent as Sphinx, art that requires the interaction of the viewer. You can get some 
idea of what. Triumph of Religion actually looks like — from the disturbingly cloaked _

Missing persons 


lf Sargent’s oil portraits reveal his Henry James—like gift for con- 
veying psychological nuances, what are we to make of his land- 
scapes, in which people are generally absent? Especially given that 
over the last 15 years of his life he devoted much of his time to 
these works? A generous section of the MFA show is allotted to 
Sargent’s landscapes and watercolors. And the Isabella Stewart 
Gardner Museum has assembled 14 late accompanied 
by a large, handsome catalogue with probing essays by Hilliard T. 
Goldfarb, Erica E. Hirshler, and T.J. Jackson Lears. 

The Gardner displays its usual proclivity for creative juxtaposk 
tion. Lake O'Hara (1916) looks almost like a painted photo: the 
bright green of the lake graduates upward to the gray mass of 
mountain and then the snowy upper slopes. It’s not as traditionally 
realistic as, say, Albert Bierstadt’s panoramas, but the tension 
between paint and perspective is muted. Right next to it, Yoho Falls 
(1916) seems as chaotic as its huge spray of water: by tilting the 
picture plane downward, Sargent leaves us uncertain as to where 
we're standing, and the water looks almost cloudlike. 

On the wall to the left, the Gardner has placed two oils around 
two watercolors. Glacier Streams: The Simplon (circa 1911) and 
Simplon Pass (1911) are forbidding works whose cold biue skies 
are dominated by the massive mountains, slopes whose geometry 
is simple and unyielding. The two watercolors, Simpion Pass: The 
Foreground (1911) and Simplon Pass: Avalanche Track (1911), 
offer a more inviting, if confusing, view of the universe, the one 
apocalyptic with its snowy streaks that look like lightning, the other 
with rocks that suggest the tents of the Israelites beneath a misty, 
holy mountain. Sargent’s watercolors, their soft diffusion hinting at 
divine light, are a subject in themselves. Like the murals, these 
works are just beginning to receive the attention they deserve. 


the brown wall, where she can be 
seen to best advantage. Her feet 
are artistically pointed, her hair is 
carefully arranged, her hands are 
gathered behind her back — and 
then there’s that “Move over, 
Britney Spears” look. 

Back in the shadows, 12-year- 

old Jane peers out, inquisitive but 
cautious, as if trying to see into her 
future; her hands hang self-con- 
sciously at her side. Fourteen- 
year-old Florence acts as if she’d 
already seen too much: she barely 
shows her face even as she leans 
back sensuously into the vase. The 
size of the vases and the height of 
the ceiling indicate what a big 
world — social as well as physical 
— awaits these girls, who seem to 
withdraw from our gaze as they 
grow older. None of the four ever 
married. 
* Madame X (Madame Pierre 
Gautreau). (1883-’84). This por- 
trait undresses more than just 
Madame Gautreau. It was not a 
commission: Sargent approached 
this famous New Orleans—born 
beauty through a friend. It’s been 
speculated that he was even infat- 
uated with her; in the event he 
despaired of her “unpaintable 
beauty and hopeless laziness.” 

Madame Gautreau’s décol- 
letage, white-powdered chest, and 
falling right shoulder strap 
(Sargent later repainted it in the 
current upright position) outraged 
many viewers when it was exhibit- 
ed at the Paris Salon; the resultant

controversy led to a decline in 
Sargent’s portrait commissions 
and may have contributed to his 
leaving Paris for London. It’s not 
hard to see why people got upset: 
Madame Gautreau is depicted as a 
kind of socially licensed prostitute 
who sells her beauty, and her body, 
to a husband in exchange for 
wealth and social position. It’s not 
what Sargent revealed of the lady 
that was unpardonable, but what 
he revealed about society. 

* Isabella Stewart Gardner 
(1888). Whereas El Jaleo is stay- 
ing home, Sargent’s portrait of 
Mrs. Gardner has moved across 
the Fenway for the summer. It’s as 
unsettling as it is symmetrical: 
Mrs. Gardner stands ramrod 
straight, her arms bent as if 
cradling an orb, the wallpaper 
behind her head forming a kind of 
aureole — the art patron as moon 
goddess. On the other hand, the 
tight dress, plunging bodice, and 
cinched waist give us the art 
patron as fertility goddess. As with 
Madame Gautreau, we’re invited 


to look, to admire, but not to 
touch. Mr. Gardner was not 
amused. 


* Mrs. Fiske Warren (Gretchen 
Osgood) and Her Daughter 
Rachel (1903). This portrait is 
not part of the official show, but 
it’s in the MFA’s permanent collec- 
tion; you can — and should — 
trip down to the American 
Paintings Galleries and have a 
look. Like the Boit portrait, it sug- 
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gests a study of the same woman 
at different ages. Mrs. Warren sits 
up straight, hands folded in her 
lap. Her dress is ivory with suffu- 
sions of mauve and pearl; around 
her right arm there’s a gray fur. 
Her neckline shows off an 
alabaster skin; her face is like mar- 
ble; her hair is fashionably coiffed. 
She’s sure of her wealth, her beau- 
ty, her social standing; only in the 
stiffness of her pose and the slight 
tightening of her lips is there a hint 
of what she may have sacrificed to 
be what she is. 


A CASE OF IDENTITY: like Sargent’s portrait of the Boit daughters, 
Mrs. Fiske Warren (Gretchen Osgood) and Her Daughter Rachel 
suggests the same woman at different ages. 


That sacrifice hasn’t been lost 

on Rachel: her arm is entwined 
around her mother’s, and her head 
snuggles into the hollow of her 
mother’s neck. But there’s evi- 
dence of a generation gap. 
Rachel’s pink dress looks sensu- 
ous and flamboyant next to her 
mother’s. Her hair is loose, her 
eyes are turned slightly away, her 
thoughts appear to be elsewhere 
— she’s altogether freer. Is she 
everything her mother used to be? 
Or is her mother everything she’s 
going to become? 
* Nude Study of Thomas E. 
McKeller (circa 1917). This is not 
a major Sargent in the ordinary 
sense — it’s an oil sketch that was 
found in the artist’s studio after his 
death. Thomas McKeller was a 
Boston bellhop who posed for 
some of Sargent’s MFA murals (in 
the Classical and Romantic Art 
oval, he’s the model for both the 
Romantic male and the Classical 
female). In this sketch he faces the 
viewer, kneeling, his legs spread in 
what’s almost a pin-up pose. 

Surveying the numerous studies 
of McKeller and of Nicola 
d’Inverno (Sargent’s devoted 
manservant of some 25 years), 
watercolors like 1917’s The 
Bathers (which depicts naked 
black men), and portraits of seem- 
ingly effete young men like W 
Graham Robertson (1894) and 
Lord Dalhousie (1900), former 
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MFA curator of contemporary art 
Trevor Fairbrother suggested in his 
1994 John Singer Sargent 
(Abrams) that Sargent had 
repressed homosexual feelings. In 
his John Singer Sargent: The Male 
Nudes (Universe, 1999), John 
Esten scolds the “busybodies” who 
speculate on Sargent’s affairs of 
the heart, quotes Fairbrother, then 
concludes, “Like beauty, homo- 
eroticism is in the eye of the 
beholder.” (Fairbrother will doubt- 
less have something to say in reply 
when he lectures on “Sargent and 











Men” this afternoon, June 24, at 
5:30 p.m. at the Fogg Museum.) 


WITH REGARD to Sargent’s sex- 
ual orientation, Richard Ormond 
(the artist’s great-nephew) points 
out in his biographical sketch for the 
show’s catalogue that “we simply do 
not know, and decoding messages 
from his work is no substitute for 
evidence.” Yet messages about the 
work are there to be decoded, and 
the Sargent they suggest is a 
voyeuristic artist who's titillated 
rather than tempted by sex (as rep- 
resented by both his male nudes and 
his reclining, odalisque-like women 
in white), by the forbidden, by what 
society considers taboo. In El Jaleo, 
he teases us, and himself, with that 
skirt that will never be raised. In 
Madame Pierre Gautreau he cheek- 
ily chides society for its voyeurism 
and sexual hypocrisy, but he miscal- 
culates, oversteps, and gets his hand 
slapped. Thereafter he moderates 
his social commentary, and yet the 
frank sexuality of Isabella Stewart 
Gardner and Lizzie B. Dewey (1890; 
at the Worcester Art Museum) left 
both ladies’ husbands a little queasy. 
We might also wonder what Charles 
Inches thought of Mrs. Charles E. 
Inches (Louise Pomeroy) (1887): 
like Mrs. Dewey, his wife wears a 
plunging, revealing red dress that 
looks ready to fall off the shoulder 
any second. Mrs. Inches gazes at us 
unaffectedly, but her body, turned 





slightly, at once invites and with- 
draws. Miss Elsie Palmer (1889-’90 
— one of Sargent’s white madon- 
nas), Lady Agnew of Lochnaw 
(1892), Miss Elizabeth Winthrop 
Chanler (Mrs. John Jay Chapman) 
(1893), and Mr. and Mrs. Isaac 
Newton Phelps Stokes (1897) all 
challenge the male viewer — and 
the male artist? — with a discoun- 
tenancing openness. 

Sargent’s portraits find him on 
the threshold of society as well as 
sexuality, too honest (or scared) to 
go in, too needy to go away. His 
portrait of Dr. Pozzi at Home 
(1881) — in his crimson 
dressing gown, the good 
gynecologist looks like a 
Velazquez cardinal — 
tightropes between paean 
and parody. Mrs. Carl Meyer 
and Her Children (1896) 
catches Adéle Meyer balanc- 
ing between woman and 
mother: she’s all dolled up, 
ready for an evening on the 
town while her children hide 
behind the Louis Quinze 
sofa, as if it could protect 
them from anti-Semitism; 
but her right hand reaches 
back to reassure Frank, and 
Elsie has one arm protective- 
ly encircling her younger 
brother. Lord Ribblesdale 
(1902) is a tall, commanding 
aristocrat with a top hat and 
hunting crop and riding 
boots. Does he represent the 
divine authority of the British 
Empire? The ugly authority 
of the British Empire? Or 
perhaps (he’s almost too tall 
to be powerful, and isn’t that 
whip a sissy substitute for a 
sword?) the fading authority 
of the British Empire? 

John Singer Sargent isn’t 
the first American enigma of 





his kind: John Singleton 
Copley (1738-1815) was 
another artist whose critics 
accused him of being noth- 
ing more than a society 
painter. Copley’s Paul 
Revere celebrates an 


American hero — or does it 
critique an American myth? 
Like Copley, Sargent isn’t 
just a surface, he’s a reflect- 
ing surface, tilting his canvas 
to catch our gaze. When his 
mirror gives us a glimpse of 
the artist (the way Las meni- 
nas shows us Velazquez), we 
see a Henry James-—like 
observer with 20/10 vision 
and a sexual curiosity that he can’t 
quite satisfy, a perpetual outsider. 
But his real genius is to show us 
ourselves, without apology, with- 
out explanation. Those are the 
Sargent surfaces that plumb the 
human soul. i

A new cast knows how to play the Rent 
BY CAROLYN CLAY = Rent borrows its plot from Puccini and its 


anti-establishment thunder from Hair. But it’s the Pulitzer-winning 
rock opera’s pulse that is its strongest selling point — that and the 
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absence of its creator, Jonathan 
Larson, whose sudden and tragic 
demise on the eve of the show’s 
success added mightily to the myth 
surrounding his removal of La 
bohéme to New York’s East Village 
“at the end of the millennium.” 
Ours, not Puccini’s. 

That the 35-year-old Larson’s 
death of an aortic aneurysm, while 
he was making tea in his poor- 
artist digs following a dress 
rehearsal of the work that had con- 
sumed him for years, contributed 
to the emotional impact of Rent is 
undeniable. The 1996 show quick- 
ly moved from its humble begin- 
nings at New York Theatre 
Workshop to take Broadway by 
storm. Its original, grunge-garbed 
cast became magazine-cover boys 
and girls. And the musical was can- 
onized as the second coming — 


after Hair — of raw if sprightly 
rock to arguably moribund 
Broadway. 


Seeing Rent the first time it hit 
Boston, with the hype still as fresh 
as the sting of Larson’s death, a 
critic couldn’t help but be disap- 
pointed. This is a show that less 
achieved greatness than had great- 
ness thrust upon it — primarily by 
the media. Revisiting it in its cur- 
rent incarnation, with a more 
vocally impressive cast, one can 
better evaluate the show’s weak- 
nesses and strengths. Not the least 
of the latter is its heavy-bass-lined

Christian Mena, Scott Hunt, 
Horace Rogers, Carl

call to a young audience for whom 
Miss Saigon’s helicopter and 
Phantom’s chandelier have all the 
siren power of “Climb Every 
Mountain.” When you’re talking 
live entertainment, it helps to have 
a live audience. And Rent’s fans 
(this time sans Louise Woodward, 
its most infamous Boston groupie) 
were loudly in evidence on opening 
night. 

Of course they, having seen the 
show before, know what’s going 
on. Truth to tell, though Rent’s 
heavily amplified rock-meets- 
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Broadway score artfully melds 
aggression and_ sentimentality, 
Larson’s rewrite of Puccini — 
which turns Bohéme’s Latin 
Quarter artistes into multicultural 
’90s youth trying to survive pover- 
ty, AIDS, and the lure of crack 
dealers while making art (none of it 
very good) of their alienation and 
community in Alphabet City — is 
pretty muddy. And Michael Greif’s 
muscular direction is more sugges- 
tive than clarifying. As if acknowl- 
edging the problem, the current 
production’s program includes a 
plot synopsis complete with loopy 
diagram connecting the characters. 
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CRACK PRODUCTION: the cast brings pounding life to “La Vie Bohéme.” 





The show opens on Christmas 
Eve, and everyone is poorer than 
the couple in “The Gift of the 
Magi.” Would-be filmmaker Mark 
and songwriter Roger share a slum 
loft next to a vacant lot populated 
by homeless people. Their erst- 
while roommate Benny, who mar- 
ried rich and is now their landlord, 
wants to dislodge the homeless 
and build a “cyber studio” on the 
lot. Mark’s ex-girlfriend, perfor- 
mance artist Maureen, abetted by 
new love Joanne, is planning a per- 
formance cum protest. Meanwhile, 
another former roommate, anar- 
chist and computer whiz Collins, 
has been mugged and then res- 
cued by drag queen (and the 
show’s guiding spirit) Angel. 
Roger, HIV-positive and heartbro- 
ken since the suicide of his girl- 
friend, has withdrawn from the 
world but is seduced back into it 
by ass-waggling downstairs neigh- 
bor Mimi, who, in a wolf-howling 
turn, practically compels him to 
take her “Out Tonight.” Puccini’s 
Mimi, of course, dies of tubercu- 
losis. Larson’s, an exotic dancer 
fighting HIV and heroin addic- 
tion, quarrels with Roger and 
splits, then is brought back from a 
near-death experience by the 
song her lover has been endeavor- 
ing all evening (which covers a 
year) to write.

It is a testament to the superior- 
ity of this production to the one 
that played Boston in ’96-’97 that 
its Roger, Christian Mena, though 
awfully clean-cut and short on 
anguish, sings very well; his prede- 
cessor was in the unfortunate situ- 
ation of having to woo Mimi back 
to life with a goopy song (“Your 
Eyes”) that he couldn’t render in 
tune. Scott Hunt makes a nerdy yet 
aggressive Mark; his duet with 
Danielle Lee Greaves’s strong if 
strident Joanne, about their infuri- 
ating mutual love (“Tango: 
Maureen”), is one of the show’s 
high points. Cristina Fadale is a 
ballsy Maureen whose rendition of 
that character’s performance piece 
captures both its passion and its 
essential inanity. Neither Pierre 
Angelo Bayuga, as Angel, nor Julia 
Santana, as Mimi, has quite the 
electric charge Larson intends, but 
both are vigorous talents who look 
good in bangles or spandex. 
Horace Rogers, as the mourning 
Collins, is the heart of the show, 
rendering his funeral reprise of “I'll 
Cover You” (his and Angel’s first- 
act love song) with real emotion. 
And the whole leaping, gyrating 
cast brings pounding life to the 
defiant testament, “La Vie 
Bohéme.” If Rent isn’t all it’s 
cracked up to be, it’s here in a 
crack production. a 








Disparate straits 


The Orange Show; Reports from the Interior 
BY ROBERT DAVID SULLIVAN The search continues for a new 


format — a killer app, in computer lingo — that can use the DNA of 
vaudeville and TV variety shows to come up with a popular art form 


for the 21st century. Surely, there 
must be a place for the celebrity 
impressions, pidgin dialects, and 
silly walks that can’t be squeezed 
into a coherent narrative. The 
most successful example I can 
come up with — not including 
meticulously planned events like 
circuses and all-day rock concerts 
— is the Forbidden Broadway 
revues, which approximate the 
feel of being at a penthouse party 


with a piano, a lot of liquor, and- 


some very talented exhibitionists. 
The self-mockery and fast-paced 
musical numbers of Forbidden 
Broadway would seem to fit 
today’s excessively ironic, atten- 
tion-span-impaired audiences, 
but the material can be appreciat- 
ed only by people who are well- 
versed in New York theater, 
which limits its usefulness as a 
recruiting tool for the medium. 
We’re left with the grim possibili- 
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ty that the variety show has 
become a specialty act of interest 
only to other artists. 

The Orange Show, which has 
been producing sketch-and- 
music revues in Boston for the 
past two years, follows FB’s lead 





and always closes with an 
“homage to Broadway.” In The 
Best of the Orange Show (at the 
Boston Playwrights’ Theatre, 
Friday and Saturday through June 
26), the finale is a travesty of 
Fitanic (both the film and the 
stage version) called 
“Hindenburg!: The Musical.” 
This spoof, and The Orange Show 
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as a whole, glides by with funny 
accents and a faint wit, plus a few 
too many phallic jokes. (Sample 
lyric: “Oh, Fraulein, do not be 
frigid/For you make my airship 
rigid.”) As for putting Jesus 
Christ in a heavy-metal band or 
setting up a duel between the ’60s 
and ‘80s versions of Neil 
Diamond, these are rather moldy 
ideas for a show that aspires to be 
a cutting-edge version of 
Saturday Night Live. The ambi- 
tion here is admirable, and the 
healthy turnout for last Friday’s 
performance indicates a cult fol- 
lowing, but The Orange Show has 
the feel of an experiment that’s 
missing a few vital ingredients. 
The two chief performer/writ- 
ers are Marty Barrett and Dave 
Bellenoit, both former members of 
the improv group Guilty Children, 
who also serve as Saturday Night 
Live-style hosts. In fact, when 








Barrett asked the audience to “put 
your hands together once more, 
please” for the musical guest — a 
singer/keyboardist named Fab, 
from the group Honey and the 
Bees — I had to resist the urge to 
run out to the kitchen for a beer. 
Barrett has the gangly build of 
John Cleese, but he favors 
grotesque facial expressions over 
Cleese’s stiff upper lip. He also 
likes to wrap his lips around a 
juicy piece of vocabulary, as when 
he asked a hapless Fidelity 
Investments worker in the audi- 
ence, “Do you laugh a little too 
long at the ubiquitous Dilbert car- 
toons in your cubicles?” The more 
conventionally shaped Bellenoit is 
also more low-key, though he 
tears into a Teutonic accent with 
gusto. One problem with the show 
is that neither performer fully 
shakes off his MC personality to 
disappear into character. 

Barrett and Bellenoit are most 
successful as a pair of overbearing 
Irish singers (who improvise a 
song about an audience member), 
and supporting actors Juliet 
Gowing and Will Luera help out 
in the evening’s funniest skit, in 
which a man and his girlfriend 
face off in a boxing ring. Most of 
the other bits in The Orange Show 
are not as outrageous — or as 
tasteless — as the cast seems to 
think they are. 

A performer who has no prob- 
lem disappearing into an alter ego 
is artist Shannon Rose Riley, who 
is spending two weeks in resi- 
dence — literally — in the gallery 
space at Mobius as part of her 
installation Reports from the 








Interior/Reports from the 
Surface. The installation includes 
largely improvised “reports” to 
the public (Friday and Saturday 
through June 26) in which Riley 
assumes three personae who 
inhabit one body through some 
fluke of time travel: herself, 
“renowned volcanologist” Peter 
Mulciber, and a volcano denizen 
called the Amazing Creature. It’s 
tough to be succinct about what 
occurred last Saturday night, 
other than to say that Riley sure 
knows how to work a room. She 
talked about the volcano as 
metaphor (for menstruation and 
other life cycles), the difficulty of 
keeping track of one’s many iden- 
tities, and the stress of living on 
display for two weeks — and the 
small audience was rapt through- 
out her monologue. This week- 
end’s performances are also sup- 
posed to include the eruption of a 
model volcano. 

Riley was nude for much of the 
show last week, and at one point 
she drew her own blood, so the 
squeamish are not encouraged to 
attend. (Also stay away if you 
don’t like sitting on the floor.) If 
you do go, allow yourself time 
before or after the show to 
inspect Riley’s living space, 
which is full of mundane items 
like tea-stained cups, odd arti- 
facts and drawings (“a volcano is 
a mountain with a Jekyll-and- 
Hyde personality” is the inscrip- 
tion on one), and Polaroids from 
the artist’s two-week stay. This is 
one theatrical experience that will 
not start a trend, so enjoy it while 
it’s here. a

Toys in the attic 


_ Antiques Roadshow and Snap Judgement

people aspire to possess great things; others 
have great things thrust upon them. The latter 
are the heroes of Antiques Roadshow, the 
strangely compelling program in which people 
discover whether their family heirlooms and 


yard-sale finds are trash or trea- 
sure. (New episodes air Mondays 
at 8 p.m. on Channel 2, but 
Boston viewers can also find 
about a dozen reruns a week on 
Channels 2, 11, and 44.) It’s like 
the film Anastasia repeated over 
and over again, but with an infi- 
nite number of endings. (“If she 
were in original condition, she 
would indeed be a Romanov, but 
that tummy tuck makes her about 
as valuable as a Gabor.”) The 
most dramatically satisfying seg- 
ments are also reminiscent of 
Roman Holiday, where we know 
that Gregory Peck’s love for 
Audrey Hepburn is genuine 
because he doesn’t realize she’s 
royalty. On Roadshow, an 
appraiser might get misty-eyed 
over a housewife who cherishes 
Great Aunt Eleanor’s snuffbox 
and doesn’t care what it’s worth. 
He’ll positively swoon when the 
woman, having learned that the 
snuffbox ‘could pay for half the 
inventory of the Franklin Mint, 
announces that she'll keep it right 
by her pillow. In one recent pro- 
gram, an appraiser smiled 
approvingly at a woman who still 
uses her 1950s-vintage Fiesta 
Ware as everyday china. If these 
people were on Wheel of Fortune, 
they’d probably ask to take home 
the letters instead of their prizes. 

Antiques Roadshow is quintes- 
sential public TV, a more refined 
take on “real people” shows like 


Judge Judy and Jerry Springer. Of 


course, just about everything on 
PBS these days is a toned-down 
version of genres found else- 
where: Charlie Rose has the usual 
talk-show guests but no band or 
studio audience; the nature pro- 


| grams give people with weak 


hearts an alternative to When 
Animals Attack!; and the count- 


| less financial-advice programs 


celebrate Republican economics 
without using as many graphics 
as MSNBC does. Each hour-long 
episode of Roadshow takes place 
in a different city, but the “con- 
testants” are always polite and 
well-groomed. I’ve yet to see a 
shaved head or a tattoo, though 
you’d think that bikers would get 
hold of some interesting objects. 
And I’ve never seen anyone brag 
about winning an antique pistol in 


| a poker game, or buying a first- 


edition Dickens from a senile 
neighbor for 15 cents. The 
biggest show-off has been a 60ish 
woman with a vaguely British 
accent who dragged in a painting 
for which she paid $10,000 (a 
shockingly high figure on 
Roadshow) several years ago. An 
art expert informed her that the 
painting had not gone up in value, 
and I couldn’t help but smirk at 
her disappointment. Rule No. 1 
of Antiques Roadshow: philistines 
need not apply. 

These quick and_ efficient 
morality plays are a refreshing 
alternative to the increasingly 








shapeless dramas, like ER, on 
prime-time TV. In the 1950s, we 
might have got a series about a 
traveling antiques appraiser who, 
each week, teaches a different 
person to appreciate objects for 
their beauty. (Our hero would 
also find reason to shoot some- 
one, reassuring the viewer that 
he’s not a sissy.) Roadshow is an 
anthology series for the channel- 
surfing ‘90s, with each three- 
minute story sticking to a formu- 
la as durable as Law & Order. 
First, the hopeful antiques owner 
submits to an interrogation by the 
down-to-earth (but impeccably 
dressed) appraiser, with gently 
probing questions like “So how 
did you come to acquire this 
desk?” and “Are you sure you 
never replaced this hinge?” After 
the petitioner comes clean — and 
the viewer reaches the edge of his 
seat — the appraiser hands down 
his judgment, which one can’t 
help seeing as a reflection not just 
of the object but of the person. A 
good example was an earnest man 
in his 30s who presented a 
Confederate sword he had found 
in an attic when he was a teenag- 
er and helping his dad to renovate 
their house. For years, he simply 
admired it (and used it to slice 
watermelon) without ever being 
crass enough to ask about its 
monetary value. But his pure 
heart is rewarded — and he’s left 
speechless — when the appraiser 
tags the sword at $35,000. 

In contrast, there was the guy 
who brought in a bureau after 
having stripped away its faux 
mahogany finish. “What may 
have been not pleasing [to you] 
may have been an 18th-century 
convention,” noted the appraiser 
before she announced that the 


| vandalism had reduced the value 


of the bureau from $100,000 to 
about $15,000. The what-have- 
we-learned coda was worthy of 
Leave It to Beaver: “We need to 
keep things in their original con- 
dition until we can see an apprais- 
er,” chirped the expert — to 
which the emasculated bureau 
owner replied, “That probably 
would have been a good idea.” 
Then there was the episode that 
could have been called “Two Tales 
of Tiffany.” First, a couple excit- 


edly pointed out the “Tiffany” 


signature on the bottom of a tacky 
vase they’d bought for $400. The 
appraiser coolly responded that 
“anyone can add a signature,” 
and she came up with a half- 
dozen reasons why the piece was 
a fake. (After that, we saw a 
close-up of the vase with the 
superimposed word REPLICA, a 
polite way of saying WORTH- 
LESS.) A few minutes later, a 
more sedate woman presented an 
odd but attractive piece of glass- 


| ware — not quite an ashtray or a 


| birdbath but 


somewhere in 
between — that she’d inherited 


from a favorite relative and that 
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| INVESTMENT STRATEGY: hang onto that $20 guitar that Jimi Hendrix played — and smashed.

she guessed might be a Tiffany. 
The same appraiser flipped the 
object over and immediately spot- 
ted a tiny signature that the 
woman had never noticed, and 
this time the Tiffany mark was the 
real McCoy (value: $4000 to 
$6000). Once again, good taste 
and dumb luck triumphed over 
the ruthless speculators who lurk 
about flea markets and estate 
sales. 

Antiques Roadshow is an 
anachronism, closer in spirit to 
1946’s Geographically Speaking 
(a primitive prime-time series 
made up entirely of Mrs. Carveth 
Wells’s vacation films) than to the 
slick home-shopping networks 
elsewhere on the dial. But with 
retro chic getting, well, more and 
more chic as we approach the 
millennium, Roadshow has (acci- 
dentally?) become one of the 
hippest shows on television. 


GOOD TASTE is hardly the sig- 
nature of Court TV, the cable net- 


| work trying to broaden its appeal 


beyond devotees of O.J. Simpson 
and the Menendez Brothers. One 
tactic has been to load up its 
schedule with reruns of Homicide: 
Life on the Street (weeknights at 9 
p.m.), which won’t get any argu- 
ment from me. A more bizarre 
offering is Snap Judgement (week- 
nights at 7:30 p.m.; repeated at 11 
p.m. and 2 a.m.), a ripoff of 
Comedy Central’s Daily Show 


| with elements of Talk Soup and 
| Mystery Science Theater 3000.

} 


Snap would probably horrify 
most Antiques Roadshow fans — 
last week’s guests included 
Screw magazine publisher Al 
Goldstein, introduced as a First 
Amendment hero — but both 





charm. “This is the show that 
twists justice into a balloon ani- 
mal and . . . puts it on your 
head,” says host Lionel (no last 
name given), groping for a way 
to introduce himself. According 
to Court TV, Lionel is a former 


| defense attorney and prosecutor, 


though it’s hard to imagine him 
putting a client ahead of getting 
a laugh. Behind his glasses and 
dark beard, he has the exaggerat- 
ed  crankiness of David 
Letterman and the high-pitched 
whine of Wallace Shawn. 

The format is slapdash. Lionel 
might provide color commentary 
for Court TV footage from bot- 
tom-of-the-barrel cases — an 
auto-repair shop charging that a 
customer drove off without paying 
the bill, a woman claiming that 
Aeroflot lost her luggage, etc. 
(“You turn my stomach, pinko! 
Now squirm as you get some 
American justice!” he screamed at 
a severe woman representing the 
Russian airline.) Or he might pick 
out a goofball newspaper story, 
like the item about a bank robber 
described only as “a very ugly 
woman.” (“Well, is she tall and 
ugly, or short and ugly?” he 
demanded.) 

There are also Daily Show-type 
reports from the field covering 
such topics as an atheist’s crusade 
to remove a copy of Ten 
Commandments from a govern- 
ment building in Manhattan, 
Kansas. Lionel himself acts as 
correspondent in some of these 
segments, as when he stopped 
people in New York to grill them 
about ATM fees (in response to a 
proposal to ban them in 
Connecticut). At one point, we 
saw a guy in the background tak- 
ing a swig from a paper bag; 





Lionel finished his question to 
another citizen and then called 
over, “Cheers, by the way.” Back 
in the studio, he advised viewers 
that “the only way to beat ATM 
fees is to move to a mansion in 
Connecticut.” Snap Judgement 
may be stupid, but it’s honest and 
spontaneous stupid —— as opposed 
to “It took 14 writers to come up 
with this?” stupid. 

It’s also the perfect show for 
summer, when prime time moves 
up a few hours to start at 11 p.m. 
I’ve settled into a weeknight rou- 
tine that starts with Snap and ends 
somewhere in the middle of 


| Conan O’Brien. In between, I get 


to ponder one of the great myster- 
ies of talk-show TV: do the dele- 


| gates from the Christian Coalition 


and the National Rifle Association 
actually think they’re scoring 
points by appearing on Politically 
Incorrect with Bill Maher (week- 
nights on ABC at 12:05 a.m.)? It’s 
comforting to watch Maher cut 
them down with logic and wit, but 
I fear that someday a Disney exec- 
utive is actually going to watch the 
show and demand that the nutjobs 


| get equal time. 


Another late-night phenome- 
non: because his Court TV show 


| airs right after Snap Judgement, 


I’ve been seeing a lot of O1]. 
Simpson attorney Johnnie 


| Cochran, and he. now bears an 


uncanny resemblance to Percy 
Dovetonsils, the effeminate 
rhymester played by Ernie Kovacs 
in the 1950s. (To get in character, 
Kovacs wore glasses with eyes 
painted on them.) I can’t come up 
with any significance to this, other 
than to speculate that it’s some

BY PETER KEOUGH 4 fine line divides the past and present, life and 
death, memory and dream, in Theo Angelopoulos’s Eternity and a Day. 
It also barely separates pretentiousness and profundity, poetry and 


cliché. In his latest film, a 
controversial Palme d’Or winner 
last year at Cannes and beaten out 
for the Foreign Language Oscar by 
Life Is Beautiful, the great Greek 
director strays from his roots in 
Bergman and Tarkovsky and into 
the treacly terrain of Roberto 
Benigni, without the laughs. An 
unsuccessful fusion of his 
masterpiece Landscape in the Mist 
— one of the greatest films about 








the corruption of childhood 
innocence — and his Ulysses’s 
Gaze — a dazzling but uneven 
exploration of memory and 
mortality — Eternity and a Day 
achieves moments of undeniable 
power but succumbs _ to 
sentimentality and platitudes. 
That’s to be expected when the 
main characters are a curmud- 
geonly old man and a cute waif. 
Alexandre (Bruno Ganz, his 
European Everyman appeal 
swamped by a bushy beard and 
dubbed Greek dialogue), a famous 
Greek poet with a fatal disease, 
finds that, like the professor in 
Bergman’s Wild Strawberries or the 
translator in Tarkovsky’s 
Nostalghia (not to mention 
Dickens’s Ebenezer Scrooge), he 
must face the meaningless of 
accomplishment and the terror of 
solitude in the face of impending 
death. As he rises for the last time 
in his ancestral home by the sea, his 
mind drifts to other days in the 
same place — as a boy bathing on 
the beach with friends, or more lin- 
geringly, with his late wife, Anna 
(Isabelle Renauld) at a family 
reunion, a key memory that on this 


final day he cannot shake. 

Having abandoned his last pro- 
ject — the completion of a poem 
left unfinished by a 19th-century 
Greek poet — and estranged from 
his daughter, who not only won’t 
take in his dog but has sold his 


. house to developers, Alexandre has 


nothing better to do before check- 
ing into the hospital than to follow 
the van whisking away an illegal 
Albanian alien (Achilleas Skevis) 
who had washed his windshield at 
an intersection. The boy is taken to 
an abandoned construction site, 
where he’s auctioned off with oth- 
ers in a black-market adoption 
ring, an eerie but contrived-looking 
scene (though based apparently on 
an actual experience) that ends 
with Alexandre and the little 
refugee leaving together — the 
moribund past and the desperate 
future seeking reconciliation as 
they wander through the past and 
present together. 

It’s a bumpy odyssey. Eternity is 
at its best when image and music 
(the soundtrack by Angelopoulos 
collaborator Giorgos Patsas is as 
haunting as Zbigniew Preisner’s 
work with Kieslowski) take over

Films that show but don’t tell 


Besides this wobbly weekly column, I have been known to make 
unfilmed stabs at screenwriting. I had a recent consultation about one 
of these scripts with a savvy New York producer who told me, “It’s well 


written, but couldn’t you provide 
some more motivation and expla- 
nation for the four main charac- 
ters?” Hmmm. The American way: 
a quartet of on- 
the-money 
monologues. In 
most of our 
movies (and 
always on TV), 
the characters 
know _ exactly 
why they do 
everything, and 
they’re obliged to 
tell you. ‘ 

In artsy foreign cinema, I’m glad 
to say, there still remains room for 
characters to bump about in the 
world not sure enough of anything 
they do to provide a running com- 
mentary on it. Scripts are minimal, 
and much of the key information 
we get about the characters is visu- 
al. But the pictorial clues are not 
the same as explaining motivation. 
In the most important sense, 
human behavior remains .. . a 
mystery. 

How true that is of the two low- 
key, insistently laconic films show- 
ing now at the Museum of Fine 








Arts: This Window Is Yours, from 
Japan, and Beshkempir — The 
Adopted Son, from Kyrgyzstan 
(both play June 25 through July 3).

know literally

founded. Nothing ensues. The 
most revelatory moment of 
speechifying? “Fireworks are like 
life.” The dab of a plot? One of the 
girls, Yoko (Yukako Shimizu), who 
is frisky and charming in a (what 
else?) non-verbal way, announces 
that she’s moving to another town. 
Then she doesn’t move, saying her 
grandfather isn’t ready to leave. 
She stays, and stays, and every 
once in a while she’s asked when is 
she going? Soon. 

Yoko takes up occupancy in the 
house next to one in which her teen 
friend Taro (Hideo Sakaki) resides. 
He has a broken leg. He lives alone, 
without parents or family. Neither 
the leg in a cast nor the missing 
family is commented on! Instead, 
Yoko hops across her roof into his 
apartment, and in lieu of talking, 
they throw a pillow at each other, 
back and forth, back and forth! 

What is so good about This 
Window Is Yours is also what 
makes it exasperating at times: its 
dogged failure to communicate. 
Perhaps it is best viewed as a kind 
of dance, because body language in 
this movie is everything, because 
we don’t expect more than hints of

from the sophomoric monologues 
and evoke a meditative timeless- 
ness or disclose an unexpected 
beauty. This is especially true when 
the film sticks closest to the here 
and now, acknowledging the 
tragedy of recent events in the 
Balkans. Determined to return the 
boy to his homeland (a variation on 
Harvey Keitel’s quest to track 
down lost, antique film footage in 
Bosnia in  Ulysses’s Gaze), 
Alexandre drives him to the snow- 
bound, mountainous frontier. A 
chain-link fence looms out of the 
mist, and a long slow pan reveals 
dozens of silhouetted bodies cling- 
ing to it like shades from the 
Underworld or musical notes on a 
staff. It’s an ambiguous vision of 
the border between different states 
— political, existential, mental — 
and of the mystery of signification 
and the imagination, from which 
both Alexandre and Angelopoulos 
regrettably retreat. 

Instead, they get on the bus, a 
magical mystery special boarded by 
such allegorical figures as a man 
arguing for new art forms spurned 
by his beloved, and the Byronic poet 
whose poem Alexandre had tried to 
complete decked out in darkly 


romantic Caspar David Friedrich 
finery. This fable about politics and 
aesthetics is only a brief detour, 
however, as is the Albanian boy’s 
tearjerking plight. As night falls, 
Alexandre is drawn back to that 
other day, the family gathering on 
the beach some three decades 
before, a celebration of the birth of 
the daughter who would later deny 
him. His wife, mother, and father 
all are there, posed about a prosce- 
nium-like pavilion, as is Alexandre 
in his grizzled, black-clad present 
state. The memory grows with each 
repetition in sun-drenched intensi- 
ty, and it seems as if the film might 
achieve a Proustian epiphany of 
recovered time. 

Words, though, get in the way, 
not to mention _bathos. 
Angelopoulos’s pompous incanta- 
tions about art and time, love and 
beauty, undermine their manifesta- 
tion on the screen. Maybe that’s 
the point, that we try to seize the 
eternity of the moment, through 
art, language, and the imagination, 
at the risk of losing the consola- 
tions of everyday life. Unlike his 
best films, however, in Eternity and 
a Day Angelopoulos fails to 
embrace either. = 





narrative from a 
dance performance, 
and certainly no talk.

Beshkempir — The 
Adopted Son is also, 
quietly and tersely, 
about the same erotic 
flowering, but at an 
earlier age. Besh- 
kempir, probably 
about 12, discovers 
his penis (we see him, 
in bed, reaching 
down there, with an 
itchy curiosity) at the 
same time he discov- 
ers girls. Actually, the 
girl, tall and gawky, in a gingham 
dress. Without his saying anything, 
it’s clear that he’s crazy about her. 
We see it a tiny, enormously ten- 
der, scene in which he places her 
on his prized bicycle. Earlier, he 
comes up behind and smiles at her 
at this Kyrgyzstan town’s public 
movie: a tacky generic Indian 
musical. Oh, the sensuality of the 
cinema! 

Never seen a movie from the 
former Soviet republic of 
Kyrgyzstan? Who has? The Soros 
Foundation is behind the funding 
of this touching, occasionally 
uneven effort by  Aktan 
Abydykalkov, a first-time film- 
maker with a raw talent and a dis- 
tinct poetic style. Again, the script 
is skeletal. This movie is told visu- 
ally, from Beshkempir’s blessings 
at birth among wizened old ladies 
and luscious tapestries to the 
elongated public funeral and wail- 
ing at the death of his grandmoth- 
er. At unexpected moments, 
Abydykalkov glides his movie into

AN IDEAL HUSBAND 


An ideal, by definition, is timeless, and what better time for Oscar Wilde’s play about an ambitious 
politician nearly thwarted by an old financial scandal than in a world still trying to shake the name 
Monica Lewinsky from its lexicon? Unfortunately, Oliver Parker’s adaptation of the doomed wit’s 
most poignant play, despite a formidable and misused cast, is as overstuffed and inert as the fur- 
niture. Looking a trifle weary of this bit after The Winslow Boy is Jeremy Northam as Sir Robert 
Chiltern, a rising MP with an unimpeachable reputation and an unsettling taste for power. Wife 
Gertrude (Cate Blanchett, her Elizabethan fire reined in by Edwardian primness, and the best thing 
in the movie) adores him, which makes the intrusion of suave, soiled Mrs. Cheveley (Julianne 
Moore, too femme to be fatale) and her blackmailing letter all the more galling. 

Sir Robert’s only hope is “the idlest man in England,” his disreputable, foppish friend Lord 
Goring. As the latter, Wilde’s persona, Rupert Everett steals the show shamelessly, but he adds 
little subtlety or credibility to his role as paradoxical moral voice in the midst of hypocrisy, self- 
righteousness, and inconsequentiality. He gets the best lines — they are wasted on Minnie Driver 
in her ungainly turn as Sir Robert’s spunky, smitten sister Mabel — but they are thinly scatteted 
about the carriages, potted palms, and splendid heliotrope gowns that pass for style. Not even 
Wilde’s own appearance between acts, himself not far from his own come-uppance, can raise this 
Ideal above the ordinary. At the Harvard Square and in the suburbs.

After exploring the lives of dead-end kids in the big city in Hurricane Streets, director Morgan J. 
Freeman turns his attention to troubled small-town teens. Life is slow in Baxter, California (pop- 
ulation 86), until a tanker carrying the secret ingredient of a soft drink crashes, the driver dies 
under mysterious circumstances, and the FBI quarantines the town.

More cooking with Hannibal

Hannibal Lecter gently carving the sweetbreads 
from a living victim, careful to preserve their 


consistency for his sauté pan, Thomas Harris has taken a dozen years to craft 
his new Hannibal. And the results — though not graced with Lecter’s brown 
butter, lemon, and caper berries —- are nonetheless delicious. 

Harris brings to the horror-thriller 
genre the same kind of literate good

and plot twists that evade cliché. 

Certainly few readers who begin 

Hannibal will imagine where Harris's 
best book will take them, unless they’ve read a reviewer too clumsy, too rude 
to keep the end of this novel secret. That would be cruel, because Hannibal is 
a work worthy of respect from lovers of the word and lovers of a good cold 
chill up the spine. 

That Hannibal’s name needs no qualification is perhaps the greatest com- 
pliment that any novelist could receive. Lecter slipped into America’s collective 
consciousness after Harris’s last novel, 1986’s The Silence of the Lambs, 
became an Oscar-winning box-office hit under director Jonathan Demme. 
Jody Foster’s performance as FBI agent Clarice Starling and Anthony 
Hopkins’s as Dr. Lecter sent legions to bookstores, where they bought not only 
Silence but Harris’s previous work, Red Dragon (also made into a film, 
Manhunter). His first novel, 1975’s Black Sunday, about terrorists intent on 
detonating a bomb over the Super Bowl, has likewise been made into a film. 
So if Harris seems to have taken an unusually long time between novels, it may 
be because he’s stopped to count his money. 

Harris comes from 
Mississippi, a state as well 
known for its high illiteracy 
rate as for its marvelous 
writers, from Faulkner, 
Eudora Welty, and Walker 
Percy to Lewis Norden and 
Barry Hannah. This has 
always puzzled me about 
Mississippi. Nonetheless, 
it’s probably Harris’s 
Southern background that 
allows him to breathe so 
much life into his heroine 
Starling — hard-working, 
practical poor white stock 
with a chip on her shoulder 
and plenty of reasons for it. 
And there’s more than a bit 
of Southern gentleman in 
the high-born European 
Lecter.

Harris has learned to get beneath his characters’ skins as easily as Lecter 
does. And Hannibal is inhabited by a supporting cast as weirdly appealing and 
vivid as that in Orson Welles’s Touch of Evil. Harris gives us Italian policeman 
Rinaldo Pazzi, who struggles with pride, greed, and an unfortunate family his- 
tory but eventually shows he’s got the guts for the job. There’s a klatsch of 
murderous Sicilians who’ve bred pigs with the taste of human flesh. Barney, 
the big nurse who tended Lecter for six years of his incarceration in The 
Silence of the Lambs, is back. 

Matching Lecter evil for evil is the wealthy Mason Verger, a child molester 
who had once been a patient of Lecter’s. The good doctor’s therapy called for 
Verger to slice off his own face and feed it to a pair of starving dogs — for the 
first course. Verger managed to survive as a physical vegetable with a keenly 
perverse mind, and along with his lesbian body-builder sister, Margot, he plans 
to exact a revenge so distasteful that Harris is able to turn our sympathies to 
Lecter — even as he eats his way through some of Florence’s more boorish 
residents. “Mason knew that it is dangerous to get exactly what you want,” 
Harris writes. “What would he do after he had killed Dr. Lecter? He could 
wreck some foster homes, and torment some children. He could drink marti- 
nis made with tears. But where was the hard-core fun coming from?” 

In Hannibal, the fun comes from the skill and dark charm of Harris’s lan- 
guage, the tide of his storytelling — which can’t be resisted after the first five 
pages. Early in the novel Harris pens an insight worthy of Lecter. “Now that 
ceaseless exposure has callused us to the lewd and the vulgar, it is instructive 
to see what still seems wicked to us.” That Harris can make a man who'd admit 
to eating a census taker’s liver with fava beans and a good chianti seem not so 
wicked after all brands him a master at his game. )

DJ Rap makes jungle pop

sure, it’s cool. But ask DJ Rap what the new, 


new, new shit is and she’ll answer unequivocally 


it’s all about guys with guitars. 
You heard it here first. Okay, so maybe Rap

day after her June 6 appearance

Backstage at the 
Tweeter show, she bonded with 
lead singer Jay Gordon over an 
appropriately junglist fashion 
fetish: state-of-the-art digital 
timepieces.

And I was 
like, ‘Yeah, do you know how to 
ise ter -< 

Maybe it’s hard to picture a 
beat queen of Rap’s stature 
breaking bread with death-rock- 
ers or pushing up her lighter 
during “Pretty Fly (For a White 
Guy).” She’s a respected, con- 
nected drum ’n’ bass veteran, the 
founder and overseer of the 
independent Proper Talent label. 
She broke the genre’s glass ceil- 
ing to spin — in the front rooms, 
thank you — at London’s 
coolest jungle nights, then made 
tracks tough enough to hang 
with luminaries like Goldie, 
Grooverider, and Fabio based on 
skills alone. Her 1995 debut 
album, Intelligence (Proper 
Talent), was one of drum ’n’ 
bass’s first single-artist full- 
lengths. 

In jungle, as in other techno 
subgenres, producers tend to 
prefer the shadows to the spot- 
light, leaving the singing to 
hired-gun vocalists or (increas- 
ingly) leaving it out entirely. But 
on early singles like “Ambiance: 
The Adored” and “Spiritual 
Aura,” Rap acted as her own 
disco diva, speaking up, in a sul- 
try Tori Amos murmur, amid her 
scene’s calculated anonymity. 

Her new major-label debut, 
Learning Curve (Higher Ground/ 
Sony), is yet another departure. 
Short on sternum-melting sub- 
bass and chopped-up “Amen, 
Brother” drum breaks, long on 
hooks and post-club soul search- 
ing, it’s an unashamed bid for 
mainstream recognition. It’s also 
the kind of repositioning that 
could cost a junglist her hard- 
won street cred. The club-culture 
bible Urb recently tagged her 
“drum ’n’ bass’s answer to 
Shania Twain”; other publica- 
tions have been less kind. Yet 
Rap doesn’t seem too worried. It 
helps that she’s got a straight-up 
drum ’n’ bass record, featuring 
collaborations with Mickey Finn 
and Aphrodite, due out on 
Proper Talent later this year. 
More important, she’s genuinely 
excited about the prospect of pop

stardom. 

“I’ve always reinvented 
myself,” she says, sipping honey- 
laced coffee on a patio behind 
her hotel, underneath a criminal- 
ly gorgeous mid-afternoon sun 
on a day off in Boston. “Now, for 
me, this is the time to do some- 
thing different, as well as 
drum ’n’ bass. I’m really happiest 
when I’m writing songs. I love 
doing drum ’n’ bass, but I’m 
more original when I’m doing 
my own stuff, when I don’t have 
any rules, when I don’t have a 
BPM I have to stick to and I can 
do whatever the fuck I want.” 

In recording Learning Curve, 
Rap saved the lyrics for last — 
until after she and her co-pro- 
ducers had completed more than 
200 instrumentals; and she 
worked on them longer than 
she’d worked on anything else. 
Rap suffered from serious 
depression for about four years, 
and most of the songs, anthems 
of feminine fierceness and sur- 
vival, deal with that period. 
Although the lyrics can be trite 
— “Hey maybe in life/We need 
to try/To live it for today,” from 
“Live It for Today,” is a typical 
platitude — the album is full of 
appealingly bad-ass self-asser- 
tion. On the Garbage-y “Bad 
Girl,” Rap lays out a statement 
of purpose: “Gotta be a bad girl 
in this world/And you’ve got to 
make waves.” “You Get Around” 
puts a creeping boyfriend in 
check: “Can’t live life a suspi- 
cious bride/Better eject me.” 

The most “traditional” song 
on the record actually has its 
roots in a seminal Detroit techno 
track. “Ordinary Day” reworks 
Rhythim Is Rhythim’s seminal 
plastic-piano symphony “Strings 
of Life” for acoustic guitar, with 
Rap purring her own Jewel-eyed 
lyrics (“I think we know we have 
to change/To lead extraordinary 
lives”) in a voice somewhere 
between Des’ree and Brigitte 
Bardot. Rap describes the 
remake as a “valentine” to the 
late-’80s rave music that trans- 
formed her. It’s also one of the 
year’s cooler pop moments, a 
cover that repositions old-school 
techno as a modern. American 
folk idiom, a shout-out to the 
underground that wouldn't 
sound out of place on AAA radio. 

And therein lies the irony. Rap 
could be the first drum ’n’ bass 
artist to score stateside pop hits, 
but her killer crossover depends 
on an album that contains very lit- 
tle actual drum ’n’ bass. Given the 
commercial invisibility of 
acclaimed jungle albums like 
Boymerang’s Balance of the Force 
(Astralwerks), Grooverider’s 
Mysteries of Funk (Sony), and 4 
Hero’s Two Pages (PGD/ 
PolyGram), maybe that’s no sur- 
prise. Roni Size’s New Forms 
yielded a minor alternative-radio 
hit, “Brown Paper Bag,” but

couldn’t translate its buzz into 
sales. Even in its warmer, jazzier 
manifestations, jungle can be 
forbiddingly modernist, an 
oppressively cybernetic response 
to an oppressively mechanized 
society. 

The genre’s last potential 
superstar was Goldie, a graffiti 
artist turned mixing-desk auteur 
who displayed the pimpin’ pres- 
ence of a gangsta rapper. His 
1995 debut, Timeless (London), 
resonated like a message from a 
future not yet mapped, encapsu- 
lating jungle’s mix of slamming 
physicality and inner-city blues. 
Then, amid unprecedented 
hype, he choked with 1997’s 
Saturnz Return (London), a 
double album that drowned in 
self-aggrandizing conceptual 
bloat, contrived celebrity 
cameos (David Bowie, KRS- 
One, Noel Gallagher), tortured 
Oedipal whining, and boring- 
ass beats. 

Ultimately, it took life-of-the- 
party goofball Norman “Fatboy 
Slim” Cook and the kitschy, 
hormonal throwdowns of big beat 
to make rock fans take the dance- 
music plunge. Drum ’n’ bass, on 
the other hand, was subsumed 
into modern pop — Timbaland 
applies its unique syncopation 
to buttery R&B, Cornelius gig- 





gles over it like a fresh set of 
Sega cheat codes, and the 
Beastie Boys use it to electro- 
shock their space-doo-doo 
rhymes back to life. It’s all over 
prime-time TV, of course, but 
only as a decontextualized 
soundtrack for Nissan ads and 
shampoo commercials. And 
though outfits like Source 
Direct and Breakbeat Era are 
still advancing the form, they’ve 
gone “back to the lab,” carrying 
out their innovations within the 
insular, dubplate-centered jun- 
gle underground. 

Rap’s kept a foot in that 
world, but she clearly sees com- 
mercial potential in drum ’n’ 
bass that her peers have been 
unable, or unwilling, to exploit. 
And if anyone can get this music 
on MTY, it’s Rap, a judo-sculpted 
Irish/Italian/Malaysian beauty 
who rocks her Diesel gear with 
the poise of a runway model and 
makes Goldie look like a sun- 
burned Rottweiler. 

Then there’s the one bio- 
graphical tidbit no profiler can 
resist mentioning: Rap’s brief 
stint as a topless (and underage) 
Page 3 Girl in a London tabloid, 
the Sun. “My only regret,” she 
says, “is that I look soooo much 
better now. That’s the only 
thing. I was 14. I was a kid. I 





had big, bushy eye- 
brows and I was kinda 
chubby. I have regrets 
that people don’t see 
past it. But that’s their 
problem, not mine. I 
see past it.” 

Rap derived her DJ 
handle from the mix of 
sounds that dominated 
her early sets, a mix of 
European house and 
American hardcore 
hip-hop (“I used to 
rap, as well,” she adds, 
“when I was very 
drunk”). But it was 
also. a_ conveniently 
non-gender-specific 
appellation; when Rap 
began fishing for DJ 
gigs in 1989, she 
“wanted people to get 
the tape and just judge 
it on the tape . . . That 
lasted like four months, 
and then’ everyone 
knew who I was, the 
game was over. I never 
looked back.” 

And though she’s cer- 
tainly more photogenic 
than her peers — DJ 
magazines shoot her in 
the kind of high-gloss 
close-ups they typically 
reserve for shiny new 
sampling workstations 
— Rap says London’s 
drum ’n’ bass providers 
still treat her like “one 
of the boys.” 

“I think the reason is 
because they know that 
I’m not like, [whining] 
‘Oh, it’s really hard 
being female!’ What, 
when you get cramps 
once a month? And it’s 
hard to roll a mix? 
Okay, maybe then...” 

Seriously? 

“Oh, it is, I have to 
say. The other day, 
man...I had to DJ and 
I was in pain. I was in 
pain. But you forget about it the 
moment you’re on the decks.” 

Most of the time, Rap would 
prefer not to make gender an 
issue. 

“I don’t want to get attention 
for being a girl. I want to get 
attention because people like my 
music. When I first started DJing, 
I dressed like a boy all the time. 
Now, fuck it, if I want to wear 
something sexy, I wear it, because 
I know I’ve done my time, I’ve 
proven myself, so now if I go up 
there with a skimpy little top on 
and I’m DJing, I look like, what- 
ever, but I’m doing what I’m 
doing well. No one has the balls to 
fucking be sexist to my face, any- 
way. I’d just crucify them lyrically, 
y know — ‘Go back to your cave. 
Step away from the female.’ ” 

Besides, Rap says, she’d 
rather be a bad girl in a man’s 
world than face the alternative. 

“Can you imagine if it was all 
female DJs? I mean, [yowls like 
a cat] rrrroowwr! That would be 
hard. I’d be sitting here saying 
it’s fucking hard to get where 
I’ve got to, because women are 
so bitchy, and they’re so fucking 
unforgiving and two-faced... . 
You know where you are with a 
guy. You never know where you 
are with a woman. You can never 
trust a woman totally.”

But whether or not it’s a career-cap- 
per, Terror Twilight is a fun, frayed piece 
of work, full of jams that ramble like 
Belle and Sebastian covering Sweetheart 
of the Rodeo, saturated with the kind of 
classic-rock riffage the band would have 
snickered through back in the day. Most 
of the time, Malkmus sounds wistful, 
not arch — he’s sweatirig the future, 
and he’s willing to admit it in his lyrics 
as unequivocally as a guy with a well- 
documented disdain for confessional 
songwriting conceivably can. He’s the

-odd man out these days — everyone 


else in his band has taken short cuts to 
maturity, by getting married or (in the 
case of drummer/sound-effects man 
Bob Nastanovich) buying a racehorse. 

So though his rhyme flow is still full 
of unseen eddies (“Watch out for the 
gypsy children in electric dresses, 
they’re insane/I hear they live in cre- 
matoriums and smoke your remains,” 
from “You Are a Light”), his emotions 
are closer to the surface, and his non- 
sequitizing is shot through with self- 
depreciation. “How you gonna teach 
him to walk,” he wonders at one point, 
“when he ‘can’t even finish the/Can’t 
finish the songs?” Separation anxiety 
keeps turning into romantic yearning 
on this album, as though slim-shady 
Steve were searching for someone with 
whom to while away his post-rock 
years. In “Major Leagues,” he even 
admits, “You kiss like a rock, but you 
know I need it anyway,” and coming 
from a guy who used to say stuff like 
“You’re the kind of girl I like because 
you're empty” when he was feeling real 
romantic, that’s a bold statement. 

The set list made the show feel like a 
reunion-tour rehearsal — all night, the 
band shuttled between new stuff from 
Twilight and material from Slanted and 
Enchanted, their cult-catalyzing 1992 
debut. That meant nothing from 
Crooked Rain, Crooked Rain, only two 
songs from 1995’s Wowee Zowee 
(“Grounded” and “Kennel District”), 
and one Superchunky B-side fave 
(“Box Elder”). They even left out “And 
Carrot Rope,” the exuberant last track 
on Twilight, which sounds like an indie- 
rock “Three Is the Magic Number” and 
could have slipped unnoticed onto the 
Rushmore soundtrack. 

As usual, Malkmus’s solos had a wry 
complexity, and he no longer plays em 
as if he were waiting for a burrito to heat 
up. The Slanted tracks sounded like 
gleamingly articulated tunes, not junk 
fished from Thurston Moore’s lint trap. 
And midway through the performance, 
Malkmus put a heckler — some dope 
from the Bob Uecker seats — in check, 
chuckling into the mike, “That’s a foot- 
ball coach up there — ‘Get your head 
out of your ass, Malkmus!’,” then dedi- 
cating the next song to Bill Parcells. I 
could expend some ink on how that’s an 
emblematically ironic anti-authoritarian 
jibe, the coach being the slacker’s natur- 
al enemy. But the song they sent out to 
Parcells was “Major Leagues,” in which 
Malkmus wonders how he'll ever play 
pro ball in the World Series of Love 
when he can’t even finish his, finish his 
songs. It’s as sad and hopeful a number 
as Pavement have ever put their name 
on. The Tuna should feel honored, not 
dissed

They should have really called it 
Shangri-La. In just about every way, 
the Guinness Fleadh festival that 
made its Boston debut at Suffolk 
Downs Saturday was idyllic: a 
panorama of magnificent music 
played on a gorgeous, sun-splashed 
afternoon, not to mention those tow- 
ering, tempting, inflated pints of 
Guinness (we’re talking about both 
the balloon floats and the six bucks a 
pop at the keg). Just about the only 
thing that wasn’t perfect was the 
absence of Van Morrison, who had 
allegedly canceled because of illness 
and doctor’s orders forbidding him to 
board the Concorde jet that was to 
have flown him into nearby Logan. 
Fortunately, there was lots of memo- 
rable music to soothe the savage breast 
of the outraged: big-name acts like 
John Lee Hooker, Beth Orton, Richard 
Thompson, and Elvis Costello all deliv- 
ered superb sets, and Boston rockabil- 
ly kids the Raging Teens and Irish 
punks the Dropkick Murphys added 
local flavor and turned in inspired per- 
formances of their own (with Bosstone 
Dicky Barrett even providing a cameo 
during the Murphys’ blistering ram- 
page). Then there was Shane 
MacGowan, who, as one patron 
observed, did manage to show up for 
the Big - — even “with a fifth of whisky 
in ’im.” On some level, you had to 
wonder whether the crowd would have 
been disappointed if the 
legendarily inebriated 
MacGowan hadn’t tottered 
onto stage an hour late and 
loaded. But watching him 
stagger incoherently 
through his set was a little 
sad and felt voyeuristic, like 
the guilty sensation you get 
when you’re unable to tear 
your eyes away from a par- 
ticularly ghastly car wreck. 
Richard Thompson’s set 
of trenchant,  Celtic- 
inspired folk rock and 
tumultuous balladry told 
stories of downtrodden 
lasses and their (mostly) 
doomed suitors. Drawing 
from his forthcoming Mock 
Tudor CD, Thompson — 
backed by a spirited three- 
piece that included his son 
Teddy — opened with ‘a 
fiery new number, “Hard 
on Me,” that showcased his 
bracing heartbreak of a 
voice to marvelous effect. 
His angular, imaginative 
soloing on electric and 
acoustic guitars likewise 








bristled with pungent, penetrating 
drama. 

Although he’ll be 79 years old in 
August, bluesman John Lee Hooker 
nevertheless proved with the casual 
menace and lusty flair that is his trade- 
mark that one “Boom Boom” from him 
is still worth a thousand Jonny Lang 
guitar solos. Impeccably dressed in 
black fedora, gold suit, and blood-red 
necktie, Hooker was every bit the 
Crawling King Snake or the second 
coming of Stagger Lee, coaxing barbed 
growls from his electric guitar that 
underlined slow-burn warnings to 
unseen lovers or mantra-like medita- 
tions on his own two-timing ways. 

A muddy mix couldn’t sully the gild- 
ed beauty of Beth Orton’s early-evening 
performance. Moving with graceful, 
quiet purpose through haunted reveries 
like “Sweetest Decline” and “Stolen 
Car” in a slightly sour, muted horn of a 
voice that at times recalled a younger 
Marianne Faithfull, Orton was affecting 
and rapturous with her pastoral, Nick 
Drake-inspired chamber folk. And 
though you had to sit through Hootie’s 
faithful but pointless cover of Santana’s 
“Black Magic Woman” (rediscovering 
their roots as a cover band) to get to 
Elvis Costello, it was worth the wait. 
Accompanied by ex-Attractions key- 
boardist Steve Nieve, Costello ran 
through readings of “Mystery Dance,” 
“Every Day I Write the Book,” and a 
dozen or so other modern classics, rel- 
ishing his role as Pop Songwriter/Elder 
Statesman. Come to think of it, he 
sounded a bit like Burt Bacharach.

Limp Bizkit make a short stop

You had the appearance, at least, of 
mass civic impropriety, a shared secret 
nestled into an urban nook — which is 
exactly the romantic ideal that has 
endeared Limp Bizkit to their now legion 
fan base. 

They opened with “Nookie,” the new sin- 
gle from their second album, Significant 
Other (Flip/Interscope, just out last 
Tuesday). The song had been on the air- 
waves for less than a month, but the kids 
already knew all the shout-along call-and- 
response parts — which are ingeniously 
built around the convention of radio censor- 
ship that bleeps out objectionable words. 
That Durst has written a song that not only 
incorporates this practice but turns it to his 
own advantage is a measure of the commer- 
cial savvy he’s brought to Significant Other. 

This is the Fred Durst, after all, who 
declared his desire to be the “Puff Daddy of 
rock and roll” and who borrows Master P’s 
trademark drawling cadences’ on 
“Nookie.” Like Korn and the Insane Clown 
Posse, Limp Bizkit have separated them- 
selves from previous rock-rap crossovers 
by taking to heart not just hip-hop as music

ed cheeseball who 
covered George Michael’s “Faith.” 
Remember that Durst was by all reports 
genuinely disturbed by the desecrated Bible 
on the cover of Staind’s first album, and that 
on “No Sex” he faults a girl for allowing him 
to get in her pants on the first date. I take 
him at his word: I believe Durst is both God- 
fearing and a pig. This is why “Faith” — 
with its suggestion of a gospelly religious 
faith, of a good boy trying to do right, which 
turns out to be the most lascivious of come- 
ons — is straight up his alley. Most of 
Significant Other is just as lyrically frothy — 
sex with girls, getting angry, a shout-out or 
two to the fans. 

With stardom assured even before the 
album’s release, the only thing Limp Bizkit 
had to worry about was no longer being 
underdogs. What better way to reinforce 
their outsider status than a ritualistic defi- 
ance of zoning-board regulations and the 
baiting of Authority? And so, when a eruis- 
er pulled up to the Short Stop in the middle 
of “Faith,” the band feigned imminent arrest 
and fled, triumphant. It was brilliant rock- 
and-roll theater.

Christopher and former Spore guitarist Ayal Naor 
have given themselves a number and taken away 


their name: 27 is the moniker they’ve 
chosen for their new band, an appel- 
lation that may stir up some confu- 
sion (or at least, get them on a future 
dream bill with Nineteen, Seventeen, 
and the Nines). But the number 27 
seemed to resonate with this outfit: 
it’s three cubed, which means it radi- 
ates power if you’re into numerology. 
It’s the number outside Christopher’s 
grandmother’s apartment. And it’s 
the address of a house in Boxfield that 
Christopher has long been fascinated 
with. 

“I used to call it the acid house, 
because I assumed that the designer 
was on acid,” she explains. “One side 
of it looks modern, but the other side 
looks like it came out of Alice in 
Wonderland.” One is tempted to say 
something similar to that last com- 
ment about 27’s new mini-album 
Songs from the Edge of the Wing (on 
Reproductive), which is half familiar 
and half exotic. It’s also a striking 
debut that makes good on the more 
abstract side of Christopher’s output 
with the Dirt Merchants. Their home 
base is a mix of Crazy Horse guitar 
with breathy and emotive vocals, a 
mix that brings Bettie Serveert’s first 
album to mind. They also weave in 
samples and atmospheric room 
sound, but neither overwhelms their 
sense of songcraft. Christopher’s 
vocals are among the subtlest she’s 
done — they probably had to be, 
since most of her parts were recorded 
in her apartment when the neighbors 
were around — but the near-whis- 
pers here are as grabbing in their way 
as the screams on the first Dirt 








Merchants demos. And the closing 
version of Neil Young’s “Danger 
Bird” is gorgeous, the sort of cover 
that succeeds because they sound 
immersed in the song rather than 
because they took any major liberties 
with the arrangement. 

27 were launched almost as quietly 
as the Dirt Merchants were scuttled. 
The Merchants won the Rumble in 
94, and for a time everything was 
going their way: they made an indie- 
label debut (Scarified, on Zero Hour) 
that was picked up by a major, Sony; 
then they hooked up with a pair of hot 
producers (Tom Rothrock and Rob 
Schnapf, of Beck/Elliot Smith fame) 
for the follow-up.

Although Speed is still owned by Sony 
and is unlikely ever to see the light of 
day, Christopher is surprisingly calm 
about it. “At this point nothing sur- 
prises me; that’s part of being on a 
label. What bothers me the most is 
not being able to play with those guys 
anymore.” 

Meanwhile Christopher had struck 
up a relationship with Naor, who'd 
“played in about 100 different bands” 
since Spore broke up; the two began 
demoing at home. “The main idea 
was that we didn’t want to do anoth- 
er ‘rock band,’ since we’d done that 
already,” Naor points out. “It’s easier 
to do experimental things when 
you’re in your home or your space, 
instead of on the clock with a produc- 
er.” On disc the line-up is completed 
by former La Gritona drummer Thos 
Niles; on stage there’s a fourth mem- 
ber — former Dirt Merchants drum- 
mer John Malone, who plays key- 
boards and samplers. 

For the members, 27 appear to be 
something between a full-profile band 
and an “art for art’s sake” project. It’s 
refreshing to talk to a group who 
aren’t preoccupied with labels or the 
biz. “We’re not thinking abcut any- 
thing right now but playing music and 
getting it out there,” says 
Christopher. Adds Naor, “We’re try- 
ing to have a pure motive with the 
music. We’re not trying to be popular 
or sell records, just to express what 
comes into our heads.” Their next gig 
is set for a week from Monday (July 
5), upstairs at the Middle East. 


CLUB BOHO ANNIVERSARY. For 
the past six years, Mickey Bliss has 
had one of the lowest-profile gigs in 
town: he leads the organ combo that 
plays at low volume between sets at 
Club Bohemia, so he’s probably used 
to having people talk over his music. 
Bliss has been on the 
scene for as long as 
have the Rat-era veter- 
ans who tend to hang 
out at the club, and he 
fronted a rock band in 
the early 80s. But as 
its resident organist, 
talent booker, and 
MC, he’s become the 
club’s Paul Shaffer fig- 
ure. 

This weekend marks 
a dual celebration. 
Bliss’s first CD — a 
five-track mini-album 
of jazz and cocktail 
covers — hits the 
shops. And it’s the 
sixth anniversary of 
Club Bohemia, the 
weekend alter ego of 
the Kirkland Café, 
whose survival seemed 
doubtful in recent 
months. The club was 
hit with a double 
whammy over the win- 
ter, after its extensive 
redesign, when a pic- 
ture window placed 
behind the front stage 
resulted in noise com- 
plaints from the neigh- 
bors. Then morale 
dropped with the death 
of well-liked owner Joe 
Hernon, but his wife, 
Ellie, has since taken 
the reins. 
“I was pretty sure my

“But we've solved the vol- 
ume problem just by keeping it 
down — I’m the Dutch uncle who 
talks to all the bands and tells them 
to stay quiet. And we’ve been steer- 
ing away from the bands that it 
would be ridiculous to ask them to 
turn it down.” His first Club 
Bohemia show six years ago was 
headlined by Gingerbutkis and 
MC’d by the bellowing scenester 
Bill Tupper, but this Friday’s 
anniversary show will feature bands 
with a subtler melodic slant: Playing 
for Audrey, the Buckners, and 
Cannonade (featuring  singer/ 
bassist Izzy Maxwell, son of Noise 
publisher T. Max). And Noise writer 
Francis DiMenno, who did his cere- 
bral stand-up comedy at the first 
show under the name Wrong Hero, 
will be back for an encore. 

One of Hernon’s last club 
achievements was persuading Bliss 
to leave his usual post at the rear of 
the club and play on the main 
stage; he’s taken the weekly open- 
ing set ever since. The new EP 
shows off his keyboard work: the 
jazz tunes (Miles Davis’s “All 
Blues,” John Coltrane’s “Mr. PC”) 
are respectfully executed, and the 
loungy tunes are good inducement 
to reach for a cocktail — at this 
point it’s hard to hear “The Girl 
from Ipanema” without doing oth- 
erwise. And though Bliss makes 
his living practicing law, the key- 
board remains closest to his heart. 
“I always switched back and forth 
from being a punk-rocker to aspir- 
ing to play jazz. When I got older, 
I looked into the future and real- 
ized it’s hard to play punk rock in 
your 40s, but you can play jazz 
forever.” 


THE SPELLS. When you put the 
Spells’ four-song EP (on K) into 
your player and it times out at just 
8:08, three explanations come to 
mind: it’s hardcore, the songs are 
ridiculously concise, or it needed 
more time in the oven. Since the 
Spells are Mary Timony from 
Helium and Carrie Brownstein 
from Sleater-Kinney, you can dis- 
count the first possibility. You’d 
hope for a meeting of the smart 
and heartfelt pop that both women 
do in their regular bands, but that 
comes only in glimpses. The best 
track on the disc is in fact its 
shortest: the 96-second “Octaves 
Apart,” with two gently plucked 
guitars and a ghostly Timony 
vocal, sounds like a Young Marble 
Giants homage. The longest track 
is the least effective: a cover of the 
Who’s “Can’t Explain,” which 
sounds semi-sarcastic, as classic- 
rock covers by indie bands tend to 
be (and they lose five points for 
misspelling Pete Townshend’s 
name on the sleeve). The other 
two tunes sound promising but 
unfinished, with the romantic title 
track coming closest to a fusion of 
the two bands’ styles — and it 
mentions the Devil, as Timony’s 
best songs often do. None of these 
songs got played when Timony 
opened for Sleater-Kinney at the 
Middle East last month; instead 
Timony did an eclectic set of new 
material that ranged from punk to 
prog, all destined for a solo album 
later this year.

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John Lydon’s “Poptones” 


Public Image Limited’s “Poptones” is as terrifying a song as 


anyone’s ever recorded. The narrative John Lydon sketches is 


unutterably creepy — we know its details but not its generalities. 


The way Lydon presents its original 
incarnation (on Metal Box or, if you pre- 
fer, Second Edition),’ it comes out in 
vaguely arcing moans, barely audible 
above the music. Its teller doesn’t really 
know what’s happening: something horri- 
ble has occurred, or maybe it’s about to, 
but he, or (let’s say) she, is too young to 
understand it, or too confused, or too 
badly injured. We know she’s naked in a 
forest where somebody’s driven her in a 
Japanese car, “hiding in this foliage and 
peat/It’s wet and I’m losing my body 
heat.” She makes a grim little joke (“I 
can’t forget the impression you made”), 
then another one (“Praise picnicking in 
the British countryside”). 

Lydon turns the words 
over in his mouth, gar- 
bling them, hiding at the 
back of the mix like a 
vengeful ghost, then 
lunging up front to spit 
out phrases that we don’t 
know enough to under- 
stand. Again and again 
his narrator chants, “The 
cassette played poptones”: the sickest 
thing about this memory is the pretty lit- 
tle sound it’s tied to, the thing that makes 
it keep repeating in her head. But what 
PiL are playing isn’t a pop song. It’s just 
a bubbling loop. And it sounds all wrong. 
Jah Wobble’s bass is hypertrophied, chok- 
ing the life out of the mix; Keith Levene’s 
guitar part never resolves into an actual 
chord, just repeats a crawling arpeggio 
over and over; the whole thing seems a 
little off-pitch, slowed down to a haze. 
On the Metal Box version, “Poptones” 
starts with a screech of tape and keeps 
cycling for eight minutes, implying that 
it’s been going on much longer. The take 
on Plastic Box (Virgin), a new four-CD 
PiL retrospective, comes from a session 
recorded for John Peel’s radio show; four 
and a half minutes into it, Lydon leans 
into the mike, enunciates “POP-TONE- 
ZAH,” and screams as if the bad thing 
he’s been anticipating were finally hap- 
pening. Then it’s over. 

As with all great stories, there’s more

than one version of it told. The Chicago 
band Dazzling Killmen recorded 
“Poptones” as the B-side of their single 
“Medicine Me,” and it reappeared on their 
album Recuerda (Skin Graft). As Nick 
Sakes sings it, the lyric comes out in frag- 
ments because he’s incoherent with rage. 
The motion of the song is between two full- 
throated, shrieking chords on two guitars, 
which yank it back and forth like wolves 
fighting over still-twitching prey. It makes 
the idea of the pop song a hated alien, 
whereas PiL merely pervert the thing into a 
nightmare vision of itself. 

But there’s a third side to this story. 
Simon Turner was a teen idol and pop star 
in England in the early 
’70s. Fifteen years later, 
under the name the 
King of Luxembourg, he 
recorded an album of 
covers, Royal Bastard 
(El), and there he 
revealed the darkest 
trick of “Poptones”: it’s 
a pop song, and it can 
be as pretty as any 
other. Turner sings it with the fluffy sensi- 
tivity of the idol he still knows how to be, 
enunciating “poptones!” with the cheerful- 
ness of a children’s entertainer. “The smell 
of rubber on country tar” sounds a little 
mysterious, but a little sexy, too. And the 
orchestration has changed: there’s a 
French horn, pizzicato strings, a casual 
piano part. It’s strangely abstract — how 
could it not be? — but it’s an example of 
the same kind of glittering seduction it 
once repudiated, and a brilliant joke. 

PiL’s “Poptones” is an indictment of 
pop’s complicity, of the way a tune can sug- 
arcoat any horror and seduce anyone into 
collaboration. It comes in the middle of the 
grand anti-pop statement that the first half 
of Plastic Box chronicles: the way First 
Edition slowed and thickened the Sex 
Pistols’ cheery anarchism into rich loathing 
devoid of tunes, Metal Box’s refinement and 
extension of First Edition into relentless, 
claustrophobic grooves, the self-explanato- 
ry and murderously intense single “Death 
Disco,” and finally The Flowers of 
Romance’s nihilistic reduc- 
tion of the pop song to a 
bone-crushing drum 
rhythm and a tiny moan. 

If Lydon really feared pop 
in those days, he must have 
known it would eventually 
come for him. He tried to 
parody slick, prefabricated 
rock and roll with “This Is 
Not a Love Song” and This 
Is What You Want. . . This 
Is What You Get, but he 
danced close enough to it 
that he got sucked in. On 
the third disc of Plastic Box, 
he’s a rabble-rousing voice 
within the system rather 
than a paradigm-breaking 
outside agitator; by the 90s 
work of the fourth disc, 
he’s a reasonably distinctive 
singer in a sparky but per- 
fectly ordinary rock band, 
and in the BBC session ver- 
sion of “Acid Drops” at the 
end of it, he’s reduced to 
sampling his old Sex Pistols 
cry of “No future.” This is 
the blessing and the curse 
of poptones: eventually, 
they'll reduce all your 
memories, no matter how 
painful, to nostalgia with a 
little tune attached. @

ake John McLaughlin, 
REMEMBER SHAKTI (Verve). 
Back in the mid '70s, after several 
years of high-volume bombast 
with his seminal fusion band 
Mahavishnu Orchestra, guitarist 
John McLaughlin unplugged and 
formed Shakti. With violinist L. 
Shankar and percussionists Zakir 
Hussain and T.H. “Vikku” 
Vinayakram, Shakti produced a 
fusion of classical Indian music 
and acoustic jazz that packed a 
solid rhythmic punch 

Now McLaughlin has recon- 
vened Shakti with the same per- 
cussionists, but Shankar has 
been replaced by Hariprasad 
Chaurasia, who plays an Indian 
flute called a bansuri. There's 
more blues in the new music, and 
McLaughlin has switched to a hol- 
low-body electric guitar that gives 
him presence without sacrificing 
the tonal subtleties or the beauty 
of the acoustic instrument. The 
breathy tranquillity of the bansuri 
makes the music more contem- 
plative overall, but as was the 
case nearly 25 years ago, it's the 
interaction of McLaughlin and the 
percussionists that gives the 
music its kick.

Even before 
the Cars released their 1978 
debut album — back when they 
were still honing their pop chops 
by playing Stones covers on the 
South Shore — it was apparent 
that the band had a way with 
hooks. It’s been argued that pro- 
ducer Roy Thomas Baker's pol- 
ished touch was the magical 
ingredient that made The Cars 
one of the ultimate rock-radio 
albums of all time.

The crisply cut 
demos of Ocasek-penned tunes 
like “Just What | Needed” and

(1998). Rodger Kamenetz’s life 
was changed utterly when a friend 
asked him to tag along to India 
and record a meeting of rabbis 
with the Dalai Lama. This film 
chronicles that transformation and 
Kamenetz’s ultimate rediscovery of 
his own Jewish heritage by way of 
Buddhism. He may come off as 
needy and self-absorbed at times, 
but his story is touching and pow- 
erful, particularly his exploration of 
his own grieving after the death of 
his infant son. Filmmaker Laurel 
Chiten photographs urban India 
with an eye hungry for hyperbole: 
crippling poverty and heartbreak- 
ing beauty, grand temples along- 
side filthy slums, starving children 
who are smiling and playful, aston- 
ishing images of Buddhist and 
Hindu culture clashing and inter- 
mingling.

Morgan Creek’s new animated 
version of Rodgers & Hammer- 
stein’s 1951 Broadway musical 
“restores” everything R&H “forgot” 
to put in. Like the Kralahome 
(voice of lan Richardson), an evil 
royal adviser/magician who wants 
arriving British schoolteacher Anna 
(Miranda Richardson) to report the 
King of Siam (Martin Vidnovic) as 
a “barbarian” so the Brits will kick 
him out and the Kralahome can 
step in. Plus cute animals: a mis- 
chievous monkey, a regal black 
panther, and a pair of adorable 
rare white elephants. We also get 
some plot “improvements.” The 
Crown Prince (Allen Hong) is now 
an adolescent, and it’s he who falis 
in forbidden love with Burmese 
slave Tuptim (Armi Abalos Arabe). 
After they run away, the King sees 
the error of his ways and comes to 
their rescue in his own invention, a 
hot-air balloon.

(1999). The head of the Chinese 
studio that gave a start to the so- 
called Fifth Generation of Chinese 
filmmakers (superstars like Zhang 
Yimou and Chen), Wu Tianming 
began a five-year sojourn in the 
US in 1989 after Tiananmen 
Square, supporting himself with 
academic work and by running a 
video store. He has since returned 
to his homeland, and this is his 
first film in more than a decade. 
Set in a 1930s China that, except 
for the occasional uniform and ref- 
erence to war, could well be a 
galaxy far, far away, this is the tale 
of old Wang (Zhu Xu), an itinerant 
mountebank whose skill is face 
changing, the rapid donning of gar- 
ish masks. Wang's secret can be 
passed on only to a male heir. but 
his wife has long since left him, so 
he decides to adopt, purchasing a 
boy from the benighted parents 
who offer children for sale on the 
streets, and all goes well till little 
Doggie (Zhou Ren-ying) turns out 
to be a girl. Unapologetically senti- 
mental, Masks makes no effort to 
disguise its simple emotional 
appeal and limpid manipulative- 















ness. Instead, its visual beauty, 
precise performances, and meta- 
phoric suggestiveness elevate the 
tearjerking into the illusion, at 
times, of grandeur.

* LIFE IS BEAUTIFUL (1998). 
Comedian Roberto Benigni's con- 
troversial Holocaust fable has gar- 
nered audience awards at Cannes, 
Toronto, and Vancouver plus 
endorsements from groups like the 
Anti-Defamation League; it won 
the Best Jewish Experience Award 
at the Jerusalem Film Fest, the 
Best Foreign Film Oscar from the 
Academy, and the Best Actor 
Oscar for Benigni. The first half 
describes the improbable (in view 
of the anti-Semitic laws) courtship 
of Guido (Benigni), a homely 
Jewish waiter in the Tuscan town 
of Arezzo, and Dora (Nicolette 
Braschi, Benigni’s wife), an aristo- 
crat schoolteacher; your reaction 
will depend on whether you find 
the utterly goy Benigni'’s Jerry 
Lewis/Robin Williams-like antics 
amusing or sophomoric. Cut to five 
years later: Guido and Dora have 
an adorable charcoal-eyed little 
boy, Giosué (Giorgio Cantarini), 
but the Nazis are rounding up 
Italian Jews, and so the whole fam- 
ily are shipped off to some 
unnamed death camp, where, to 
protect Giosué, Guido pretends it's 
all a game. The concept is well- 
intentioned and at times even mov- 
ing, but the way Guido capers 
about like the Hogan's Heroes 
gang at Stalag 13 trivializes what 
happened at places like Auschwitz 
and Dachau: no heads are shaved, 
and death takes place off screen. 
The feel-good Final Solution end- 
ing cheers the survival of a few 
while ignoring the extermination, of 
millions — it's a smiley-face 
Holocaust. See Benigni’s film and 
decide for yourself —’but don't be 
surprised if you find Life Is 
Beautiful untorgivably obscene.

Brendan Fraser is O'Connell, a 
1924 Indiana Jones-—styled adven- 
turer seeking the lost treasure of 
Hatumnaptra.

He 
takes along his peevish, likewise 
unsettled nephew Jack (Jacob 
Tierney), and together they jour- 
ney to a remote Irish village, 
where they unearth the story of 
their lineage and in the process 
experience life-affirming epipha- 
nies. But This Is My Father is less 
about Kieran’s spiritual odyssey 
than it is about his father’s roman- 
tic quest; in flashback we learn 
that dad (a thick-necked Aidan 
Quinn) was a poor sod farmer 
involved in a “Romeo and Juliet” 
love affair with the fiery daughter 
(a sparkling Moya Farrelly) of his 
landowner (an angular Gina 
Moxley).

fee, Bogosian, the brilliant writer/ performer 
of Drinking in America, Sex, Drugs, Rock & 
Roll, and Pounding Nails in the Floor with 
My Forehead, is maturing rotgut gone a bit 
flat. Admittedly, I sneaked into the Tuesday 
preview in order to make the “After Dead- 
line” deadline. But Bogosian’s turn — his 
first here in six years — was dispiriting, 
lacking the vivid specificity of his best writ- 
ing and rant. Perhaps when you build your 
reputation mixing edgy urban comedy with 
youthful righteous anger, it’s hard to morph 
into a 46-year-old celeb whose smell of 
spleen spirit is mixing with sachet. 

This older, more reflective Bogosian

comes on like a stand-up, removing the 
mike from its stand to address the audience, 
ironically promising us a “Lenny Bruce— 
esque experience.” (Later, he calls himself a 
white Whoopi Goldberg.) He hopes to make 
us think, he says, to inspire us to go home 
and be a better spouse, donate money, write 
a poem, invent penicillin. Hell, he finally ad- 
mits, that’s ridiculous. If we listeners didn’t 
think before coming to the theater tonight, 
“I can only sedate you.” 

Would that were less true. But Bogosian 
seems to have spent too much time of late 
on planes to LA (a leitmotif in Wake Up) 
and not enough on the mean streets of New 
York, soaking up guys who pick up bottles 
to fund egg-salad sandwiches and java, or 
on the mean streets of Woburn, checking 
out trashed macho goons like some of the 
denizens of Sex, Drugs, Rock & Roll. The 
new show, Bogosian told the Globe, “is 
about ambition and crashing in America to- 








day.” Well, the performer hasn’t crashed, 
but he isn’t exactly flying: “I want to sell 

ut,” he (once again, ironically) allows, “but 
no one wants to buy what I’ve got.” Earlier, 
he plays a disgruntled audience member ad- 
dressing the Bogosian persona: “You seem 
very negative,” this kvetching new-ager re- 
marks, “and you’re wearing very tight pants 
for your age.”

But a lot of the material in 
Wake Up (which Bogosian has been honing 
for four years) ‘is tepid or recycled. Bits and 
pieces of monologues cut from previous 
solo shows but included in their published 
texts as “orphans” turn up in this one — 
including the airport-induced fever dream 
of Olympian celebrity that’s better than 
cash. (“Who needs money? Dentists have 
money!”) Nothing wrong 
with recycling, it’s environ- 
mentally correct. But there’s 
a reason these bits were blue- 
penciled from the earlier 
works*they’re weaker than 
the ones that made the cut. 
Of course, it is not Bo- 
gosian’s intent to stay in the 
same performance place for- 
ever. The new piece, he says, 
was inspired by the Beat an- 
cients, particularly Kerouac; 
in it, Bogosian aims at mak- 
ing a sort of verbal jazz of 
painful questions, connec- 
tions, admissions. Along with 
the airport as metaphor for 
waiting in America (for suc- 
cess, nirvana, the apoca- 
lypse), the piece dwells on 
Bogosian’s investigation of 
his own artist’s closet: what’s 
in there?

Eyes Wide Shut 


Eyes Wide Shut was not only the title of his final 
movie, but also the attitude Stanley Kubrick, who 
died last March, had toward early critics’ 
screenings and reviews of his work. In the spirit of 
the stealth reviews that preceded Star Wars, 
Kubrick's wishes have been violated by his 
longtime “friend,” scholar Anthony Walker. On 
June 22, Walker shocked the film world by 
reviewing Kubrick's much-anticipated steamy new 
release — scheduled to open July 16 — in the 
London Evening Standard.

Apparently, Walker was privy to a screening 
arranged for him by the director before his death, 
and in his glowing review he reveals, among other 
things, that the taboo-violating film about a rich and 
kinky New York couple has Tom Cruise engaged in 
sex with a corpse (presumably not wife and co-star 
Nicole Kidman). It looks as if the recent trailer for 
the film, approved by Kubrick, which has a naked 
Tom and Nicole cuddling before a mirror, is just the 
tip of the iceberg. Other purplish passages in 
Walker's review make the movie, an updating of 
Traumnovellen, Albert Schnitzler’s tale of fin-de- 
siécle Viennese decadence, sound like an artier 
rendition of Emmanuelle. 

Naturally, representatives of the film's studio, 
Warner Bros., and members of the director's family 
have their eyes and mouths wide open in 
indignation at Walker's violation of trust and 
privacy. There are reports that a junket planned for 
the movie the weekend before ‘its opening, which 
would have included a screening of the film, have 
been canceled because of Walker's indiscretion. 

“Stanley did not want the mystery around the 
film destroyed in this way,” a Warner Bros. 
executive was quoted as saying by the Drudge 
Report. “If Stanley were alive, he would be calling 
for someone's head right about now.” But Stanley is 
not alive, and the anger may be disingenuous. 
Disclosures and teases such as this review can 
only ensure that Eyes Wide Shut will be one of the 
biggest box-office hits of the summer.

Kids keeping the Web clean 






As part of a crusade against banner ads and other info-clutter on the Web, the ArsDigita Foundation in 
Cambridge will reward a group of teenagers for helping to keep the Internet noncommercial and 
annoyance-free. 

ArsDigita, a nonprofit organization funded by the multimillion-dollar Web company of the same name, put 
up several cash prizes — including a $10,000 grand prize — for teenagers who have created useful and 
innovative Web sites. Eight finalists have been chosen from among thousands of entries submitted through 
photo.net, a site run by foundation president Philip Greenspun. The prizes will be awarded on Friday at MIT. 

“The Web used to be, and still is — if you can wade through all the consumer stuff and the banner ads 
— a great place to learn,” says Greenspun. 

To Greenspun, though, there’s more at stake tan surfing in peace. “These 15-, 17-, 18-year-old 
kids really represent a way out of the stagnation that the commercial software industry has plunged 
users into since the 1970s,” he says. Greenspun blames companies like Microsoft for the expensive and 
clunky software that most of us run on our PCs; the finalists’ sites, by contrast, are mostly elegant and 
ingenious pieces of programming. (An example is “Escalation,” a teaching tool created by a student in 
Wenham, which simulates the decision-making process behind the Vietnam War. See 
http://brainsoft.ne.mediaone.net/escalation/arsdigita.htm.) 

No surprise, perhaps, that the kind of collaborative open-source work for which the kids are being 
rewarded is strikingly similar to the work of ArsDigita (the company), which produces software to help 
employees collaborate on projects. But in the broader technological battle between clean open-source 
programming and the clunky proprietary software that Microsoft peddles, it’s nice to see someone recruiting 
soldiers to fight the good fight. 






























WATCHING COPS 
An outside evaluation 
for Somerville? 


At a time when Boston mayor Thomas Menino is stubbornly resisting calls 
for outside sources to review the problems in his police department (see 
“Tinted Glass,” page 17), his counterpart in a neighboring city is taking a 
different tack. 

Newly elected Somerville mayor Dorothy Kelly Gay has included $100,000 
in her first budget for an evaluation of the Somerville Police Department, a 
force reportedly plagued by morale problems, divisions among officers, and 
poor relations between the chief and other cops. “I just want to be sure we 
take a good look at the managerial side of the department, the day-to-day,” 
says Kelly Gay, who hopes to have outside consultants begin the evaluation 
by late September. In the past, even Police Chief Don Caliguri has said that he 
supports the idea.

Rifts in the department surfaced most recently in 1997, soon after two 
Hispanic men filed suit against several officers for brutality that allegedly 
occurred during a 1994 brawl outside the Somerville Holiday Inn's Night 
Games bar. The trial, which pitted conflicting police versions of the story 
against each other, ended earlier this year: two of the officers were found 
guilty of using excessive force but not of causing injury, and the jury 
demanded only small damages. For the department, though, the case both 
revealed and heightened enduring problems. 

Today, Kelly Gay remains concerned with officers’ morale, as well as with 
the department's sensitivity to immigrants in the city. “They [the officers] . . . 
need to be seen more as the people who deal with problems in a reasonable 
fashion and help groups assimilate into the city,” she says. “It should not be 
only when there is a problem that we utilize our police force.” 

The mayor's budget is now awaiting approval by the board of aldermen, 
and, according to Alderman Grace Abruzzio, the police chief is scheduled to 
meet with members of the board this week to go over budget needs. Abruzzio, 
for one, is willing to be convinced that there's a need for an outside set of eyes 
to size up the insular city’s insular police force. “I want to listen to the chief's 
position and why he feels this is necessary,” says Abruzzio. “If it is something 
beneficial to the department and in the long run can solve problems, | can 


support that.”

A Golden handshake that no one wants 


The Globe is bidding farewell to an 
experienced investigative reporter, and 
knowledgeable sources say it didn’t have to 
happen. Dan Golden, who’s wrapping up nine 
months as a John S. Knight Fellow at Stanford 
University, is jumping to the Wall Street 
Journal, where he will be a Boston-based 
national education reporter. 

Newsroom sources say Golden — an 18-year 
veteran who had worked for deputy managing 
editor Ben Bradlee Jr.’s special-projects team 
before going to Stanford — learned through the 
grapevine that his new assignment would be to 
replace Peter Howe, who recently transferred 
from health-and-science to business. Sources 
say Golden was steamed that he hadn’t been 
told directly, and that he saw the move as 
something of a demotion, given that he’d 
already done a stint as a health-and-science 
reporter. 

Golden declined to comment, but several 
sources say he didn’t really want to leave; they 

characterize his departure as damaging both to 
the paper and to morale. “People are really down 
about this, really pissed off,” says one. 

Says editor Matt Storin: “He was not pleased 
with the assignment that we saw him taking upon 
his return, and he kind of got his feet in cement 
over it and was upset about it and started looking 
around. He got himself a good offer from the 
Wall Street Journal. It’s unfortunate. I think there 
were some miscommunications. I hate to use a 
cliché, but it’s just one of those things that 
happen sometimes.” 

The ink was barely dry on 
religion reporter Diego Ribadeneira’s “Spiritual 
Life” column on Saturday when Boston-based 
anti-cult activist Steven Hassan sent out a 
blistering e-mail to his associates and 
supporters. Ribadeneira’s column included a 
photo of the late L. Ron Hubbard, founder of 
the Church of Scientology, with a caption 
reporting that the organization has published an 
updated edition of its book What Is Scientology? 
Hassan called it “outrageous” that Ribadeneira 
failed to mention Scientology’s past criminal 

activities, and that he accepted without question 
the church’s claim that it has eight million 
members (Hassan says it’s more like 100,000). 

“The book is a mere self-published 
propaganda piece used to recruit new followers 
— not a real book,” wrote Hassan, who, like 
many critics of Scientology, has charged that 
the organization practices dangerous mind- 
control techniques to keep its members in line. 
“This piece is the best PR the Globe could give 
— not responsible to the Globe readership and 
the harm it might cause to them.” 

Ribadeneira defends the item and denies any 
implication that he was boosting a cult. “In

some people’s minds it’s useful,” he says of 
Scientology, “and in other people’s minds it’s 
not. I don’t think it’s 100 percent proven that 
this is a cult. Obviously there are enough people 
in Scientology who’ve remained members who 
are satisfied with it. People can go look at the 
book and make any judgment they want to 
make after that.” 

Although I think Hassan’s assessment of 
Scientology is on target, Ribadeneira correctly 
judged that the new What Is Scientology? is 
legitimately newsworthy. He was right to report 
its release — but he should have done so with a 
more skeptical tone. At the very least, he should 
have reminded his readers that the church is 
controversial, and why. 

* éNo habla espafiol? For a little more than 
a year, the Globe has been condescending to its 
Spanish-speaking readers by running a 
Spanish-language report on the Red Sox the 
day after Pedro Martinez’s home-game starts. 
As if folks who can’t read an English paper are 
going to plunk down 50 cents for one story. As 
if baseball is the only thing they care about. 

This idiocy should be put to the test later this 
season. Pedro’s brother Ramon, who arguably 
has had an even more distinguished major- 
league career, should be ready to join the Sox’ 
rotation after coming back from a shoulder 
injury. And so should rookie phenom Juan 
Pena, rehabbing from his own arms woes. Will 
the Globe run Spanish reports after each of 
their home starts? If not, why not? 

If Matt Storin and publisher Ben Taylor want 
to start, say, a weekly Spanish-language 
supplement covering the full range of news, 
including sports, that’s great. But what they’re 
doing now is pandering. They should stop.

HEN I WAS a kid, I watched R-rated movies 

Wi: most kids ate their Kix. Both my parents 

were film critics, and by age eight, my eye- 

balls had taken in a lifetime’s worth of pornographic 
German cartoons about cats and Fluxus films featur- 
ing Yoko Ono, pendants, and nudity. I weekly en- 
dured the celluloid décolletage of French heroin-using 
teens; I gazed upon working-class British women’s 
pasty-adorned bazooms. 

So I was interested to read the recent news that 
65 percent of American theater owners (whose orga- 
nization, National American Theater Owners, 
strangely bears the acronym “NATO”) have agreed to

pre-feminist flesh gave me nightmares. Any rating 
that might have spared me this early encounter with 
art-porn would be welcome. But the rating system, as 
it stands, is a blunt weapon. It doesn’t distinguish be- 
tween attempts at high culture, however tarnished, 
and witless, rampaging flicks. R is for art — and also 
for Very Bad Things and The Rage: Carrie II. 

Teenagers, I think, should be prevented from see- 
ing only certain R-rated films without a guardian. 
Which ones? There’s the hard part. I have designed 
the proposed ratings system below to help the Motion 
Picture Association of America begin the costly and 
mentally taxing process of separating R-rated Euro- 
blushers from films starring Bruce Willis. 

CBWWII: This would apply to character-building- 
but-extremely-violent World War II films, such as 
1998’s Saving Private Ryan and The Fhin Red Line. 
Another potential acronym for this rating would be 
TBA, or Tom Brokaw—Approved. Restrictions: ironic 
guardian required for children under 12, and for baby 
boomers prone to valorizing their parents’ generation. 

RO: Revisionist oater. An “oater,” in film-business 
parlance, is a Western. Parents afraid that the current 
system might shut their pubescents out of such fine 
Westerns as Unforgiven can rest easy. The RO film 
isn’t gratuitously violent; rather, it schools teenagers 
in the armed combat that is real and true and upon 
which our country proudly stands. Unfortunately, 
Wild Wild West might slip into this category. Restric- 
tion: boys over 10 who like to build forts require adult 
accompaniment. 
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ductions with plenty of bared buttocks and thrash- 
ing about, shot with a blue filter. Winsome, lone- 
some, thick-lipped girls sit in their underwear pon- 
dering the horizon while the camera draws closer, 
closer, to their trembling visages. Among these 
films: anything starring Irene Jacob or Beatrice 
Dalle, or directed by Mike Figgis or, yes, Bernardo 
Bertolucci.

These two performers alone 
have advanced the cause of American alienation 
threefold. Restriction: barred to anyone under 18, as 
well as anyone over 18 who agrees with the assertion 
that either Mr. Grant or Ms. Ryan is “undeniably 
charming and very cute.”

Time to bite the bullet. I was doubtful that Jefferson fathered 
children by his slave Sally Hemings, but new genetic evidence 
creates a strong presumption that he did. However, at the risk of 
sounding like I’m in complete denial, I must say there are parts of 


’ this story that still don’t add up. 


To review: in 1802, James T. Callender, a disgruntled ex-em- 
ployee of Jefferson’s, publicly accused the president of a dalliance 
with Hemings that had apparently produced three children, the 
oldest of whom, Thomas, was then 12. What made the charge 
plausible was the strong resemblance between Jefferson and the 
light-skinned Hemings kids. Sally herself was only one-quarter 
African, allegedly the child of Jefferson’s father-in-law and a half- 
white slave. That would make her half-sister to Jefferson’s wife, 
Martha (who died before the supposed affair began). The real 
scandal wasn’t so much that Jefferson had impregnated a slave 
— acommon occurrence in those days — but that he’d kept her 
as his concubine in the midst of his white family. 

Privately, Jefferson denied all, but he never publicly answered 
Callender’s widely publicized charges. The story got new life in 
1873 when an ex-slave named Madison Hemings claimed to be 
Sally and T]’s son. Hemings’s descendants have long believed the 
president is their ancestor, but white historians ignored or dis- 
missed these claims, a few conjecturing that Hemings’s kids were 
fathered by Samuel or Peter Carr, the randy sons of Jefferson’s 
sister — hence the resemblance to Tom. 

In recent times, the question came up again, and it occurred to 
some that genetic testing might shed some light. The Y (male) 
chromosome changes very little when transmitted from father to 
son. So pathologist Eugene Foster and others decided to take the 
Y-chromosome DNA of male-line descendants of Hemings’s el- 
dest son, Thomas Woodson, and her youngest son, Eston Hem- 
ings Jefferson, and compare it with the DNA of male-line descen- 
dants of Jefferson’s paternal uncle (TJ had no surviving sons) and 
of Samuel and Peter Carr’s grandfather. The results: 

¢ Thomas Woodson DNA and Eston Hemings Jefferson DNA 
versus Garr DNA, No match. 

¢ Thomas Woodson DNA versus Jefferson DNA. No match. 

¢ Eston Hemings Jefferson DNA versus Jefferson DNA. Match. 
More than that: dead match. It’s all but certain that Jefferson or a 
close relative fathered Hemings’s youngest son. 

True, it might not have been Jefferson. Looking at the bigger 
picture, it was a plantation, lots of sexual mixing went on — 
who knows how the bloodlines might have gotten crossed? On 
the other hand: /) it’s been documented that Hemings and Jef- 
ferson were in the same place eight or nine months prior to each 
known birth; 2) there’s the DNA evidence; 3) there’s the Wood- 
son oral history; 4) there’s the Madison Hemings account; 5) 
Jefferson freed all the Hemings children at age 21, something he 
did for none of his other slaves; and 6) the Carr theory has been 
largely ruled out. So the simplest explanation is that TJ was the 
pop. 

Still, think where this leaves us. Hemings’s youngest son 
wasn’t born until 1808. The most obvious interpretation of the 
DNA results is that Jefferson didn’t father Tom, the kid who in- 
spired the initial rumor, but did father the kid who was born six 
years after the scandal broke. Doesn't this seem odd? Uncertainty 
about Tom further confuses matters: Callender cited him by 
name, but Jefferson’s records don’t mention him, and other 
sources are contradictory. We aren’t entirely sure that Sally even 
had a son named Tom. 

So unanswered questions remain. Yet Cinder Stanton, senior 
research historian at Monticello, tells me the evidence of Jeffer- 
son’s paternity seems “pretty convincing,” and right now I have 
to agree. bd

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Somerville’s Davis Square is home to a 
burgeoning coffeehouse district and a 
soon-to-be Starbucks. Why is this caffeine 
rush giving some people the jitters’?

SO THIS IS a story about coffee. 
Well, sort of. It’s also a story about a neighborhood, and 


what happens when a neighborhood suddenly becomes 


very, very popular. And it’s a story about business, and 


what happens when small businesses are so successful that 


they attract corporate giants. 


But, yes, this is mostly a story about coffee. 


Where’s it set? 

Davis Square, Somerville. A neighbor- 
hood encircled by North Cambridge, 
Tufts University, and Porter Square. An 
eight-minute pedal from Harvard Univer- 
sity. Home to an interesting amalgam of 
eateries, retail establishments, discount 
shops, and one kick-ass theater that 
shows art-house films, late runs of block- 
busters like The Matrix, and occasional 


evening concerts by the folk/roots rocker- 


of-the-moment. 

But we’re here because Davis Square 
consumes what seems to be a dispropor- 
tionate amount of coffee for a relatively 
small urban environment. On Elm Street, 
its main thoroughfare, there are three ex- 
cellent and independently owned coffee- 
houses: the Someday Café, the Diesel Café, 
and Carberry’s Bakery and Coffee House. 
There is also a Dunkin’ Donuts and, up the 
street on Holland Avenue, an Au Bon Pain. 
And there are at least a dozen more restau- 
rants and markets where you can buy a cup 
of coffee. 


And also... 

Starbucks. The Seattle-based coffee 
kingpin announced last week that it plans 
to take over a space on Elm Street formerly 
occupied by Papa Gino’s. Said space is di- 
rectly across from the Diesel Café, which 
opened barely three weeks ago. 


So Davis Square is becoming, like, the 
coffee capital of the Boston area. 

Yup. And at least some of the ongoing 
coffee explosion in Davis can be linked to 
the fact that the square is blossoming into 
one of Boston’s most up-and-coming 
neighborhoods. Davis used to be a mixture 
of working-class families, Tufts students, 
and random slacker types killing time in 
rock bands and MFA programs. But the 
death of rent control in Cambridge and the 
bustling economy increasingly has made it a 
home to well-scrubbed twenty- and thirty- 


something professionals and affluent young 


couples with children. 

This demographic change, of course, has 
given rise to accompanying concerns about 
high rents (a decent Davis three-bedroom 
that went for $1000 a month four years ago 


can now fetch twice that), the displacement of 
long-time residents, and the decline of small 
businesses. This, of course, leads to a pre- 
dictable and warranted fear: gentrification. 

And, to an extent, the emerging Davis 
Square coffee district mirrors this change 
and makes some people queasy. And no, 
it’s not one of those knee-jerk-whiny-ass- 
all-chains-are-evil-so-Starbucks-must-be- 
evil kind of reaction. Essentially, it’s 
queasiness based on the theory that quirky, 
independent coffee shops are cool, but that 
quirky, independent coffee shops beget 
fancy, corporate coffee shops, which in 
turn beget trendy restaurants, which in turn 
beget Pottery Barns, which in turn beget 
condos, cell phones, SUVs, and articles in 
Town & Country. 


Slow down, Fidel. Isn’t a little competi- 
tion good for everyone — especially the 
customer? 

Well, sure. And among the coffee-shop 
owners, there’s strong, businesslike faith 
that the rising Davis tide is enough to lift all 
boats, or at least lift all lattes. No one’s dis- 
puting anyone else’s American right to sling 
joe to the masses. “The US, thank God, is 
built on a free market,” says Matt Carberry, 
the 34-year-old co-owner of Carberry’s, 
which also operates establishments in Cam- 
bridge’s Central Square and in Arlington. 

And these coffeehouses are, in many 
ways, different from each other. The 
Someday Café, which opened in 1993, 
is the Davis coffee district’s twisted 
older brother. Its perpetually darkened 
interior, mismatched furniture, and 
well-amped soundtrack of alterna- 
rock make it feel more like an un- 
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dergraduate dorm room than a dining es- 
tablishment, but the Someday’s coffee is as 
good as anyone’s. Graffiti is left unwashed 
(and unedited) in the bathrooms, and a 
back wall bathed in colored fliers acts as a 
matching service for the underground hip- 
ster set. (VEGAN MUSICIAN SEEKS SUNNY 
ROOM IN HOME WITH VEGAN/MACRO 
KITCHEN, a recent posting read.) 

The Someday comes the closest to repli- 
cating the counterculture aesthetic of the 
original coffeehouses: this is where the bike 
couriers and used-record-store clerks and 
socialist revolutionaries and drummers with 
pierced chins are still welcome to park their 
messenger bags and wander outside to 
smoke unfiltered Drum. Customers rankled 
by the café’s grunginess and chronic em- 
ployee aloofness — management, in fact, 
instructs staff not to go out of their way to 
kiss anyone’s ass — simply don’t get it. 

Steve Stevens, 32, who started the Some- 
day with fellow Pacific Northwest refugees 
Jeff Hale and Glen Wallace, seems mostly 
unconcerned about Davis Square’s recent 
burst of caffeinated 
activity. After all, 
he points out, the 
Someday’s suc- 
cess has been 


something of a lark. “We were three kids 
who didn’t have their shit together, and we 
totally just lucked into this location,” 
Stevens says. 

Philosophically speaking, Stevens may 
not have much in common with Davis’s in- 
creasingly yupped-out crowd. But one af- 
ternoon, as he bounces his infant daughter, 
Blaze, on his lap, Stevens professes his 
support for the emerging competition. “For 
the past five years, we’ve had more people 
than we’ve had space for,” he says. 
“Growth is good, as long as it’s sustainable. 
Compared to when we first got here — and 
I believed in the square the whole time — 
it’s definitely gotten better.” 

As for Starbucks, Stevens says, “Frankly, 
I’m surprised it took them this long.” 


Wait a sec. Didn’t the Someday do 
some sort of elaborate April Fool’s prank 
involving Starbucks? 

Yes. Last April 1, Someday staffers hung 
signs on the café walls featuring the green 
Starbucks logo and the message COMING 
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SOON. Except, upon closer inspection, 
the signs actually read STARSUCKS, 
and the real logo’s mermaid was re- 
placed by a graphic of Kiss lead 
singer Gene Simmons sticking his 
tongue out. 


What about Carberry’s? They’re 
a different deal than the Someday. 

Indeed, it’s fair to say that the 
cheery, immaculate Carberry’s — 
which sits at the east end of Elm 
Street in a lot formerly occupied by 
a gas station and a Steve’s ice-cream 
shop — could be the Someday’s polar 
opposite, or the Someday on Prozac; or 
something like that. Its high ceilings and 
large steel-rimmed windows give the 
café an airy, sunlit feel, and staffers 
don’t see much wrong in occasionally 
smiling from behind the wood-paneled 
bakery displays. 

Though it gets the students, too, Car- 
berry’s tends to cater to the square’s 
burgeoning older, NPR-listening, 
Sunday-Times-read-the-Book-Review- 
first-kind of crowd. On a recent Satur- 
day morning, as the line nearly trickled 
out the door, a trio of thirtyish mothers 
pushing baby strollers kibitzed while an 
employee politely tried to interrupt and 


| take their orders. (A childless man be- 
hind me grumbled: “They’re too busy 


talking about their babies to order.”) 
Carberry’s is so popular among young 
parents, in fact, that Matt Carberry says 
the café’s tables are arranged in order to 
accommodate a handful of strollers at 
any given time. 

Carberry, whom the city lent 
$100,000 to build his three-year-old 
Davis Square location, is adamant about 
allowing for competition. He’s already 


) faced up against Starbucks once: a 


branch came to Central Square a little 
more than a year ago, located just a few 
blocks from the original Carberry’s, 
which opened in December 1993. And 


| in Arlington, where a new store just de- 


buted, it’s Carberry who’s invading — a 
Mass Ave Starbucks was already there 


— when he arrived.

“I just don’t think I’m comfortable 
calling for the overthrow of Starbucks,’ 
Carberry says. “A customer decides 
where to spend his or her dollar. And 
your bar has to be higher than [the com- 
petition’s].” 

That said, when Carberry is asked 
what the biggest reason is for Davis 
Square’s success, he says “owner-opera- 
tors,” and you can be pretty sure Star- 
bucks chairman Howard Schultz isn’t 
going to be pouring chai lattes in Davis 
anytime soon. 

Carberry, it should be noted, consid- 
ers his establishments to be more bak- 
eries than coffee shops, so he doesn’t re- 
ally think he’s in direct competition with 
anyone. In fact, the soft-spoken Carber- 
ry (who’s originally from Washington, 
DC) is so generally laid-back about the 
whole thing that he even talked with the 
owners of the Diesel before they opened 
to recommend some builders and ven- 
dors. Can you imagine Howard Schultz 
doing that? 


? 


What about the Diesel? The owners 
must be freaking out. Starbucks is go- 
ing to be right across the street. They'll 
be able to smell the Frappuccinos from 
inside the Diesel. 

Well, this is what Diesel co-owner 
Jenn Poole says: “Starbucks makes me 
nervous.” 

That’s about it. And that’s probably 
all you’d say, too, if you’d just invest- 
ed your savings and soul in the café of 
your dreams, only to find out two 
weeks after the opening (where 
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Somerville mayor Dorothy Kelly Gay cut the 
ribbon) that one of the most successful, 
cash-saturated corporations in the country 
is moving in across the street to sell virtually 
the same product as you. And sure, you can 
console yourself by saying you’re different 
(you sell more food, you have pool tables, 
you have independent owners who are there, 
not trapped in an office), but yeah, you, too 
would probably be nervous, plus a whole lot 
of other unprintables that you wouldn’t tell a 
reporter.

But Poole, who is 27, takes it 
in stride. “Well, I think bringing more attention 
to the fact that there’s coffee in Davis is a posi- 
tive thing,” she says. “It brings more people.” 

Ironically, the Diesel itself is sometimes 
(wrongly) accused of being a chain. The café 
shares a name with the overpriced line of club- 
kid clothing, and, says Poole, “a lot of people 
ask if we’re part of the Diesel clothing line.” 

For the record, the Diesel is not a cou- 
ture/coffee hybrid, a la the Armani Café on 
Newbury Street. But for a place conceived,

designed, and mostly constructed by a 
trio of twentysomethings, it does have a 
decidedly polished look. There are the 
high ceilings, the intricate lighting, and 
the walls that are painted subdued blues 
and greens; there are the barstool-lined 
countertops and the wide-plank wooden 
floors. And then, of course, there are the 
red-felt pool tables: two of them, waiting 
in the café’s back room for anyone who’s 
ever had a hankering to hustle nine ball 
for double cappuccinos. The whole atmo- 
sphere is so consciously and classically 
understated hip that the Diesel would fit 
in perfectly.in Manhattan’s East Village, 
though, Poole insists, “it’s all done with 
Home Depot.” 

And, after all, it’s not the East Village, 
it's Davis Square — though on a recent af- 
ternoon, that geographic and cultural dis- 
tance seemed blurred, as a woman seated 
with her child barked at her husband to use 
his cell phone to make a dinner reservation 
(it wasn’t that obnoxious, actually; the 
reservation was for Bertucci’s). Young cou- 
ples munched on salad and meandered 
around the pool tables. The iced-coffee line 
grew. The neighborhood was acting as if 
the Diesel had been there for years. 

And Jenn Poole seemed happy, if appre- 
hensive. “The main thing about Davis 
Square, to me, was that it turned out to be a 
niche for small community businesspeople 
to find themselves,” she said. “I don’t want 

them to yuppify Davis Square.” 
She didn’t say whom she 
meant by them, but you 
can guess.

It’s not like Starbucks is 
the only competition in town. 

Not at all. In fact, the Diesel’s biggest 
competition may be its independently 
owned compatriots, Carberry’s and the 
Someday. And don’t forget Au Bon Pain 
(FY 1998 revenues: $250 million), which 
does a brisk business from its location next 
to the Holland Avenue T entrance. And, of 
course, there’s the double-D, Dunkin’ 
Donuts, which pulled in a whopping 
$1.4 billion in FY 1998, and generally

That said, Donna Peterson thinks 
there’s plenty of business to go around 
for everyone, even once Starbucks sinks 
its corpo-claws into Davis Square.

So what about Starbucks? What do 
they have to say for themselves? 

Well, Donna Peterson, Starbucks’s 
New England marketing manager, says 
the company has coveted a Davis Square 
location since 1994, when it began mak- 
ing its presence felt by converting the first 
of the former Coffee Connections into 
Starbucks. 

More important, Donna Peterson insists 
that Starbucks’s interest in Davis has noth- 
ing to do with the presence of existing cof- 
feehouses in the area. In fact, Donna Pe- 
terson says it wasn’t until after negotia- 

tions for the Papa Gino’s location began 
that the company realized that newcom- 
er Diesel would be setting up shop 
across the street. “It certainly wasn’t 
us finding their location and go- 
ing for a location after that,” 
Donna Peterson says.

Will there be protests outside Star- 
bucks when it opens, as expected, in the 
fall? 

Too soon to tell. The Central Square Star- 
bucks saw a hearty dose of picketing when it 
first opened. But that round of protesting died 
off eventually, and, on any given day, you can 
now find former revolutionaries of the Peo- 
ple’s Republic recessed in Starbucks’s easy 
chairs and sucking on mango-citrus Tiazzis. 

Starbucks did luck out in one regard, 
however: earlier this year, the establish- 
ment-rattlin’ kids at the Lucy Parsons radi- 
cal bookstore packed up their Elm Street 
location and moved to the South End. Had 
the Lucy Parsons gang and their anarchist 
pals been around, things outside Starbucks 
could have gotten interesting. 


When he was mayor, didn’t Congress- 
man Mike Capuano make a big deal 
about the fact that Davis Square didn’t 
have a Starbucks? Wasn’t he proud of 
that? What’s Mike saying now? 


Alison Mills, Capuano’s press secretary, 
says: “Well, change is inevitable, and as 
long as Somerville continues to thrive, the 
congressman will be pleased.” 


Sounds like Mike’s changed his 


tune a bit. 
Uh-huh. 


But Starbucks isn’t the end of the world, 
is it? Aren’t these people protesting a little 
too much? 
Perhaps. There is a sort 
of cup-half-full quality to 
this discussion. Many 
city neighborhoods 
would be happy to 
have one coffee 
shop like the Some- 
day, the Diesel, or 
Carberry’s; most 
neighborhoods, in 
fact, would be happy 
to have a Starbucks. 
Lee Auspitz of the Davis 
Square Task Force, who re- 
members the days when no one want- 
ed to come to his part of town, says that 
“Starbucks is welcome to try.” But he does 
add one small caveat: “Davis Square tends to 
support the one-of-a-kind type business.” 


Let’s break it down by lattes. How much 
does a large latte at these places cost? 

A large latte at the Someday is $2.90. At 
Carberry’s it’s $3. At the Diesel it’s $2.95. 
At Starbucks, a large (yeah, yeah, a venti, 
blah, blah, whatever) latte is $3.25. Ask for 
a latte at Dunkin’ Donuts, and they’ll chase 
you out with a broom. 


Well, it will be interesting to see what 
happens. Who gets the last word? 

How about Steve Stevens of the Some- 
day? “It definitely means war,” he says. 
“And we’re going to have fun fighting it.” @

partment cleared out of its drab stone 

Berkeley Street headquarters and 
moved into its new modern digs in Lower 
Roxbury, with a huge glassy facade facing 
the street. 

That seems to be about all the trans- 
parency the department can handle right 
now. 

The past several months have seen a se- 
ries of racial scandals at the BPD, includ- 
ing the case of Valimore Williams, a black 
lieutenant who found a makeshift noose 
hanging from his motorcycle in April and 
had his radio jammed by a white officer 
this month, and the allegedly abusive and

unnecessary arrest of Cape Verdean priest 
Filipe Texeira. 

In response, a number of politicians and 
community leaders have called for outside 
oversight of the police department. Some 
have revived calls for a standing civilian re- 
view board; some, including the Reverend 
Eugene Rivers, are asking for a panel 
specifically to investigate internal racial is- 
sues such as the Williams case — some- 
thing like the St. Clair commission that re- 
viewed police practices locally in the early 
90s. The superior officers’ union of the 
Boston Police Department also says it’s 
time for an outside review that would look 
at racial issues. 

But for now, Police Commissioner Paul 
Evans and Mayor Tom Menino are having 
none of it. Evans says that since coming to 
the department, he’s done plenty to im- 
prove community-police relations and cre- 
ate a better dynamic between officers of 
different races. “The policies, the prac- 
tices, the commitment to diversity, the

commitment to a respectful work force for 


all, it’s there,” he says. “The commitment 
to making it happen is there, and we will 
aggressively do that.” And that attitude is 
fine with Menino. “Overall,” he says, 
“Evans has been able to handle it appro- 
priately.” 

But even some who credit the police 
with progress say that impartial scrutiny 
could help improve the department’s 
record on race relations. Dorchester resi- 
dent John McGill, for example, says he be- 


lieves the city’s racial climate has improved 


since he moved here from North Carolina 
in the mid ’80s, and he’d like to give the 
department the chance to work out its re- 


; r, 





maining problems on its own. Still, he 
says, if the Williams case is symptomatic of 
broader racial issues, then it’s time to look 
elsewhere. “If there have been other in- 
stances, then there should be an outside 
force,” he says. “If that’s what they find, 
then Boston has more work to do.” 


AUL EVANS became commissioner in 

1994, and by many accounts he has 
pushed to reform the department’s culture 
— including its racial tensions. 

Both he and Menino say the department 
has aggressively hired both minority and 
female officers in recent years and has 
stepped up efforts to encourage racial sen- 
sitivity and tolerance on the force. 

“I think Paul Evans has been very sensi- 
tive to these issues,” says Menino. “Look 
at his record on hiring and promoting mi- 
norities, and it is truly outstanding. .. . He 
is working for change, and I think you 
have a better disciplined and trained and

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[more] diverse department than we have 
ever had.” 

Although the upper command structure 
remains overwhelmingly white and male, 
Evans points out that since he’s been com- 
missioner, 386 of the department’s 753 
new hires have been minorities or women. 
He has brought in a cultural-sensitivity 


training program to “inject moral decision- 


making into the recruitment curriculum,” 


and he’s provided hundreds of superior of- 


ficers with classes in respect and civility. 
In the eyes of some black leaders, Evans 
has gained even more credibility by work- 
ing with the community for example, by 
bringing in community leaders to help with 
the department’s strategic planning. The 
Reverend Ray Hammond of the 10 Point 
Coalition, one of several religious figures 
who met recently with Evans, came out

saying he’s not in favor of a new review 
commission — yet. “The clear message 
that has to come from the department,” he 
says, “has to be that harassment will not be 
tolerated.” But he’s willing to wait and see 
whether that message comes through. “A 
lot will depend on how the present situa- 
tions are responded to,” he says. 

The Massachusetts Association of Mi- 
nority Law Enforcement Officers is taking 
a similar approach. “We are trying to work 
with [Evags],” says MAMLEO spokesman 
John Wells, “and I can tell you this: if that 
breaks down we will look at different av- 
enues. But right now we are trying to work 
internally within the department.” 
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That’s fine with the commissioner, of 
course. Police aren’t famously happy to 
have outsiders looking over their shoulders, 
and Evans — not surprisingly — has re- 
jected calls for an outside evaluation and re- 
sponded to recent events mainly with inter- 


nal measures. After the Williams case broke, 


for example, he announced a new “commit- 
tee on fairness and professionalism” to ad- 
dress the climate within the department. 
“Racial problems are a problem every- 
where,” he says. “There is racism in the US, 
in Boston, and unfortunately there may be 
some in my police department, but that’s no 
different than any other organizations.” 


CTUALLY, THOUGH, it is a bit dif- 

ferent. Police carry guns, for one 
thing. And right now, relations between 
police and the community are a hot topic, 
as a result of both negative 
and positive trends. 


Nationally, the issue of 
racial profiling — in which 
police use race as one of the criteria in de- 
termining whom to stop or search — has 
brought a scary side of police practices to 
the attention of a wider audience. And 
atrocities such as the torture and beating 
of Haitian immigrant Abner Louima by 
New York City police have become flash- 
points for alarm over cops’ abuse of the 
people they are supposed to protect. 

At the same time, though, police proce- 
dures are attracting attention partly be- 
cause crime is down. During high-crime 
periods, says Northeastern University 
criminology professor James Alan Fox, 
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“people are thinking more about personal 
safety than the ethics of policing. When 
crime is low, people are more likely to look 
at how a police department is operating.” 

In Boston, that reassessment is yielding 
more than just a call for an expert review 
panel. The recent incidents have also led 
some, notably State Senator Dianne Wilk- 
erson (D-Roxbury) and City Councilor 
Charles Yancey, to say that perhaps it’s 
time to revisit the idea of a civilian review 
board, an organization independent of the 
police departments with the power to inves- 
tigate citizens’ complaints against officers. 

Right now, the city has no independent 
review board. Instead, there’s a commis- 
sioner-appointed body called the Commu- 
nity Appeals Board. It cannot conduct in- 
dependent inquiries; if a case against po- 
lice is not investigated to the satisfaction of 

kerr w.venxins one Of the parties, all 
the board can do is 
ask that the BPD’s in- 
ternal-affairs depart- 
ment take another 
look. That’s signifi- 
cantly less public 
oversight than most 
large cities have, ac- 
cording to Samuel 
Walker, an expert in 
civilian review of po- 
lice at the University 
of Nebraska’s crimi- 
nal-justice depart- 
ment. “It’s very, very weak,” he says. 
“Boston is one of the few big cities that 
does not have something at this point .. . 
some type of meaningful citizen oversight 
into the complaints process.” 

Dianne Wilkerson, who has filed a bill to 
compel police to compile statistics on 
racial profiling, says that type of civilian 
oversight is badly-needed at a time when 
problems in the department are adding to 
a “rapid erosion” of trust in police. 

“It really does seem to be one of those 
things where you peel away the initial 
coating and there is a real mess going on,” 









she says. “I think they are in a very, very 
serious state here.” 

Menino, however, is not interested in a 
civilian review board, and the pressure to 
institute one has been fairly limited. Ray 
Hammond, who supports civilian review, 
says he detects no “groundswell” of sup- 
port for the idea. And bringing civilian 
review to fruition takes “a sustained 
grassroots effort,” says Michael Kozu of 
the Police Practices Coalition, a local 


group that works on police-accountability 


issues. 

To Kozu, that lack of widespread effort 
in Boston is unfortunate. What happened 
to Michael Cox, a black policeman badly 
beaten in 1995 by other officers who mis- 
took him for a criminal, could easily hap- 
pen to someone else, he believes. “People 
are concerned that if officers of color, 
black and Latino, are getting unequal 
treatment in the department, how is that 
translating to the public?” he says. 

“You know and I know they cover things 
up,” insists William Murray, a 54-year-old 
substance-abuse counselor who lives in 
Dorchester. Williams does believe officers’ 
behavior toward civilians has improved — 
but still, he says, “they overstep their 
bounds a lot.” 

In the absence of new scandals and 
broader support for civilian review, any 
new layer of oversight seems unlikely in 
the near future. For those who don’t fully 
share Menino’s professed confidence in 
Evans and the programs he’s implemented, 
that’s bad news. 

“As much as I would not like to see an 
outside review, unless someone comes up 
with a better idea, I would go with it,” says 
one black officer, a Roxbury resident on 
the force for about 14 years, who spoke to 
the Phoenix on condition of anonymity. 

“I’d like to think we can handle our own 
business, but all too often that does not 
happen.” La

Up from slavery

LONG-SIMMERING DIS- 
Av over how best to fight the 

Sudanese slave trade is begin- 
ning to escalate. The new issue of the 
Atlantic Monthly includes a lengthy ar- 
ticle by freelancer Richard Miniter, 
who argues that Western human-rights 
groups that buy back slaves at $50 to 
$100 a person are actually making 
things worse. Charles Jacobs, founder 
and president of the Boston-based 
American Anti-Slavery Group, cites 
10,000 freed slaves as proof that 
Miniter is wrong. 

Miniter takes on groups that send 

rescuers into war-torn Sudan, where

black Christians and animists in the 
southern part of the country are regu- 
larly enslaved by forces loyal to Muslim 
Arabs, who control the north. Using 
money raised by the American Anti- 
Slavery Group and similar organiza- 
tions, rescuers buy and free these 
slaves. But, according to Miniter, the 
money paid to slave traders by rescuers 
creates a powerful financial incentive 
for further slave-taking. He also re- 
ports that much of the money disap- 
pears in fake-slave hoaxes. 

“It is common sense not to pay the 
men who kill your father and steal your 
brother, or they will return,” Miniter 
quotes a local Sudanese official as say- 
ing. “I don’t know why the redeemers 
do such a thing.” Rather than paying 
slave traders, Miniter proposes that at- 
risk villages be provided with trucks 
and jeeps so they can head off horse- 
bound raiders, and that steps be taken 
to destroy a rail line used to transport 
large numbers of slaves to the north. 

Jacobs, though, cites the support of 
47 village leaders and of Macram Gas- 
sis, one of Sudan’s 11 Catholic bish- 
ops, as proof that slave redemption is 


working. “The focus of the piece 
should have been what this horrendous 
fascist regime is doing to people,” Ja- 
cobs says. “I think for Miniter to focus 
on the behavior of white human-rights 
groups, and to make us the enemy, is 
outrageous and nuts.” 

Miniter, reached at his home in : 
Alexandria, Virginia, insists that the is- 
sue isn’t whether anti-slavery activists 
such as Jacobs are well-meaning, or 
whether they are, in fact, winning the 
freedom of some slaves. It’s whether 
they are mucking about in a region 
that’s more complicated than they are 


willing to acknowledge, creating a slave

saying that we have taken 10,000 peo- 
ple out of the hands of monsters. If this 
were your kid or my kid, you would 
pay your life for this.” If local officials 
in Sudan withdraw their support, he 
adds, the redemption efforts will stop. 
“This isn’t sentimentalism,” he says. 
“We are smart people.” 

Miniter is not the first to criticize 
slave-buying. UNICEF and Human 
Rights Watch have also expressed mis- 
givings. But Jacobs’s work has received 
support from Amnesty International, 
and from political figures ranging from 
Representative Barney Frank to the 
Reverend Pat Robertson. 

: Miniter’s article — which he 
says took many months of re- 
search, including two weeks in 
Sudan — is serious and im- 
portant. But though he makes 
a compelling case for a coordi- 
nated, systemic approach to 
ending slavery in Sudan, re- 
demption programs such as 
Jacobs’s are ending slavery 
right now, one person at a 
time. 

That remains a damn sight 
more than anyone else is 
doing.

In an era when most news- 
papers are engaged in obses- 
sive cost-cutting and in purg- 
ing foreign news from their 
pages, the Boston Globe de- 
serves considerable credit for 
its all-out effort in Kosovo. 

Though its coverage has not 
been as comprehensive as that 
of the New York Times or the 
Washington Post, the Globe 
has had at least three people on 
the ground at all times, with a 





:| trade that’s actually bigger and 


more vicious than it would be if 

there were no Western money flow- 

ing in. Referring to Gassis and the 

47 village leaders, Miniter com- 
ments, “Whether or not various estab- 
lishment folks in Sudan support slave 
redemption is less important than 
whether slave redemption actually ac- 
complishes its goal, and it doesn’t. It 
makes the situation worse.” 

Jacobs, a civil-rights and anti-war 
activist in the 1960s, left behind a lu- 
crative consulting business to become a 
full-time anti-slavery crusader six years 
ago. His activism has helped expose 
the tragedy of African slavery. Because 
of his efforts, Boston, in particular, has 
become a center of anti-slavery activity. 
Former Phoenix reporter Tim Sandler 
(now with NBC’s Dateline) was one of 
the first Western journalists to witness 
and confirm Sudanese slavery 
(“Africa’s Invisible Slaves,” News, 
June 30, 1995). More recently, Boston 
ad agency Hill, Holliday, Connors, 
Cosmopulos designed a series of ads, 
pro bono, to raise money for Jacobs’s 
slave-redemption work (“Slaves for 
Sale,” News, March 19). 

“Slavery and slave raids happened 
long before anybody was buying their 
children back,” says Jacobs. “We will 
not deny that this runs the risk of cre- 
ating a financial incentive. We are 


daily package of two or three 
front-page stories and two to four 
pages inside. What’s more, the journal- 
ism — especially on the part of re- 
porters Kevin Cullen, Susan Milligan, 
Charlie Sennott, and Charlie Radin, 
and photographer Bill Greene — has 
been first-rate: human and illuminating 
without descending to the mawkish and 
sentimental. 

The war was quite an initiation for 
Nils Bruzelius, who had just become 
the foreign editor after years of super- 
vising health-and-science coverage. “I 
started March 1, and the bombing 
started on March 24. I can’t tell you 
how many times I’ve heard the phrase 
‘baptism of fire’ over the past three 
months,” says Bruzelius, who credits 
deputy foreign editor David Beard and 
assistant foreign editor Catherine Fos- 
ter for keeping things on an even keel. 

The war started shortly after the 
Globe received an edict from the New 
York Times Company, which owns the 
paper, to tighten its budgetary belt. Yet 
editor Matt Storin says the decision to 
go for wall-to-wall coverage was “not a 
tough call.” He estimates that, so far, 
Kosovo has cost the paper $200,000. 

<The much smaller Boston Herald can- 
celed plans to send a photographer and 
a reporter after publisher Pat Purcell 
ordered a five percent budget cut.) 

Storin also argues that there’s actu- 
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ally an advantage to being a regional paper trying to compete 
against national players. “I won’t deny that we don’t have the 
kind of access to senior administration officials in all cases 
that the Times and the Post have, and we were a little frustrat- 
ed by ihat in the beginning of the war,” he says. “But I began 
to realize that it was all spin, and we weren’t being spun. And 
it was affecting our coverage in a positive way.” Okay, that’s a 
stretch. But Storin and Bruzelius certainly made the right call 
in using their own staffers for close-up, human stories while 
relying more on the Globe’s Washington bureau and the wires 
for official news. 

Among those praising the Globe’s coverage is Peter Lucas, 
an Albanian-American and former journalist for the Globe, 
the Phoenix, and the Herald who’s now director of legislative 
affairs for the MBTA. In 1986, Lucas, then with the Herald, 
became the first American reporter allowed in Albania in 30 
years. He’s since been back 15 times, including, most re- 
cently, a two-week trip in May, when he visited refugee 
camps for the American Refugee Committee and wrote 
about it for the MetroWest Daily News. “I thought the 
Globe’s coverage had a human face to it,” Lucas says. “They 
stuff they wrote about seemed to me more compelling than 
anything else I read.” 

Tom Rosenstiel, director of the Project for Excellence in 
Journalism, says many newspapers — especially regional pa- 
pers such as the Globe — have cut back on foreign news in 
recent years. In part, he says, that’s because of a decline in 
reader interest now that the Cold War is over; in part, it’s re- 
lated to an overall trend of putting a smaller percentage of rev- 
enues back into news coverage. Good papers such as the 
Philadelphia Inquirer and the Miami Herald have gone 
through devastating downsizing periods as the pressure for 
shareholder value has been ratcheted up. 

At the Globe, at least, the Times Company and publisher 
Ben Taylor are still willing to spend money on big stories.

Yes, the late Meg Greenfield was a clear thinker and a 
stylish writer. Yes, her back-page essays in Newsweek exuded 
both decency and common sense. But, more often than not, I 
came away disappointed. Her counterpart, George Will, with 
whom she alternated on an every-other-week basis, expresses 
clear, strong opinions from the conservative end of the spec- 
trum. Greenfield, the putative liberal, often seemed to have no 
opinions at all. 

In naming former New York Times columnist Anna 
Quindlen to replace Greenfield, Newsweek has only perpetuat- 
ed that ideological imbalance. Quindlen was a pioneering op- 
ed-page columnist, winning a Pulitzer Prize for her compact 
essays about feminism and herself. But she is even less 
equipped than Greenfield to do battle with Will. Greenfield, 
after all, was steeped in politics, lacking only ideological con- 
victions as deeply cemented as Will’s. Quindlen, by contrast, is 
almost apolitical — emphasis on almost, since she did en- 
dorse Bill Bradley recently, before she realized she’d be re- 
turning to journalism. 

Greenfield’s forte was in explaining Washington to puzzled 
outsiders, and in speaking out for civility and propriety in 
what she invariably referred to as “this town.” It’s no surprise 
that two of the most heartfelt sendoffs she received were from 
a pair of gentlemanly conservatives — Will, who hailed her 
“potent measuredness,” a phrase that perfectly captures both 
her strength and her weakness, and the New York Times’ 
William Safire, who, it turns out, consulted with Greenfield 
regularly on matters of language and grammar. 

A Newsweek columnist since 1974, Greenfield, in her day 
job, was editorial-page editor of the Washington Post. In that 
position, too, her “potent measuredness” inspired more respect 
than passion. In a recent assessment neatly headlined REQUIEM 
FOR A MIDDLEWEIGHT, Washington City Paper editor David 
Carr observed, “There was no fiery call to account, no herald- 
ing of trumpets, no plan of action. And that was the way she 
liked it — Greenfield took enormous pride in the temperance 
of her fiefdom.” 

Quindlen, who quit the Times in 1995 to work full-time as 
a novelist (her departure opened up a columnist’s slot for 
featherweight quipster Maureen Dowd), will be paid a re- 
ported $300,000 to write about 1700 words once every two 
weeks. Not bad work if you can get it. In an interview with 
the New York Daily News last week, she said she expects to 
write “a lot about what used to be called ‘women’s issues,’ 
but now turn out to be the cutting-edge issues of our world 
for the next 100 years: about child care, about health care, 
probably a fair amount about how we live now and a lot on 
the news.” 

Balancing Will with a woman is a good idea. But Newsweek 
could have picked syndicated columnist Molly Ivins, Nation 
columnist Katha Pollitt, or journalist/author Barbara Ehrenre- 
ich, who used to do political commentary for Time. All are 
highly political and highly partisan. On the buzz scale, Ivins, at 
least, is nearly as well known as Quindlen. Or why not a fresh 
young voice? Here’s a from-out-of-left-field choice Newsweek 
could have made: ABC reporter Farai Chideya, an African- 
American woman (and former Newsweek reporter) who’s 
written well-received books about racism and 
multiculturalism. 

No doubt Anna Quindlen will be terrific. But liberals will be 
getting the short end of the deal if she’s writing about “how 
we live” while George Will is eviscerating Al Gore and Bill 
Bradley. @

For the first Summer in a quarter-century, the Domestic 
Resurrection Circus wil! not spring to life in the fields of 
Vermont. But Peter Schumann’s Bread and Puppet 

Theater has no plans to stop raising hell. 


Master of puppets

HEN 41-YEAR-OLD MICHAEL 
Sarazin was beaten to death at a 
campground near the Bread and 

Puppet Theater’s Vermont farm last Au- 

gust, Peter Schumann knew something 
had to change. Sarazin had apparently 
been attending the Domestic Resurrec- 
tion Circus, an elaborate outdoor 
pageant that Schumann’s legendary com- 
pany had organized each summer since 
the mid 1970s. In recent years, the week- 
end festival — which featured Schu- 
mann’s giant puppets, a ragtag band, a 
series of skits both funny and solemn, 
and the ritual burning of a giant puppet 
representing many of the world’s evils — 
had begun drawing as many as 20,000 to 
30,000 people. And not all those people 
necessarily shared Schumann’s dedication 
to pacifism, egalitarianism, and social 
justice. 

In 1997, Schumann and his collabora- 
tors passed out fliers announcing: “We’re 
getting increasingly more and more com- 
plaints about drugs and alcohol at the 
Circus. Please bear in mind: we are a 
modest little puppet theater and all we 
want to do is to change the world and 
save it from going down the drain. . . . 
Seriously, the circus is a family event, and 
drugs and alcohol jeopardize its continua- 
tion. Don’t bring drugs and alcohol to the 
circus. Boycott the drug dealers and drug 
and alcohol sellers.” 

Schumann’s wife, Elka, says the event 
had grown so large that “the same week- 
end could be a wonderful experience for 
thousands and a horrible experience for 
others. ... We managed our part — with 
great effort and by building more out- 
houses and recruiting more volunteers. 
We reached a pretty amazing efficiency in 
running it.” But, as Schumann wrote in a 
letter to “friends and neighbors” after 
Sarazin’s death, “the spectator crowd 
grew, and finally outgrew our capacities.” 
The killing, he said, “makes the continua- 
tion of the event impossible.” 

Yet the demise of the Domestic Resur- 
rection Circus does not mean that Bread 
and Puppet will be cutting back. Ever the 
mischievous contrarian, Schumann seems 
determined to use this apparent setback 
as a springboard to revitalize some of the 
political, cultural, and educational pur- 
suits that have taken a back seat to the 
summer spectacle in recent years. 

A Bread and Puppet troupe recently 
made its first Midwestern tour in more 
than 10 years, visiting theaters, schools, 
nursing homes, and churches. Another 
troupe led by Schumann returned from 
Cuba early this year, where it was the 
subject of a Cuban television special. And 
a series of weekly performances called 
“Humdrum Glorification Caboodles” be- 
gan June 13 and will be held Sundays 
throughout the summer. Other perfor- 
mances in Vermont and beyond will con- 
tinue into the fall, including an autumn 
trip to Poland. 


HE DOMESTIC Resurrection Circus, 
which charged no admission, did no 
advertising, and relied on an army of vol- 

unteer performers, was the ultimate ex- 
pression of Schumann’s philosophy. He 
has always harbored a,deep and, abiding 





distrust of all things commercial and 
technological. This includes all corpora- 
tions, most foundations, the mass media, 
and popular culture. Bread and Puppet 
Theater subscribes to a live-off-the-land 
subsistence ethic, rarely accepting foun- 
dation grants and instead relying on small 
donations, performance fees, and sales of 
prints, pamphlets, and calendars. 

“He never, ever, had any interest in or 
regard for pop culture,” explains Elka 
Schumann — including commercial the- 
ater, music, film, and television. “He’s 
critical of art done that’s meant to be 
liked.” Over the years, Schumann period- 
ically came to feel that Bread and Puppet 
pageants had become too riddled with 
pop-culture references, and would steer 
them back in directions Elka calls “slow, 
dark, aesthetic, cryptic, lugubrious.” 

The resulting work is steeped in time- 
less moral and religious themes: good 
versus evil, people versus nature, the per- 
sistence of life-affirming human instincts 
in the face of floods, pestilence, and 
death. Contemporary socio-political 
themes permeate Schumann’s perfor- 
mances as well: each Bread and Puppet 
pageant centers on a topical “Rotten 
Idea,” ranging from rampant materialism 
to political corruption to US intervention 
overseas (whether in Vietnam, Nicaragua, 
or Kosovo). 

Schumann, who is 65, learned about 
rotten political ideas firsthand: he was 
born in Lueben, Germany, where he 
noticed from an early age that “everyone 
was fearful of being spied on; children 
were forbidden to hear adults talking.” 
Fear of the Nazis was soon supplanted by 
fear of Allied bombing raids and of the 
advancing Russian army that overran and 
burned his village in 1944. Schumann’s 
family fled north on the last train out, 
going into exile near the Baltic Sea, 
where they waited out the war in a rural 
farmhouse. 

The famous German puppeteer Max Ja- 
cob, a family friend, became a mentor to 
young Schumann, according to Stefan 
Brecht, who wrote a 1600-page tome on 
Bread and Puppet Theater in 1988. Ja- 
cob, Brecht wrote, held up “the appealing 
figure of the simple man of the people 
wandering across the land, entertainer of 
children, free of the cares of respectable 
people, but welcomed by them, as artist, 
as entertainer, and as man.” 

After the war, Schumann began follow- 
ing that dream. He attended two art 
schools, dropped out, and became in- 
volved in sculpture and dance. He made 
papier-maché masks for dancers to wear 
while performing. He and several friends 
traveled around Europe, doing street the- 
ater and avant-garde dance performances, 
“trying to make sense of our art.” It was 
in the artist-friendly city of Munich that 
Schumann recruited Elka Leigh Scott — 
a Fulbright exchange student from Bryn 
Mawr — to take part in one of his dance 
performances. 

Four years, one wedding, and two chil- 
dren later, in 1961, the young family ar- 
rived in the United States at the invitation 
of Elka’s parents. They never had any in- 
tention of staying, Schumann has said, 
“but my left foot got stuck in the side-

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needed, not just put up on a wall like a 
pretty face.” 

By 1970, the financial and other strains 
of city life — including finding perfor- 
mance and storage spaces for the huge 
puppets — had taken their toll. The 
Schumanns jumped at an invitation from 
Goddard College in Plainfield, Vermont, 
where they maintained a theater-in-resi- 
dence for four years. Then Elka’s parents 
bought a 260-acre farm in northern Ver 
mont and invited her and Peter for a visit 
They never left. 


HIS SUMMER, the first since the 
Schumanns’ move to northern Ver- 
mont that Bread and Puppet will not host

walk.” They landed on the Lower East 
Side of Manhattan during the Beat era, at 
about the same time that Bob Dylan ar- 
rived from Minnesota.

It was a stimulating climate for someone 
with Schumann’s artistic and political 
sensibilities. 

Yet it was in Vermont, at the Putney 
School — Elka’s alma mater — that 
Bread and Puppet was conceived. When 
Elka accepted a position as a substitute 
teacher at the school in 1962, Peter vol- 
unteered to lead a series of puppetry 
workshops. He had not worked in the 
medium since high school, Elka recalls, 
but everything just clicked: “When he 
came back to the art form, he saw the po- 
tential of puppet theater — poetry, phi- 
losophy, politics, music — the theater of 
all means . . . a huger, broader, more-an- 
cient, and all-inclusive art form” that lent 
itself to spectacle. 

When the Schumanns returned to New 
York, their puppet-theater productions 
caught on. The name Bread and Puppet 
was coined — bread being substantial 
and nourishing, the way art ought to be. 
They were soon recruited by anti-war 
activists to use giant puppets in protest 
parades. 

“There was a desire to express our 
alarm and horror” over the US role in 
Vietnam, remembers Elka. She says that 
“Peter’s vision of working with large 
groups with masks” melded perfectly with 
the “eagerness of large groups of people 
to participate. .. . What resulted was very 
spectacular. It gave his art a purpose. Ev- 
ery. artist, wants.tofeel his or her art.is 





kicked off this 
year’s Bread and Puppet season June 6, 
features a Mr. Clean (Slobodan Milose- 
vic) and a Mr. Good (NATO). Mr. Good 
bombs the hell out of Mr. Clean’s country 
as Mr. Clean throws (read: “cleanses”) 
virtually every last Kosovar out. After it’s 
all over, Mr. Clean and Mr. Good go to 
the country club together to play golf. 

“It’s not that we push issues,” insists 
Schumann. “It’s just that we want to 
communicate what we’re excited about.” 
He says that his leftist themes have 
prompted parents to yank their kids out 
of his workshops, and many of Bread and 
Puppet’s sponsors are nervous about of- 
fending parents and local residents. 

Nevertheless, Schumann believes he 
serves a vital function as the “corrupter of 
smooth goings-on.” The bombing may be 
over, but there’s little danger that he'll 
run out of violence, militarism, or 
hypocrisy to protest. “| President Clinton] 
tells Columbine High School students, 
‘We need to use words instead of 
weapons.’ And then look at what he 
does,” he says. “It’s no wonder the kids 
blow up schools.”

False scents? 


MALE HAMSTER smeared with vaginal secretions 

from a female hamster will attract male suitors. 

Queen bees ensure their royal status by excreting 
chemicals that sterilize the other female bees around 
them. A female boar, after one whiff of a particular secre- 
tion from a male boar, will immediately assume the mat- 
ing position. 

That’s because boars, bees, and hamsters, like other ani- 
mals, respond to pheromones: chemicals that bypass con- 
scious systems to trigger specific — often sexual — be- 
haviors. Most scientists agree that humans probably aiso 
respond to pheromones. But it’s still unclear how we re- 
ceive them and what, exactly, they do to us. 

What is clear is that plenty of people find the idea of

pheromones enormously appealing — enough so to fuel a 
small industry in pheromone-based perfumes promising to 
increase your sex appeal and boost your mood. For example, 
one called Realm, which retails for $60 a bottle, is advertised 
as “the first fragrance that can make you feel . . . Self-confi- 
dent. Attractive. Romantic. It works. It’s patented.” 
Patented it is. But a recent article published by re- 
searchers in David Corey and Catherine Dulac’s labs at 
Harvard University and the Howard Hughes Medical In- 
stitute at Massachusetts General Hospital shows just how 
far university science is from the marketing claims of per- 
fumes such as Realm. The researchers report the discovery 
of a gene in rats and mice that looks as if it plays a crucial 
role in the detection of pheromones. Their work moves

scientists closer to an understanding of how pheromones 
work in animals, particularly in rodents. But the article 
also reported another finding: that gene, which seems to 
be a key aspect of the rodent pheromonal system, simply 
does not function in humans. 

This is news that Bill Horgan, CEO of the company that 
manufactures Realm, is trying hard to ignore. Horgan says 
his company, Human Pheromone Sciences (HPS), has in- 
vested between $10 million and $15 million in pheromone 
research since 1989, and he claims that researcher David 
Berliner, a primary shareholder and one of the company’s 
founders, has “identified, isolated, and synthesized” hu- 
man pheromones. 

HPS did more than $10 million in sales last year; in 
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March, the company signed two new deals, one with an 
international marketing firm and one with a major online 


retailer. Scientists outside HPS’s own labs may not buy its 


claims, but that isn’t stopping customers from buying into 
Realm’s promise to “awaken your Sixth Sense.” 


HE CONCEPT of selling pheromones seems to have 
been around for as long as the dating expression “the 


chemistry is right.” Berliner claims to have made his initial 


pheromone discovery in the 1950s, 2nd companies have 
been advertising pheromone-erhianced love potions in the 
backs of magazines for decades. 

In the fragrance mainstream, there are only a couple of 


pheromone players. In the ’80s, Jovan (partnering with In- 
ternational Flavors and Fragrances, one of the perfume in- 


dustry’s biggest conglomerates) marketed a pheromone 
perfume calied Andron, which an IFF spokeswoman says 
was also “based on a lot of research.” 

Andron disappeared from the market, but Realm hit the 
shelves in 1994, supported by infomercials, radio ads, and 
a spot in Bloomingdale’s cosmetics display. Sales took off 
in its first couple of years, then dipped in 1996, but now 
seem to be recovering. Since Realm’s debut, magazines 
from Health to Newsweek have published relatively uncrit- 
ical reports of its claims. Every year since Realm’s release, 
a handful of newspapers and magazines — this one in- 
cluded — have run titillated columns about the exciting 
prospect of a “human sixth sense.” 

Unlike HPS, most pheromone-fragrance companies op- 
erate on the fringe of the retail industry -—— you can find 
their ads in the back of Rolling Stone or on the Web. With 
names like “The Dominant Male Collection” and “Great 
Sex in a Bottle,” they promise everything from success in 
business to the ability to “attract 
women instantly.” Some are specifi- 
cally geared toward men or women; 
others target gay and lesbian audi- 
ences. Many boast that they include 
androstenone, which is a pheromone 
whose only known effect is to trigger 
mating behavior in pigs. In April, a 
newspaper in Santa Barbara report- 
ed that one pheromone company, 
the Body Temple, was sued by a 
woman who claimed that a man’s 
pheromone-enhanced cologne had 
induced her to sleep with him 
against her will. The suit was settled 
out of court; the manufacturer stat- 
ed that its products were intended 
only to make wearers feel more con- 
fident and attractive, not to act as 
aphrodisiacs. 

HPS is careful not to claim that 
Realm is an aphrodisiac per se, but it 
comes awfully close. It says that 
Realm “enhances the way we feel 
about ourselves and how others re- 
spond to us.” And it supports that 
claim with what sounds like common-sense science. “Hu- 
man beings get up in the morning, get into the shower, 
and scrub all of the pheromones off of their skin,” says 
HPS’s Horgan. “Then they cover themselves with cloth- 
ing. So you could say that we’re pheromonally deprived. 
Berliner’s goal was to replenish these pheromones. The 
first step was isolating them in the skin, then identifying 

what they did, with human testing. Then trying to bio- 
equivalently manufacture and synthesize the pheromones, 
to mimic what the actual pheromones did.” 

The only company to have patented its pheromones, HPS 
— known before March 1998 as Erox — now calls itself 
the “world’s leading pheromone company.” It no longer 
runs infomercials. Its current Realm marketing campaign, 
online and in department stores, has a Picasso—meets—Art 
Deco look (except for the gold star-shaped stickers on the 
packaging that trumpet “Human Pheromones!”). For the 
most part, the company sells its perfume through depart- 
ment stores. At Macy’s, right next to the Tommy Hilfiger 
and Chanel counters, you can give your wrists a spritz of 
Realm. 

In the $6 billion fragrance industry, Realm is a “small 
player with a niche market,” says Annette Green, president 
of the nonprofit trade group the Fragrance Foundation. In 
fact, its sales dropped last year from $17 million to just 
over $10 million. But, says Green, “they have a fascinating 
technology. If they have licensed it to a big player, that 
could be an important step.” HPS says it 
has done just that, although the deal won’t 
be officially announced until the fall. 

Without a designer name or the market- 
ing clout to create one, Realm is relying on 
its own science to keep customers coming 
— and within the fragrance industry, that 
seems to be enough. But the scientific com- 
munity, at least at places such as Harvard 
and Mass General, is less than convinced. 


HE IDEA of a sixth sense has undeni- 

able appeal, and it may well be valid. 
People probably do interpret and give off 
subconscious chemical signals. The 
strongest evidence that pheromones are at 








work in humans comes from work done by Martha Mc- 
Clintock at the University of Chicago. In March 1998, 
McClintock showed conclusively that a substance in wom- 
en’s sweat can affect the menstrual cycles of other women 
— strong evidence for the power of pheromones. 

Scientists have known about pheromones for decades, 
but in recent years, a few researchers have begun the ar- 
duous task of singling out and identifying the different ele- 
ments of the pheromonal system. Among them is Emily 
Liman, a neurobiology instructor at the Howard Hughes 
Medical Institute at Mass General. She has been working 
on pheromone detection since 1992, and on one protein in 
particular for the past three years. 

Liman’s research focuses on an area inside the nasal 
cavity called the vomeronasal organ (VNO), a tiny tube 
full of neurons that is involved with pheromone detection 
in many animals. She says, “It’s been clear for a long time 
that based on anatomy, the VNO is a separate sense,” and 
believes that her recent findings are further evidence that 
the VNO evolved separately from the main olfactory sys- 
tem. In animals, the VNO picks up chemicals that are oth- 
erwise odorless and sends signals directly to parts of the 
brain associated with emotion and instinct — sometimes 
triggering dramatic behavioral changes. In research pub- 
lished in May in the Proceedings of the National Academy 
of Sciences, Liman, Corey, and Dulac reported that they 
have isolated part of the pheromonal sensing process: an 
“ion channel” in VNO neurons that seems to play a crucial 
role in pheromone detection in rats and mice. 

For humans, one big question is: do we have this organ 
at all? The answer may be yes — sort of. Many people do 
have tiny cigar-shaped pits in their nasal cavities that are 
either functional or vestigial VNOs. But the gene that en-

codes the ion channel is nonfunctional in people — sug- 
gesting that the human VNO is simply out of commission. 
This is taken for granted by plastic surgeons; nose jobs of- 
ten block or remove the VNO, so far without any widely 
reported negative effects. 

“I think it’s clear that there are some human 
pheromones,” says Liman, “but the perfume companies 
claim to have identified both a human pheromone and 
how these pheromones act on the VNO.” She calls their 
claims “debatable.” 

“We don’t know the chemicals that are at work, and the 
other really big unknown is that we don’t know which cells 
are detecting the pheromones,” Liman says. “We don’t 
know if it’s happening in the VNO or in the main olfactory 
system, which would be the cells that also detect conscious 
odors. It’s very difficult to figure out where signals are be- 
ing detected, especially with humans, since there are so 
many problems in doing experiments with humans.” 

Liman recalls a recent conference on olfaction in Bel- 
gium. “Of five scientists working on the VNO, four 
thought that the human VNO was vestigial. The dissenting 
opinion belonged to a scientist 
connected to the perfume 
company” (although Liman is 
careful to point out that ma- 
jority beliefs are not always 
correct). 


HE BASIS of the claims 

made. by most of the com- 
panies that peddle 
pheromones is slightly 
opaque; they cite unnamed re- 
search and keep their 
“pheromone compounds” un- 
der wraps as trade secrets. A 
spokeswoman for Internation- 
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al Flavors and Fragrances, which partnered with Jovan on 
Andron, confirms that it “had human pheromones,” but 
says that the research that went into Andron can’t be re- 
leased because “it’s very proprietary information.” 

HPS, by contrast, makes its science public. Asked to 
produce evidence, Bill Horgan forwarded more than a 
pound of scientific articles, journals, and newspaper clip- 
pings, most of which are papers authored by David Berlin- 
er, Louis Monti-Bloch (a scientist who works for one of 
HPS’s major investors), and other scientists who have 
some connection to HPS. 

The scientists at Howard Hughes Medical Institute and 
Harvard and other universities won’t say that Berliner and 
Monti-Bloch’s claims have been proven wrong. But they 
don’t seem to take them seriously, either. They say that 
Horgan’s materials have not undergone peer review, a 
standard process in which members of the scientific com- 
munity evaluate and assess reports in their fields before 
the reports are published. Horgan says that the articles are 
peer-reviewed; however, scientists such as Liman, Dulac, 
and Corey — who say they are not — make up a signifi- 
cant portion of the peers who would have reviewed them. 

Well-respected names in the olfactory field, such as Li- 
man and Corey, say that HPS’s science has not been repli- 
cated by independent researchers. Horgan’s primary re- 
sponse to that charge is to invite them to replicate it. But, 
Liman says, “No one wants to waste their time trying to 
reproduce results that they don’t believe in the first place. 
If you get a negative result, you can’t publish it. If their re- 
search had more credibility, chances are someone would 
be trying to reproduce it.” 

Charles Wysocki, an adjunct professor at the University 
of Pennsylvania, is one of the perfume company’s more 
outspoken critics. Wysocki, a re- 
searcher at the Monell Sciences Cen- 
ter who’s been working on the 
vomeronasal system for 25 years, 
contributed a chapter to a recent 
book titled Chemical Communication 
in Vertebrates (edited by R.E. John- 
ston, D. Muller-Schwarz, P. Soren- 
son; Plenum Press, 1999) in which he 
casts doubt on a number of the per- 
fume company’s claims. He says he 
wrote the chapter in part because of 
“what appeared to us to be the rather 
un-objective acceptance of many of 
the results and the claims that have 
been made by these groups.” 

If someone has actually isolated a 
human pheromone and determined 
how it functions, he says, “well, they 
should get a Nobel Prize for it.” 

Wysocki seems to be increasingly 
frustrated with the claims emanating 
from HPS. “You know how many 
years went into trying to isolate those 
compounds?” he says of his and his 
peers’ research. “Very few have been 
identified, and decades have gone into it. There have been 
literally thousands of bioassays that have been conducted. 
To just come up with a particular compound or two, or a 
small handful that you claim are responsible for some 
pretty amazing behavior in humans . . . and this without a 
large body of published data . . . that’s pretty astounding.”

VEN RESEARCH into various mammalian species that 

exhibit obvious and dramatic pheromonal behavior his- 
torically has been painstaking and time-consuming. If any 
company has, as HPS claims, synthesized pheromones that 
can improve people’s moods and feelings of self-conti- 
dence, “then they got pretty damn lucky,” says Wysocki. 

Liman concurs: if someone had actually figured out ex- 
actly how humans communicate on a subconscious chemi- 
cal level, “that would be a very big deal.” 

Chances are that the mystery of how and why human 
pheromones work is a long way from being solved. Apes and 
humans seem to have evolved in a manner that has, at the 
very least, diminished the role that pheromones play in the 
process of selecting a mate. Some might see this as a positive 
evolution: dating may be frustrating, but it does give us more 
control than, say, a pheromonal whiff in the dark to tell us 
that we’ve found the right gender and species. 

But, like miracle diets and aphrodisiacs, pheromonal 
perfumes will most likely always find a market. A few sci- 
entific-sounding terms will probably always be enough to 
persuade some people to buy these prod- 
ucts. And the idea that we can bottle the 
mysterious convergence of luck, timing, and 
foolishness that makes for romantic chem- 
istry will probably be eternally appealing. 

Meanwhile, until the puzzle is incontro- 
vertibly solved, we may as well go on show- 
ering and wearing perfume 
the sake of our conscious senses. When 
asked whether Realm works, a salesperson 
at Macy’s looks perplexed. 

“Well,” he says, “I think it works if you 
believe in it.” §

OR A MAN on the 21st day of a urine-and-water fast, Tom Nichols seems awfully chipper. 

Nichols, a stocky, balding 45-year-old regular guy from Tennessee in a Coast Guard Acade- 

my windbreaker, is sitting in the restaurant adjoining a convention hall in a little German 

town, explaining in the smoothly reassuring tones of an airline pilot, which he is, that urine 
tastes bad only if you’re not eating right. 
“Once you do this, you have to take responsibility for what you put in your body,” he says, 
as I listen and pick at an asparagus salad. “If you’re drinking a lot of coffee or alcohol, it can taste pretty 
bad, pretty strong.” Otherwise, he says, smiling, “I’ve had worse beers.” 

His wife, Zhenya, a lithe, radiant ball of girlish energy from Siberia who is 37 but looks 10 years 
younger, adds that her biggest health problem is that her kidneys and bladder cannot keep up with her 
demand for urine. 

‘| don’t make enough!” she gushes between slurps of vegetable soup. “I have to put some on my 
face and some on my hands. Then I need some to drink. And we like to save it up and take a bath in 
it. Sometimes my nose gets a little bit stuffy and I want to get some in my nose, or my mouth 
doesn’t feel fresh or I have some plaque in my mouth, and all you have to do is hold it in your 
mouth for a while.” 
| kept eating dinner throughout this discussion, though I did lay down my 
fork while Zhenya described the gruesome things that came out of her di- 
gestive tract during a month-long cleansing regimen of concentrated- 
urine enemas. 

No one else at the table, though, batted an eyelash. This is be- 
cause we were at the Second World Conference on Urine 
Therapy, held last month in Gersfeld, Germany. There, in a 
tiny resort two hours outside Frankfurt, the Nicholses and 
250 other health enthusiasts — several dozen with MD 

after their names — from more than 40 countries 
spent four days debating, discussing, and charting the 
future of one of the world’s oldest but least respect- 
ed healing arts. 

Which is better for massages, the attendees won- 

dered, fresh urine or the more potent four-day- 

old pee? Does drinking it cure illnesses simply by 

killing germs, or by activating immuno-sensor 

cells in the throat, or both? And when will the 

rest of the world get over its taboos and realize 

that each of us carries within our kidneys a cus- 

tomized apothecary stocked with the perfect blend 

of vitamins, enzymes, hormones, and antibodies, all 


for free? 


OT TOO soon, probably. The Western medical 
establishment still clings to the notion that urine is a 
waste product, albeit a sterile one, probably harmless in 
small doses but probably not in large ones, and that if the 
body really wanted the stuff that’s in it, it wouldn’t have excreted 
it in the first place. 
But for the enlightened, urine is not merely a blend of water, urea, 
salt, ammonia, and traces of hundreds of other organic and inorganic com- 
pounds. It is the Nectar of Life, an elixir and a balm that combines the all-pur- 
pose usefulness of baking soda with the mystique of holy water. Depending on whether 
it is drunk, snorted, injected, or applied topically, it has been cited as a remedy for everything 
from AIDS to acne to varicose veins to vertigo. A squirt in the eye relieves glaucoma, drops in 
the ear can cure deafness, a urine douche banishes yeast infections. 
“If you have any tumor or any trauma, it reduces pain,” 
Jagdip Shah, a gynecologist from Bombay, said in the hallway 
outside the Amazon Hall (other rooms had been dubbed the 
Yangtze, the Mississippi, and the Nile). “If you have ulcers, it 
helps in healing that wound. If you have constipation, dyspepsia, 
flatulence, then it relieves that also. If one is feeling weak, then by 
taking it one feels better.” : 
No one knows how many tinkle drinkers there are, but the orga- 
nizer of the conference, Coen van der Kroon, author of the book The 
Golden Fountain, says their numbers are growing. The second confer- 
ence attracted a far more multinational crowd than the first one in Goa, 
India, in 1996. The first conference drew 400 people, but most of them were 
from India, where urine therapy goes back millennia. 
| was drawn to Gersfeld mostly by a reporter’s natural need to investigate the 
seemingly implausible, partly out of a healthy curiosity about the human body (a couple of months before, I had 
tried to settle an argument by surveying all my friends on whether they washed their hands after defecating), and 
partly because there was something about urine therapy that seemed poetically right, as counterintuitive as it was. 

The prevailing theory behind it — and theories are all there are — is that because your urine contains a snapshot of 
whatever is going on in your body, it is your own best personalized medicine. Traces of whatever is wrong with you get 
excreted in your urine, and when you reintroduce these compounds through the immune-system pathways of the gut 
and skin, the theory goes, they trigger the production of the antibodies your body needs to fight the illness. Kind of like 
sclf-vaccination 

Theories like this, of course, are tough to prove. Medical researchers have long used individual components of 

urine. The human-urine byproduct phenyl acetate is in the midst of a clinical trial to see if it attacks brain tumors. 

Trials are also under way with a controversial class of cancer drugs called antineoplastons, the original recipe for 

which required so much urine that their Houston inventor used to collect it in bulk from restaurant and jail uri- 
nals in Texas. 

But a clinical trial of whole urine poses logistical problems. For one thing, what do you give the con- 

trol group — Gatorade? For another, the very appeal of urine to a holistically minded therapist — that 

it is never the same stream twice — makes it inherently hard to study. “Science lives on the idea of 

repetition,” Carmen Thomas, a German journalist, told conference attendees, “but urine cannot 


be repeated.” 


LL OF THIS added up to a conference that provided a flood of 
testimonial, anecdote, and miscellaneous moments of weirdness 
— a toilet stall temporarily outfitted with a cup dispenser, a

notes — but was notably short on what skeptics would call 
science, with a few exceptions. A Korean microbiologist re- 
ported that pigs given their own fermented, purified urine to 
drink reached market-size 10 days faster, were more bacteria- 
resistant, and yielded better, tastier meat than pigs that 
drank only water. After three generations of urine-fed pigs, 
the fraction that produced grade-A pork had risen to 
75 percent, compared to only 10 percent for pigs of the 
same breed that were just given water. 

A researcher from a teaching hospital in Sudan presented 
a study of 30 patients with ascites — an accumulation of 
serum in the abdominal cavity that causes distended stom- 
achs — that found that they responded slightly better to 
150 ml of camel urine a day than to a standard medicine, 
the diuretic frusimide. And a Chinese pharmaceutical com- 
pany reported that, in a clinical study, its urine-derived can- 
cer drug CDA-II cured 61 percent of patients, compared 
with a 30 percent cure rate for chemotherapy. 

Up in my hotel room, I’d grown brave enough to begin 
my own research. Every morning, I rubbed a handful of 
urine into the right side of my face, looking to see if the skin 
was growing clearer and less prone to dryness and the occa- 
sional zit than the left side. With great force of will, and only 
after putting on the neat souvenir baseball cap I picked up 
(white, with slickly slanting purple capital letters: 1 DRINK MY 
OWN URINE!) — I peed in a cup and took a sip. It was a 
warm, salty, slightly viscous broth with notes of bitter veg- 
etable. Not great — worse than my worst beer, in fact, but 
only slightly gag-inducing. (Three weeks into hoth of these 
experiments, I have yet to see any results.) 





I felt kind of weird, but it didn’t seem like there was 
much to lose. John Wynhausen, a former chiropractor, 
says he has never heard of anyone who died from urine 
therapy, though he, like everyone else at the conference, 
does not recommend it for anyone on prescription drugs. 
His only mishap in eight years of experimentation came 
when he injected his dog with its own urine and the dog 
developed an abscess. “The vet asked what happened,” 
Wynhausen said. “I said, ‘Oh, the cat bit him.’ I didn’t 
need any more publicity.” 

Besides, I was heartened by the fact that everyone | 
spoke to said their first reaction to the suggestion that 
they drink from their own Golden Fountain was one of 
disgust. 

“When John told me there’s something called urine 
therapy, I was just appalled,” Wynhausen’s wife, Judith, 
said between lectures. “I was like, oh, yuck. I didn’t even 
want to be in bed with him. But John kept getting healthi- 
er and healthier, and I kept getting colds, so I tried it. By 
the end of a week, it didn’t bother me anymore and I was 
feeling euphoric.” 
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Western doctors, it turns out, are particularly dubious 
about the immune-building argument. “The idea that 
there’s some immune property in the urine is a little 
hard to understand, given that our gut is designed to 
break down all immunological substances,” says James 
Dillard, a professor at Columbia University’s medical 
school and the author of Alternative Medicine for Dum- 
mies. (He also runs Oxford Health Plan’s 3000-provider 
alternative-medicine program and is a chiropractor and 
acupuncturist.) “The idea that the kidneys would figure 
out what they need to get rid of, but that we know bet- 
ter, that actually this is a therapeutic thing, that is ex- 
traordinarily arrogant.” 

Not all urine therapists see the stuff as a panacea. John 
Wynhausen, who lost his chiropractor’s license in Ne- 
braska after reporting in a newsletter that a patient had 
cured a year-old case of oral herpes after three days of 
gargling with her urine, told the conference that while he 
still believes urine is a good overall tonic and an integral 
part of a balanced diet, it loses most of its curative powers 
unless it is injected, bypassing the immune system. 

Wynhausen said that shooting 10 ccs of urine into his 
muscle — a technique pioneered by a German doctor, 
Johann Abele — gives him season-long relief from the 
hay fever that has plagued him all his life. Hay fever, he 
explained, happens when the body overreacts to pollen 
and produces antibodies against it, and when these anti- 
bodies are excreted in the urine and then reintroduced via 
injection, they trigger the production of anti-antibodies 
that suppress the overreaction. 

Dillard, when told of this theory, seemed intrigued and 
said he would love to see it clinically proven. Wynhausen 
said he doubted that would happen. “It would be easy to 
do a double-blind study on injection,” he said. “The prob- 
lem is that no institution would want to risk their credibil- 
ity by doing it.” 


UT THE lack of conclusive proof does little to dim 
the faith of those who have experienced the wonders 
of urine firsthand. Gunter Gilch, a German anesthesiolo- 
gist and naturopath who saw the light after urine-drink- 
ing cured him of a 15-year bout with intestinal candido- 
sis, said that people had every right to be skeptical — he 
himself found much of the conference laughably nebulous 
— “but I saw effects with myself and I saw effects with 
my patients. By empirical standards, it works.” 
“People are always looking for a mechanism,” Wyn- 
hausen said. “I’ll stake my reputation — well, I have no 
reputation — but I think there’s a mechanism.” 
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The squeamish can take comfort in knowing that urine therapy has the weight of history 
hind it. Urine has served as medicine and sacrament for thousands of years, and not just 
dia, where an entire chapter of the Damar Tantra is devoted to drinking shivambu, the wat 


of the god Shiva, and where Prime Minister Morarji Desai started each day with a steami 
glass of his own decoction and lived, healthy and supple-skinned, to sce 99 

Just about every country, uro-historians say, has a folk tradition of taking the piss. Sufis and 
Tibetan Buddhist healers use urine. Rural women in some Arab countries pee into the cookpot 
to keep their husbands faithful, Carmen Thomas said. And in Central Africa, Havelock Ellis 
wrote in his 1928 Studies in the Psychology of Sex, “the female attendant in the king's bed 
chamber must urinate and wet his feet before he may safely rise in the morning.” 

The West has been slower to catch on. The Bible seems to have only one urine-positive re! 
erence, Jesus’ declaration that “he that believeth on me . . . out of his belly shall flow rivers of 
living water” (John 7:38). But there are scattered references to it in old German and British 
medical books, and in World War II, doctors in the trenches short on medical supplies used 
urine as an antiseptic to dress wounds and speed healing. 

In the United States, though, the stuff is generally viewed as the yellow peril. “The American 
people disappointed me a little,” Carmen Thomas told a conference panel, “because they are 
generally so open and frank and they also have a lot of pornography in their country, but the 
disgust they feel at drinking urine is immense.” 

She speaks from personal experience. Her 1994 book, the title of which translates as A Very 
Special Juice — Urine, has sold more than a million copies, making it, she says, the second- 
best-selling nonfiction book in postwar Germany. But though Macmillan bought the rights to 
the book and had it translated into English, the company has, she says, refused to publish it. (A 
spokesman for Macmillan did not return a call seeking comment.) 

Part of the problem, Thomas believes, is that urine therapy isn’t just radical medicine, it’s 
also politically and economically revolutionary. Most alternative therapies simply take money 
out of the pockets of pharmaceutical giants and overpriced doctors and put it in the pockets of 
vitamin and supplement giants and overpriced healers. Urine therapy proposes nothing less 
than a total seizure of the means of production, the ultimate in do-it-yourself health care 

Urine enthusiasts also point out that breaking a taboo as strong as the one against ingesting 
one’s own urine requires a level of unconditional self-acceptance that may be beyond most 
people’s reach. 

“The day that I drank my first glass of urine, I felt that | had done something horrible that | 
could not tell my friends about,” Asmund Knutson, a Norwegian nutritionist and hypnothera- 
pist, testified at the conference) “But I had a beautiful feeling inside: ‘Aha. This is me.’ ” With 
that, he took a small glass of amber fluid off the lectern and chugged it to hearty applause 

Though there was no formal mention of golden showers or any other kind of erotic games at 
the conference, one attendee confided that asserting control over one’s bodily functions can be 
sexually liberating, too. His wife’s lifelong orgasmic dysfunction was cured after they inten- 
tionally exchanged fluids during oral sex. “A lot of women can’t come because they’re afraid 
they’ll become incontinent at the moment of orgasm,” he explained. “This helped her get over 
her fear and let her know it was okay.” 

One person’s freedom, though, is another person’s deviance. “I don’t say this to be disre- 
spectful,” says Dillard, “but there are known psychological syndromes associated with urine 
drinking. It’s really regressive — the kind of thing a one- or two-year-old would contemplate.” 

On the last night of the professional program, the participants let down their hair and put on 
a multinational cultural show as joyously surreal as the rest of the conference had been 
straight-faced. Judith Wynhausen, a former schoolteacher, donned a Mother Goose outfit and 
baffled the crowd, only about half of which was fluent in English, with the tale of Wee Willie 
Winky. A German couple sang a duet to the tune of “Frére Jacques” that translated as, “Young 
carrots tempt me/Urine keeps me slim/Ding dang dong.” The Indian delegation chanted, “Go 
shivambu!” A piano appeared, and an Italian doctor improvised a jazz number called “A Drop 
of Urine.” 

The next morning, the conference was opened to the public, and as dozens of perfectly 
proper-looking Germans Sunday-strolled through the exhibits in the Amazon Hall, pilot 
Nichols surveyed the scene and pronounced it good. “When I came here,” he said, “I thought 
there might be a bunch of freaks. But it turns out they’re just folks who have found a different 
way of doing things.” s
